fHE  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionar)'  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  began 
Thursday,  October  28th,  at  10  A.  M.,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  R.  B. 
Hayes,  in  the  chair.  The  pulpit  and  platform  were  beautifully  decorated 
with  tropical  plants  and  festoons  of  evergreens. 

The  opening  services  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  of 
Chicago,  who  read  the  last  six  verses  of  the  eighty-fifth  Psalm  and  the 
last  verse  of  the  fifteenth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  and  ofi'ered  an 
earnest  petition  for  divine  presence  and  help.  Mrs.  A.  W.  Abrahams  led 
in  singing  the  797th  hymn. 

Mrs.  Hayes  in  a  few  appropriate  words  announced  that  Mrs.  John 
Davis,  first  Vice-president  of  the  Society,  and  Chairman  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  would  assume  the  duties  of  the  business  sessions,  and 
then  gracefully  vacated  the  chair. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  the  Recording  Secretary,  called  the  list  of  the  Con- 
ferences in  reversed  alphabetical  order,  beginning  with  the  letter  W,  and 
the  delegates  took  the  seats  assigned  them. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  it  was  decided  that  three  visitors 
from  each  Conference  have  seats  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Delegate  from  the  same. 

The  privilege  of  selecting  Assistant  Secretaries  was  accorded  Mrs. 
Aiken,  who,  in  choosing  a  representative  from  the  West  and  another  from 
the  East,  nominated  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  O.,  and  Miss  Mar- 
tha Van  Marter,  of  New  York  City,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  efficient 
services  given  by  these  ladies  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting.  They  were 
elected. 
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Rev.  Dr.  W.  S.  Studley,  pastor  of  Central  Church,  deUvered  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Methodist  clergy  of  this  city,  and  spoke 
briefly  on  the  development  of  the  social  and  moral  influence  of  woman 
duriiiji  the  last  forty  years.  He  said:  "Woman  is  becoming  a  power  in 
evei-y  tiling — in  trade,  in  commerce,  in  manufacture.s,  in  law,  in  medicine, 
in  theology,  in  art,  in  scientific  explorations  and  investigations,  in  charity 
organizations,  in  social  science,  in  moral  reforms,  in  religious  enterprises 
at  home  and  abroad,  in  every  conceivable  thing  which  concerns  the  best 
good  of  the  human  i-ace  both  in  this  life  and  in  that  which  is  to  come." 
In  concluding  his  cordial  welcome,  Dr.  Studley  expressed  the  belief  that 
here  will  be  kindled  in  all  hearts  a  holier  zeal  than  ever  for  the  cause  of 
Home  Missions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  McEldowney  declined  making  a  speech,  but  con- 
veyed in  a  few  brief  words  his  friendly  interest  and  warm  welcome,  and 
heartily  indorsed  all  that  the  previous  speaker  had  expressed. 

Mrs.  Edward  Smith,  President  of  the  Detroit  Conference  Society,  pre- 
sented an  address  of  welcome  in  bebalf  of  the  Michigan  Workers,  from 
which  the  following  is  extracted  : 

To-day,  we  have  assembled  here  to  extend  a  cordial  greeting  to  this 
noble  band  of  eminent  Christian  ladies,  and  to  welcome  them  to  our 
homes,  to  our  beautiful  house  of  worship,  and  to  our  city,  which  we  think 
in  healthful  location  and  moral  status  will  compare  favorably  with  any  city 
of  its  size.  With  open  arms  and  hearts  full  of  love,  we  give  you  a  happj', 
loving  welcome,  trusting  that  this  meeting  of  Christian  ladies  will  serve  to 
inspire  us  with  new  zeal,  and  thus  help  us  to  devise  plans  that  will  be  the 
means  of  bringing  increased  vigor  and  usefulness  into  this  branch  of 
Christian  work. 

Judging  from  the  past  I  feel  assured  of  a  grand,  brilliant  future  for 
this  organization.  I  trust  there  will  be  no  withered  hands  in  this  Society. 
In  the  Word  of  God  we  are  told  that  our  Savior  healed  the  man  with  a 
Avithered  hand,  and  it  only  speaks  of  this  one  man  that  was  thus  healed. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  there  were  more  people  at  that  time  with  the  same 
affliction,  and  I  often  wonder  how  many  withered  hands  could  be  found 
in  our  Christian  Churches  at  the  present  day — hands  that  hang  lifeless  by 
their  owner's  side,  and  find  nothing  to  do  for  the  Master.  In  the  mission- 
ary field  there  is  something  for  every  Christian  to  do.  We  can  not  all  go 
as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands,  but  we  can  help  those  that  go  ;  and  in  this 
Home  Missionary  Society  we  can  do  a  grand,  noble  work  here  in  our  own 
country,  among  the  foreign  people  that  are  flooding  our  shores.  I  am 
fully  impressed  that  the  work  of  this  Society  in  the  future  will  be  very 
largely  with  the  foreign  population  in  our  large  towns  and  cities,  where 
thousands  of  people  live  that  are  never  seen  in  the  Churches.  A  pressing 
need  to-day  is  for  Christian  workers  among  these  neglected  class*  s  of 
people. 

The  poetry  that  the  poor  native  brought  to  his  missionarj^  pastor  for 
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approval,  just  expresses  mj^  own  feelings  to    you,  my  clear  friends,  that 
have  assembled  here  to-day,  and  I  will  repeat  one  verse  only : 

"  Go  on,  go  on,  go  on, 
Go  on,  go  on, 
Go  on,  go  on,  go  on, 
Go  on,  go  on — " 

He  brought  eighty  verses  for  his  pastor's  inspection,  and  the  beauty 
of  the  poem  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  whole  eighty  verses  were  just 
like  the  first  one  that  I  have  repeated.  And  so  I  say  to  you,  "go  on  "  in 
this  noble  work  that  has  already  brought  so  much  happiness  to  the  classes 
that  need  such  help.  May  the  "strong  arm  "  on  which  you  lean  support 
you  in  your  abundant  labors;  and  in  the  final  coronation  may  you  wear 
the  crown  designed  for  the  faithful. 

Eesponses  to  these  addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  several  ladies, 
the  first  of  whom  was  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  O.,  who  said : 

As  a  child  of  the  pioneers,  I  can  not  refrain  from  response  to  this 
charming  welcome.  We  love  Detroit,  because  she  is  the  oldest  city  in  the 
Western  section  of  the  United  States  ;  older  than  Baltimore  and  Philadel- 
phia of  the  sea-board.  Founded  in  1670  as  an  outpost  for  the  fur-trade, 
we  pay  profound  obeisance  to  her  hoary  head,  over  which  216  years  have 
rolled,  and  at  the  same  time  bestow  upon  her  our  mite  of  admiration,  in 
that  being  French,  we  would  never  suspect  her  age,  so  skillfully  does  she 
conceal  it  by  modern  architecture  and  the  latest  features  of  landscape  gar- 
dening. She  is  at  once  antique  and  interesting,  youthful  and  progressive. 
But  to  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saints,  there  is  a  most  precious 
association  connected  with  this  city.  My  father.  Rev.  John  Janes,  traveled 
Detroit  Circuit  in  1826-7.  You  will  find  recorded  in  the  published  history 
of  our  denomination  in  Michigan,  that  in  the  village  of  Ann  Arbor,  May 
21,  1828,  "  Hannah  B.  Brown,  a  young  lady  of  earnest  piety  and  culti- 
vated mind,  united  her  fortunes  and  labors  with  those  of  Rev.  John  Janes. 
For  this  she  was  disinherited  by  her  father,  'Squire  Daniel  Brown."  So 
my  mother  went  from  Michigan  to  Ohio,  singing; 

"  No  foot  of  land  do  I  possess. 
No  cottage  in  this  wilderness." 

Grand  soul !  what  didst  thou  not  endure  for  Christ's  sake? 

There  is  another  reason  why  I  love  Detroit.  In  1884,  while  writing 
the  primitive  record  of  the  Methodist  denomination  in  Cleveland,  I  found 
that  the  first  who  came  to  our  city,  and,  indeed,  the  only  one  during  four 
years,  was  Mrs.  Grace  Johnston,  who  removed  from  Detroit  in  the  Spring 
of  1822,  with  her  husband.  Captain  William  Johnston.  This  gallant  lake- 
captain,  though  not  religious  himself,  yet,  for  the  love  he  bore  his  wife, 
wrote  to  the  seat  of  the  Ohio  Conference  for  a  preacher  to  come  to  Cleve- 
land. And  so  Detroit,  the  City  of  the  Straits,  sends  the  pioneer  woman  of 
our  Church  to  Cleveland,  the  Forest  City,  sowing  the  seed  of  the  King- 
dom in  reluctant  soil.     Well  may  these  two  cities  clasp  hands  on  this  glad 
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day — cities  of  Lake  Erie's  shores — and  uniting  more  flrmly  than  ever  in 
the  cause  of  Christ  and  missions,  feel  that  these  waters,  like  unto  blue 
Galilee,  bear  upon  their  bosom  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

First,  then,  in  our  affections  is  Oar  Redeemer ;  next  most  dear  to  each 
patriotic  heart  is  Our  Country.  God  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society !  for,  a  real  angel  dropping  from  her  white  wings  the  Gospel  of 
peace,  she  floats  into  the  basements,  attics,  and  emigrant  depots  of  the 
thoroughfare,  into  the  log  shanties  of  the  frontier,  the  wigwams  of  the 
Indians,  the  harems  of  the  American  Desert,  and  the  cabins  of  the  South  ; 
and  ma}"^  you  who  entertain  this  angel  feel  that  she  leaves  in  the  homes 
of  Detroit  a  benediction. 

Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Springer,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Upper  Iowa  Con- 
ference, delivered  the  following : 

Passing  through  the  classic  halls  of  Harvard,  a  few  months  since,  we 
entered  the  room  where  a  Greek  tragedy,  in  the  original  language,  was 
one  of  the  successful  exploits  of  its  students,  equaled,  no  doubt,  by  a 
play  of  Terence,  at  Ann  'Arbor,  in  its  primitive  Latin ;  by  the  not  less 
remarkable  presentation  in  St.  Louis,  by  the  young  ladies  of  "Washington 
University,  of  a  Eoman  comedy,  given  in  the  mother  tongue  of  Plautus, 
the  author ;  and  by  an  American  monthly  magazine,  in  Latin,  edited  with 
spirit  and  scholarship,  and  with  ample  encouragement.  All  these  things 
prove  we  are  not  growing  indolent  in  earthly  capabilities.  But  what  are 
the  daily  schools  of  Socrates,  the  lyceums  of  Aristotle,  the  groves  of  Plato 
and  Xenophon,  to  the  gentle  Anna  Askew,  on  her  way  to  death  ;  Perpetua 
and  Felicitas,  in  the  midst  of  the  amphitheater  at  Carthage,  thronged  to 
behold  their  martyrdom,  their  lips  meeting  in  one  long  kiss  of  sisterly 
love  and  deathless  courage ;  Arethusa,  with  her  son,  Chrysostom,  and 
Monica,  with  her  wild  Augustine?  Then  we  say,  with  Libanius,  the 
teacher  of  Antioch,  "  What  wonderful  women  these  Christian  mothers 
are!"  But  the  sublime  climax  in  the  divine  tragedy  is,  "God  so  loved 
the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  Son  to  die  for  it ;"  and  now  woman  is  last 
at  the  cross  and  first  in  the  gray  dawn  at  the  holy  sepulcher. 

Sitting  in  the  quiet  of  your  home  church   on   communion-day,  after 

partaking  of  the  emblems  of  our  Lord's  sacrificial  passion,  at  the  query, 

"Has  any  one  been  omitted  in  this  distribution  of  the  bread  and  wine?" 

have  there  not  aiisen  before  you  millions  on  millions  of  women,  not  only 

in   Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  but  within  hands'   reach  in  our  own  fair 

America,  to  testify  that  they  have  been  wholly  omitted,  because  we  had 

refused  them  aid,  and  no  hand  but  ours  could  give  them  the  bread  and 

the  cup  ? 

"  JtJut  that  which  issues  from  the  heart  alone. 
Will  bind  the  heart  of  othei-s  to  your  own  !" 

And  this  is  why  we  are  here,  why  you  have  welcomed  us  to  your 
lovely  homes  and  royal  hearts,  why  we  have  given  months  of  ceaseless 
toil  to  gather  for  this  work  of  love — the  heartfelt  desire  for  the  emancipa- 
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lion  of  downtrotlden  womanbood!  The  successors  of  Lydia,  Priscilla, 
Phobe,  Persis,  and  the  daughters  of  Plulip,  already  outnumber  our  broth- 
ers who,  formerly,  alone  bore  the  honored  name  of  Missionary.  That  we 
are  permitted  to  convene  in  another  National  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Meeting  is  to  me  cause  for  profound  thanksgiving.  The  duties  of  the 
liurried  school-room,  the  busy  home  cares,  the  daily  hospitalities,  the  ear- 
nest endeavor,  by  word  and  pen,  to  advance  this  connectional  benevolence, 
are  all  ended,  and  we  pause  to-day,  as  by  an  Elim  in  the  desert,  to  review 
the  mile-stones  past,  to  renew  our  courage  for  attempting  the  vast,  unex- 
plored regions  spreading- out  to  the  gaze  of  each  philanthropic  heart,  and 
to  be  cheered  by  the  grasp  of  friendship's  honest  hand ;  for,  as  ''  iron 
sharpeneth  iron,"  so  a  friend  sharpeneth  the  countenance  of  a  friend.  To 
say  we  thank  you  for  your  welcome,  in  no  measure  expresses  the  emotion 
of  our  hearts.     We  offer  you  our  truest  treasure — our  love, 

Other  gifts  are  bought  and  sold, 
Love's  real  worth  caa  ne'er  be  told. 

We  love  you,  Michigan  women ;  and  I  can  not  forget  the  gracious 
words  of  dear  Mrs.  Rogers,  "  Be  sure  to  come.  It  would  be  a  poor  con- 
vention without  your  cheerful  presence."  To  love  unworthily  brings 
scorn  to  our  soul ;  worthily,  joy  akin  to  the  angels'. 

Nothing  but  human  and  divine  love  could  bring  our  matchless  Pres- 
ident, Lady  Hayes,  to  these  years  of  care  for  this  work  !  What  bands  of  gold 
could  tempt  our  faithful  and  efficient  general  officers  to  assume  the  exhausting 
labors  of  carrying  forward  this  wonderful  scheme  of  Christian  philanthro- 
phy  ?  The  loving  words  of  cheer  from  Mrs.  Scott,  of  Philadelphia — "  She  left 
a  glow  of  sunshine  in  all  our  hearts" — with  other  messages  from  ladies 
there,  and  in  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati,  caused  me  to  forget  that  the 
journey  was  made  alone  to  the  four  Annual  Meetings.  Yes — love  is  all — 
and  your  many  beautiful  words  of  appreciaton,  with  Mrs.  Hayes's  immortal 
gift  of  flowers,  are  valued  beyond  expression.  Since  to-morrow  may  be 
eternity,  I  dare  not  say  less,  and  could  not  say  more.  To  the  last  loving 
inquiry  of  iDublisher  Thomson,  "  You  wonderful  woman  of  the  graceful 
pen,  do  you  ever  eat  or  sleep  ?"  I  bring  my  shadowy  self  here  as  answer. 

But  this  we  know,  our  faith  and  trust. 

Must  live  when  all  of  earth  is  past; 
Since  He  who  knows  our  frame  is  just, 

We  '11  love  and  serve  Him  to  the  last; 
God  grant  to  you  a  smooth,  calm  sail, 
And  land  us  safe  within  the  veil. 
And  wlien  around  your  hearth-stones  gay  you  crowd, 

And  call  to  mind  these  simple  thoughts  and  lays ; 
Let  one  swift  prayer  in  heart,  or  breathed  aloud, 

Reach  Christ  for  me,  your  friend  of  passing  days. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Newark  Conference,  in 
responding  heartily  to  the  words  of  welcome,  said  she  felt  that  some  allu- 
sion should  be  made  in  our  meeting  to  the  event  that  is  interesting  our 
entire  nation  to-day,  viz.,  the  unveiling  of  the  great  Bartholdi  Statue. 
She  described  this  as  a  woman  in  form,  standing  at  the  entrance  of  the 
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beautiful  harbor  of  our  country's  metropolis,  with  uplifted  hand  welcom- 
ing the  people  of  all  lands  to  our  shores.  She  said  that  last  night  amidst 
the  storm,  this  statue  stood  in  all  her  grand  proportions  powerless  in  the 
darkness;  but  to-night,  as  through  her  form  one  of  the  greatest  forces 
of  the  universe  thrills,  from  her  head  and  hand  will  issue  a  light  that 
shall  gladden  the  hearts  of  all  the  storm-tossed  mariners  within  reach  of 
tiiose  powerful  rays. 

Mrs.  Boswell  expressed  the  belief  that,  if  the  Christian  women  of 
America  will  stand  as  one  in  such  an  attitude  towards  God  that  his  light  and 
love  can  flow  through  their  thoughts  and  acts ;  then  will  the  unsaved  multi- 
tudes that  throng  our  shores  be  saved,  and  the  whole  country  be  redeemed. 
Mrs.  R.  W.  C.  Goff,  President  of  Philadelphia  Conference  Society,  said 
in  substance  as  follows: 

We  desire  to  express  thanks  for  this  cordial  welcome,  which,  like  the 
kindly  dew,  refreshes  and  invigorates  us ;  and  we  rejoice  in  this  expression 
of  welcome  for  the  cause  that  we  represent  and  love.  Our  hearts  are  filled 
with  thankfulness  when  we  remember  how  God  has  taken  us  as  his  chosen 
instruments,  and  so  enabled  us  to  move  forward  into  providential  openings, 
and  to  seize  the  golden  oppoi-tunities,  that  we  have  not  spent  our  strength 
for  nought,  but  are  a  part  of  a  great  organization  that  is  to-day  a  powerful 
agency  in  the  salvation  of  our  beloved  land.  We  have  met,  not  only  to 
congratulate  each  other,  and  to  tell  of  the  achievements  of  the  past  year, 
but  also  to  make  mention  of  our  mistakes  and  failures,  that  thereby  we 
may  see  where  changes  in  methods  of  work  or  in  plans  may  better  ad- 
vance the  cause,  and  may  help  us  to  accomplish  greater  things  in  the  future. 
We  hope  to  receive  such  information  as  will  greatly  increase  our  interest 
in  this  work.  And  we  hope,  too,  that  our  presence  here  may  prove  a 
benediction ;  and  that  the  ladies  of  Detroit  who  have  provided  so  bounti- 
fully for  our  welfare  will  feel  that  they  have  entertained  a  royal  family — 
"the  children  of  a  King." 

Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges,  of  Mansfield,  0.,  spoke  in  the  following  words : 
Some  weeks  ago,  in  one  of  the  leading  monthlies,  I  read  an  article  on 
"The  City  of  the  Straits,"  and  my  interest  was  perhaps  increased,  because 
I  anticipated  this  occasion,  when  it  would  be  my  privilege  to  be  a  sojourner 
for  a  few  days  within  its  gates.  I  read  of  its  beginnings  nearly  two  cen- 
turies ago,  when  Detroit  was  a  "bit  of  sunny  France,"  and  then  on,  when 
it  was  part  of  the  dominion  of  a  king  of  England,  and  further  on,  when 
it  became  part  of  our  own  country.  I  read  of  its  beautiful  parks,  broad 
avenues,  lovely  homes,  palatial  residences,  schools,  churches,  and  grand 
cathedral.  I  read  of  the  time  when  its  inhabitants  numbered  less  than 
five  hundred,  while  now  there  is  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand. 
Again,  I  read  that  a  hospital  for  the  sick  has  been  built  here,  and  also  that 
here  is  a  school  where  the  children  of  the  poor  are  taught  the  industrial 
arts  free  of  charge.  In  this  practical  Home  Mission  work,  the  "  Harper 
Hospital,"  we  have  an  example  of  what  even  the  lowly  in  life  can  do,  by 
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consecrating  the  earnings  of  years  to  noble  objects.  Walter  Harper  and 
Nancj'  Martin  are  dead,  but  their  works  do  follow  them. 

Now,  we,  who  have  come  from  the  East  and  West,  the  North  and 
South,  find  ourselves  within  the  walls  of  this  beautiful  church,  and  are 
welcomed  with  cordial  greeting.  And  for  what  purpose  are  we  here? 
Only  that  we  may  return  the  greeting,  and  for  a  few  days  enjoy  your  com- 
panionship, and  the  hospitality  of  your  homes?  No:  surely  we  are  not 
here  for  such  purposes  alone.  This  gathering,  necessarily,  means  work — 
to  some,  hard  work.  There  are  questions  of  grave  importance  to  be  con- 
sidered— measures  to  be  discussed,  so  as  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  Home  Mission  work.  This  new  enterprise  of  our  Church  has  become 
vast  in  its  proportions.  The  fields  are  extending,  and  are  already  white 
for  the  harvest.  With  the  enlargement  of  the  work,  comes  greater  respon- 
sibility in  its  management.  Are  we  equal  to  the  task  ?  God  being  our 
helper,  we  are.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord :  "  Open  ye  the  gates,  that  the 
righteous  nation  which  keepeth  the  truth  may  enter  in." 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  of  Reno,  Pa. ;  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  of  Delaware,  0., 
and  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy,  of  Evanston,  111.,  also  responded  in  fitting  and  appro- 
priate words,  after  which  the  audience  joined  in  singing  one  verse  of  a 
familiar  hymn. 

The  President,  IMrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  with  a  clear  voice  and  distinct  utter- 
ance that  was  heard  throughout  the  whole  audience-room,  delivered  the 
following  address: 

The  Fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Society  is  held  under  circumstances 
which  may  well  fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  and  with  hope.  The  welcome 
extended  us  by  our  associates  and  friends  of  Detroit  assures  us  that  the 
days  we  shall  spend  in  this  beautiful  and  hospitable  city  will  be  days  full 
of  satisfaction  and  joy.  Our  prayers  are  that  they  may  also  be  days  wisely 
devoted  to  the  best  interests  of  the  humble,  the  neglected,  and  the  needy. 
This  is,  indeed,  the  work  of  the  Divine  Master,  whose  example  and  teach- 
ings all  wish  to  imitate  and  heed  who  hope  in  their  own  lives  to  realize 
the  blessings  and  consolations  of  that  religion  which  he  came  into  the  world 
to  establish. 

The  corner-stone  of  practical  religion  is  the  Golden  Rule.  How  best  to 
obey  its  mandate  is  the  vital  question.  We  would  reflect  on  no  other  ben- 
evolent enterprise.  We  would  discourage  no  beneficent  measure.  We 
would  say  nothing  to  dishearten  any  man  or  woman  who  with  good  motives 
seeks  good  ends.  We  know  that  many  paths  lead  to  the  same  goal.  But 
our  conviction,  our  faith,  is,  that  the  surest  hope  of  mankind  is  in  America. 
Within  our  limits,  within  our  reach,  are  gathered  representatives  of  all  the 
races  of  mankind.  In  our  borders  are  Africans,  Asiatics,  and  Europeans. 
The  apostles  were  told  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  among  all  nations  in  Christ's  name,  and  they  were  also  told  that 
the  beginning  should  be  at  Jerusalem.  Is  not  the  meaning  and  spirit  of 
this  divine  injunction  clear  and  plain  ?    This  command  is  obeyed  by  all 
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whose  work  is  done  where  it  will  accomplish  most  to  win  souls  from  the 
paths  of  sin  to  the  paths  of  rigliteousness. 

We  rejoice  most  sincerely  in  the  success  of  our  distinguished  hrother, 
who  has,  witli  such  zeal,  sagacit}',  and  singleness  of  purpose,  labored  to 
raise  the  splendid  contribution  of  our  Church  for  the  support  of  missions 
at  home  and  abroad.  "We  can  not,  however,  forget  that  the  fountain  from 
whicli  he  draws,  is  and  must  in  the  future  be  found,  under  Providence,  in 
tiie  Christian  homes  of  our  own  beloved  land.  If,  by  reason  of  our  neglect 
of  home  work,  the  stream  of  unchristian  tendencies  from  abroad  and  the 
flood  of  indifference  and  vice  of  our  own  country  shall  overwhelm  the  in- 
stitutions of  our  fathers,  the  missions  of  every  Christian  Church,  both 
home  and  foreign,  will  suffer  alike  by  the  common  calamity.  If  our  eyes 
are  to  be  gladdened  by  the  sight  of  heathen  lands  rapidly  becoming  Chris- 
tian, we  must  direct  our  eflTorts  and  strain  every  nerve  to  protect  from 
heathenism  our  own  land.  When  we  see  the  paganism  of  other  lands,  of 
Asia,  of  Africa,  and  of  Europe,  which  has  poured  in  upon  our  shores,  we 
must  recall  the  pithy  statement  published  in  our  monthly  i^eriodical, 
Woman^s  Home  Missions,  that  "nothing  can  exceed  the  degradation  of 
a  heathen  people  whom  civilization  has  touched  only  with  its  vices." 

That  duty  is  of  highest  obligation  which  is  nearest  in  time  and  place. 
With  America  and  American  homes  what  they  should  be,  we  need  not 
greatly  fear  the  evils  that  threaten  us  from  other  lands.  We  can  easily 
shun  or  safely  meet  them  if  our  duty  is  faithfully  done  in  behalf  of  the 
weak,  the  ignorant,  and  the  needy  of  our  own  country.  If  our  institutions, 
social  and  political,  are  imperiled  to-day,  it  is  largely  because  the  wealthy 
and  the  fortunate,  engrossed  as  they  are  in  the  midst  of  our  vast  materia 
progress  and  prosperity,  are  not  sufficientlj'^  mindful  of  what  was  taught  by 
the  words  and  life  of  the  Founder  of  our  blessed  religion  :  "  Whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them."  And  while  we  feel 
so  deeply  the  necessity  and  importance  of  our  own  work,  we  would  pray 
most  earnestly  for  glorious  results  in  the  work  of  our  sisters  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  In  conclusion,  I  quote  again  from  Woman^s  Home 
Missions :  "  The  lifting  up  of  the  lowly  of  our  own  country  ought  to  in- 
terest every  man  and  woman." 

Mrs.  John  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  stated 
that  the  report  from  the  Board  will  be  found,  as  usual,  embodied  in  the 
Corresponding  Secretary's  report,  and  also  will  be  enlarged  upon  in  the 
reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus.  She  would  not,  therefore,  occupy 
the  time  of  the  meeting  any  further  than  to  call  most  urgent  and  affec- 
tionate attention  to  the  noon  hour  of  prayer  for  the  w^ork  of  the  Society, 
as  adopted  by  the  Board.  She  also  referred  briefly  to  the  great  amount  of 
work  that  occupied  the  time  of  the  Board ;  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
measures  of  relief  would  be  adopted  which  were  embodied  in  a  by-law  to  be 
submitted  at  the  proper  time  to  the  Society.  She  warmly  commended  the 
Avork  of  Mrs.  Willing,  the  retiring  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization. 
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Ou  motion,  the  Committee  on  Enrollment  was  appointed  as  follows : 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Johnston,  Mrs.  Wm.  Corbin,  Mrs.  D.  B.  Tracy,  and  Mrs.  Wm. 
E.  Fairbrother. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  constituted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  by-law  relating  thereto,  as  follows: 
The  President,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Conference  Secretaries 
present;  and,  on  motion,  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Gammon,  Miss  C.  F.  Hedges,  and  Mrs.  H.  F.  Spencer, 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  were  made  members  of  this 
Committee. 

Pending  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination,  the  order 
was  suspended  to  introduce  an  amendment  of  By-law  No.  3,  relating  to 
the  Annual  Meeting,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  for  the  Society  shall  consist 
of  one  member  from  each  Conference  delegation  to  be  appointed  by  the 
respective  delegations,  and  five  members  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

The  Committee  on  Nomination  was  then  elected,  as  follows  :  From 
the  General  Executive  Board,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Mrs.  W. 
G.  Williams,  Mrs.  R.  Dymond,  and  Mr*.  J.  W.  Gosling ;  from  the  Confer- 
ence delegations,  Mrs.  Phebe  Graham,  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Spencer,  Miss  Louise 
A.  Gaddis,  Mrs.  Edward  Smith,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cory,  Mrs.  Joseph  K.  Dale,  Mrs- 
W.  R.  Benham,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Bennett,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kennedy,  Mrs.  Hester 
Williams,  Mrs.  L.  K.  Showman,  Miss  C.  F.  Hedges,  Mrs.  J.  Hollingshead, 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Mansfield,  Miss  Martha  Van  Marter,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Doud,  Mrs.  S. 
A.  Matthews,  Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Springer,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Shoyer, 
Mrs.  Mary  T.  Lodge,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Coombs,  Mrs.  Chas.  Eighmey,  and  Mrs. 
L.  H.  Cobb. 

On  motion,  adjourned,  with  benediction  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Ramsay,  D.  D. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  by  the  President,  Mrs. 
Hayes.  The  hymn  "  0  Lord  of  Hosts,  thy  glory  fills,"  was  sung,  and 
prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Hester  Williams. 

Mrs.  Davis  then  resumed  the  chair,  and  the  minutes  of  the  morning 
session,  read  by  Mrs.  Ingham,  were  adopted. 

The  reception  of  fraternal  delegates  followed.  Mrs.  W.  W,  Washburne, 
on  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  said : 

I  bring  to  you  the  greeting  of  a  band  of  women  one  hundred  thousand 
strong,  who  extend  to  you  their  hands  in  token  of  sympathy  and  good  fel- 
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lowship,  and  bid  you  God-speed  while  they  praific  God  for  your  present 
success.  It  is  not  unusual  in  the  1)est  and  most  cultured  families  of  eartli 
for  a  new-comer  into  the  family  life  to  be  greeted  with  distrust  hy  some, 
lest  their  share  of  family  enjoyments  may  be  considerably  lessened  on  this 
account.  Your  Society  four  years  ago  was  no  exception ;  but  long  before 
this  day  we  became  ashamed  of  our  jealousy  and  fear  lest  our  own  beloved 
work  should  suffer,  and  to-day  we  are  right  proud  of  our  lovely  Vjaby  sister 
who  already  acquits  herself  so  zealously  and  efhciently  that  we  are  con- 
strained to  treat  her  as  an  equal,  even  though  she  is  only  five  years  of  age, 
while  we  are  seventeen.  We  congratulate  you  on  your  exceedingly  jjromis- 
ing  future. 

We  of  the  Foreign  Society  take  great  satisfaction  in  our  past  record. 
Having  so  often  accomplished  more  than  we  dared  to  hope,  we  feel  that  our 
prosperity  is  of  God,  and  not  to  be  boasted  of  as  though  we  ourselves  had 
done  it.  But  just  as  one  at  eve,  weary  with  the  toil  of  the  day,  reviews 
with  complacency  the  various  tasks  accomplished,  so  we  from  this  stand- 
point, looking  over  the  past  years  of  persistent  endeavor,  take  satisfaction 
in  our  accumulated  success.  Inasmuch  as  our  membership  is  steadily 
increasing  by  the  hundreds,  and  as  during  the  last  year  over  six  hundred 
women  were  made  life  members,  and  as  the  work  is  spreading  among  the 
young  ladies,  we  think  it  is  evident  that  the  life-currents  of  our  Society 
are  still  healthful  and  strong. 

It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  moment  that  in  Japan,  China,  India,  Bul- 
garia, Italy,  South  America,  Mexico,  and  Corea,  there  are  and  will  be 
women  raised  to  a  higher  realization  of  life  through  our  endeavors  and 
benefactions ;  that  in  these  lauds  a  song  has  begun  that  will  increase  in 
volume  age  after  age,  and  that  we  shall  hear  its  echoes  here,  and  delight 
in  its  melodies  in  heaven.  My  sisters,  you  see  how  akin  our  work  is — you 
doing  in  the  home  country  just  the  work  we  are  doing  in  foreign  lands. 
Both  having  been  begun  by  the  direct  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as 
we  trust,  what  folly  in  either  to  fear  detriment  from  the  advancement  of 
the  other !  In  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  we 
bid  you  press  on,  extend  your  work  on  the  right,  on  the  left,  and  at  the 
front.  Draw  heavily  bj'  faith  on  God's  treasury.  May  your  calls  and  pleas 
touch  the  hearts  of  America's  women  more  and  more,  and  the  reward  of 
j^our  labors  be  complete  success,  the  enriching  of  your  own  hearts,  and 
the  smiling  approval  of  our  Father  ! 

Mrs.  G.  S.  Barnes,  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of 
Michigan,  spoke  cordial  words  of  greeting  in  behalf  of  the  temperance 
workers  of  her  own  State.  She  greeted  the  Home  Missionary  Society  as  a 
beneficent  younger  sister,  and  spoke  effectively  of  the  grand  work  being 
done  by  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  with  its  "fortj-  de- 
partments save  one"  of  organized  work. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Austin,  represented  the  Woman's  Home  Missionaiy  So- 
ciety of  the  Baptist  Church.     Her  words  of  greeting  and  sympathy  were 
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both  warm  and  timely,  recognizing  the  fellowship  of  work  in  these  two 
great  Christian  Churches  of  our  land. 

Mrs.  David  Cooper,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  spoke  sisterly  words 
of  welcome  and  cheer,  briefly  outlining  tlie  work  of  her  Church  in  Home 
Missions,  and  praying  God's  blessing  upon  us  in  our  efforts  in  a  like  work. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Coolidge,  of  the  Michigan  Indian  Association,  spoke  with 
deep  feeling  of  the  noble  work  which  engages  our  mutual  sympathies,  and 
said  with  John  Wesley,  "Church,  or  no  Church,  let  the  work  of  saving 
souls  go  on." 

A  tenor  solo  was  given  by  Mr.  C.  V.  Slocum,  with  fine  eflFect. 

A  telegram  bringing  greetings  and  God-speed  was  read  from  Mi-s.  E. 
W.  Blatchford,  who  represented  the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Interior,  in  session  at  Cleveland,  O.  Letters  were  read  from  JNIrs.  Isabella 
G.  D.  Stewart,  President  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Association  of  Detroit, 
from  the  same  lady  representing  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  and  from 
Mrs.  David  Thompson,  President  of  the  Thompson  Home  for  Old  Ladies, 
each  bearing  words  of  greeting  and  Christian  love. 

Mrs.  Hayes  and  Mrs.  Willing  were  appointed  to  respond  to  these 
messages. 

Mrs.  D.  W.  Hollister  presented  greeting  from  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  of  Michigan,  saying: 

Eight  thousand  women  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  representing  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  Christian  home,  marching  in  the  ranks  of  the 
"White  Ribbon  Army,"  and  under  the  banner  for  "God  and  Home  and 
Humanity,"  against  all  the  evil  of  the  times  in  order  to  establish  and  per- 
petuate the  Christian  home,  greet  you  as  closely  allied  to  them  in  aims 
and  plans  of  work.  Two  hundred  thousand  white  ribbon  women  are  look- 
ing forward  to  this  gathering  with  interest ;  they  remember,  and  often  re- 
peat around  their  firesides,  the  heroism  of  your  noble  leader ;  how  she 
began  her  Home  Missionary  work  in  the  home  of  our  great  Nation ;  and, 
to-day,  her  name  is  to  us  a  temperance  benediction.  The  representatives  of 
the  union  in  our  city,  numbering  nearly  five  hundred,  greet  you  as  a  sis- 
terhood, jiowerful  to  aid  in  civilizing  and  Cliristianizing  the  people,  so  that 
they  may  cease  to  tolerate  ideas  not  truly  American,  and  that  b}'  the 
power  of  God's  love,  intemperance,  which  is  now  encircling  the  globe  and 
extending  even  to  the  "  Isles  of  the  Sea,"  may  be  overthrown  and  de- 
stroyed;  then  the  "Sun  of  righteousness"  will  shed  forth  its  rays  upon 
purified  America,  into  hearts  susceptible  of  God's  power  to  save. 

Mrs.  H.  Thane  Miller,  from  the  Woman's  National  Indian  As- 
sociation, spoke  earnestly  of  the  privilege  of  bringing  greetings  from  the 
Association  that  she  represented,  to  such  an  association  as  ours.  She 
pleaded  earnestly  for  symj^athy  and  help,  not  only  in  carrying  the  Gospel  to 
the  Indians,  but  in  securing  the  protection  of  our  Government  in  their 
behalf. 

Eev.   L.  P.  Davis,   of    Detroit  Conference,  brought  earnest  greetings 
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from  liis  miniKtorial  ])rot}iren.  Tie  spoke  especially  of  the  work  on  t})e 
frontier,  and  stated  that  hut  for  the  aid  afforded  by  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  many  of  the  preachers  on  his  own  District  must  have 
sufTered  greatly. 

Mrs.  Willing  responded!  in  a  few  earnest  and  appropriate  words  to  the 
addresses  from  fraternal  delegates.  Speaking  of  our  own  growth  in  love 
and  sympathy  througli  our  work  for  others,  and  recalling  the  old  story  of 
Christofcrus,  the  Christ-bearer,  she  showed  that  we  are  not  carrying 
the  Indians,  the  Mormons,  the  colored  people,  but  the  Lord  Christ  himself. 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  time  was  extended  to 
hear  reports  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer. 

Mrs.  Rust,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  her  annual  report,  a  most 
carefully  prepared  paper,  which  was  listened  to  with  deep  interest,  and 
was  adopted. 

"  One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus,"  was  then  sung,  and  Mrs.  Clark, 
Treasurer,  read  her  report  in  detail.  This  report  showed  a  gratifying 
increase,  and  gave  evidence  of  earnest  and  devoted  work  in  all  the 
diflFerent  departments.     On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mrs.  Mogg,  of  Central  New  York  Conference,  moved  that  Mrs.  M.  O. 
Hard,  of  "Wyoming  Conference,  be  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  that  Conference,  in  the  absence  of  that  officer. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Mather,  of  New  England  Southern  Conference,  moved  that  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Mansfield  take  the  place  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  New 
England  Conference.     Carried. 

It  was  also  moved  and  carried  that  Mrs.  Lodge,  of  South-east  In- 
diana Conference,  take  the  place  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  that 
Conference. 

Mrs.  Davis  gave  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
with  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  to  be  held  in  the  evening. 
It  w^as  afterward  moved  and  carried,  that  delegates  also  be  invited  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  meeting. 

Mrs.  Aldrich,  of  the  Michigan  Conference,  asked  that  Mrs.  Showman 
be  added  to  the  Finance  Committee,  which  w'as  granted. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  the  President  of  a  Conference  Society  take  the 
place  of  the  Secretary  in  the  absence  of  that  ofiicer.     Carried. 

Adjournment  was  moved  and  carried.  The  doxologj'  was  sung,  and  Dr. 
J.  M.  Buckley  pronounced  the  benediction.

At  eight  o'clock  a  brief  executive  session  was  held,  and  the  Committee 
on  the  Revision  of  By-laws  was  instructed  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  the  By-laws  printed  and  distributed  among  the  delegates  pending  the 
consideration  of  the  recommendations  made  by  this  Committee.  Adjourned. 
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TiiE  devotional  exercises  were  led  by  Mrs.  Goff,  and  after  a  half  hour 
spent  in  communion  with  the  Divine  Master,  "  Come,  thou  Fount  of  every 
blessing,"  was  sung,  and  the  entire  audience  joined  with  Mrs.  Hayes  in  re- 
peating the  Lord's-prayer. 

Mrs.  Davis  resumed  the  chair,  and  the  minutes  of  the  previous  session, 
read  by  Miss  Yan  Marter,  were  adopted,  when  corrected  to  include  Mrs. 
G.  E.  Strobridge,  of  New  York  Conference,  as  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust^  Mrs.  Meyer  was  recognized  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  added  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern 
States  was  deferred. 

Mrs.  Willing  submitted  the  *  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization, 
which  furnished  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past  two  years,  and  gave  proof  of  commendable  zeal  and  labor  on 
the  part  of  the  Secretary.  On  motion,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 
Mrs.  Rust  presented  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States, 
representing  the  diflferent  schools  and  Homes  under  the  management  of  the 
Society,  as  well  as  the  work  among  the  missionaries.  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields.  A 
discussion  upon  methods  of  work  followed,  bringing  out  many  important 
features  of  the  work. 

The  order  of  business  was  resumed,  and  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for 
East  Southern  States  was  called  for.  This  report  being  in  two  sections,  the 
first  one  was  read  by  Mrs.  Clark,  and  the  second  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  in  the 
absence  of  Mrs.  Whetstone,  the  Secretary,  who  is  detained  at  home  by  ill- 
ness. This  report  gave  a  comprehensive  and  historical  account  of  the  first 
Industrial  Home  built  by  the  Society,  and  noted  some  of  the  beneficial 
influences  resulting  from  the  work  in  the  Homes  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  and 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  on  motion  its  recommen- 
dations were  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Clark  followed  in  a  brief  statem^ent  with  reference  to  the  debt  of 
$400  on  Haven  Home,  and  asked  that  it  be  canceled.  In  a  few  moments 
this  sum  was  provided  for,  as  follows:  Mrs.  Culver  pledged  $100,  for  Erie 
Conference,  to  name  a  room  ;  Miss  Allen,  $100,  for  Cincinnati  Conference ; 
Mrs.  Goff,  $100,  for  Philadelphia  Conference ;  and  Mrs.  Royer  completed 
the  required  amount  by  personally  pledging  $100,  and  giving  the  credit  to 
Detroit  Conference.  By  request  of  Miss  C.  F.  Hedges,  the  doxology  was 
sung;  and,  on  motion,  a  telegram  was  ordered  sent  to  Mrs.  Whetstone  an- 
nouncing the  happy  result. 

*The  full  text  of  all  reports  read  at  this  meeting  will  be  found,  under  appropri- 
ate headings,  on  the  pages  next  succeeding  the  Minutes. 
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Mr.  George  W.  Clark,  one  of  the  early  Abolitionists,  in  a  few  earnest 
words,  expressed  his  gratitude  that  the  work  of  educating  and  Christianizing 
the  colored  people  of  the  South  is  falling  more  and  more  into  the  hands  of 
Christian  women. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  editor  of  the  Woman^s  Home  Missions,  gave  a  verVjal 
report  of  the  oflicial  organ  of  the  Society,  and,  while  modestly  refraining 
from  eulogizing  its  merits,  commended  it,  in  a  pleasing  manner,  to  the  jiat- 
ronage  of  all. 

Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson,  pubhsher  of  Woman's  Home  Missions,  followed 
with  a  carefully  jjrepared  business  report,  which  indicated  judicious  economy 
in  its  management,  and  imparted  the  gratifying  information  that  the  suVj- 
scription  list  numbers  eleven  thousand,  and  that  the  paper  has  a  balance  in 
the  treasury  to  its  credit  of  $12.19.     The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Davis  appointed  a  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  Mrs.  M.  T. 
Carey  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Berry,  of  Cincinnati,  to  wait  upon  the  audience  and 
receive  subscriptions  for  the  paper. 

Notices  were  then  read,  and,  on  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.  The 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Cooks.

The  meeting  was  opened  at  2  o'clock  with  singing  "  Jesus,  Lover  of  my 
soul,"  Mrs.  Royer  leading  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  'morning  session  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were 
adopted.

The  commodious  church  was  well  filled  on  the  occasion  of  the  Young 
People's  Meeting,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work.  Mr.  H.  T.  Roberts  led  the  singing,  and 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams  conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

Interesting  and  practical  addresses  of  five  minutes  each  were  delivered 
by  Miss  ]\Iartha  Van  JNIarter,  of  New  York  City,  assistant  editor  of  the 
Sunday-school  Advocate  ;  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  editor  of 
the  Illustrator,  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  of  Chicago,  111.  A  fine  tenor 
solo  was  sung  by  Mr.  C.  V.  Slocum. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Buckley,  editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  was  introduced, 
and  delivered  a  characteristic  address,  presenting  this  pertinent  question 
for  the  consideration  of  thoughtful  people  :  "  Who  are  to  come  after  us, 
and  what  are  they  going  to  do?"  He  protested  against  what  he  considered 
an  existing  evil  in  the  Church — aimless  Church  work ;  and  insisted  that 
the  activity  of  the  young  people  of  our  Church  should  be  encouraged  and 
directed  in  work  that  "  has  a  target  in  it,"  under  the  stimulus  of  two  suc- 
cessful maxims,  "  Plan  your  work,  and  Work  your  plan."  He  gave  his  hearty 
indorsement  to  the  work  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is 
inaugurating  among  the  young  people,  principally  because  it  is  in  the 
Church,  for  the  Church,  and  of  the  Church. 

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Buckley's  address,  Mr.  Horace  Hitchcock,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday-school  of  Central  Church,  made  a  brief  but  forcible 
address,  earnestly  urging  the  young  people  of  the  INIethodist  Churches  in 
Detroit  to  organized  and  united  efforts  for  Home  Missionary  work. 

During  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  a  collection  was  taken.  The  doxology 
was  sung,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Hildreth  pronounced  the  benediction. 


Devotional  exercises  were  opened  by  singing, 

"  One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus, 
One  less  of  life  for  me." 

Mrs.  Davis  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  minutes  of  the  Fourth  Session, 
as  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter,  were  adopted. 

Miss  C.  F.  Hedges  presented  the  subjoined  telegram  from  Mrs.  Whet- 
stone, in  reply  to  one  sent  her  announcing  the  provision  made  for  the  debt 
of  $400  on  Haven  Home :  "  Thanks.  As  cold  waters  to  a  thirsty  soul,  so 
is  good  news  from  a  far  country." 

Interesting  reports  of  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  presented  and 
accepted,  in  the  following  order:    Mrs.  H.  W.  Rogers,  for  Detroit  Confer- 
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ence ;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Greene,  for  Genesee  Conference;  Mrs.  H.  W.  Bennett, 
for  Illinois  Conference;  Mrs.  W.  J.  Aklrich,  for  Michigan  Conference,  and 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  for  Nebraska  Conference.  The  last  named  presented 
a  verbal  report. 

Mrs.  Davis  stated  that  Mrs.  Newman  had  been  God's  honored  agent  in 
securing  from  Congress  an  appropriation  of  .$40,000  for  an  Inter-denomina- 
tional Industrial  Home,  to  be  founded  in  Salt  Lake  City,  for  the  protection 
and  employment  of  Mormon  women  who  desire  to  renounce  Mormonism. 

Miss  Josephine  Cowgill  submitted  a  report  of  Louisiana  Conference, 
and  stirred  all  hearts  by  outlining  tlie  work  conducted  by  Mrs.  Hester 
Williams  and  other  District  Secretaries. 

By  invitation,  Mrs.  Hester  Williams  came  to  the  platfprm,  and  in 
words  of  touching  pathos  and  thrilling  eloquence,  portrayed  her  own  feel- 
ings, and  detailed  her  experiences  and  work  in  Baton  Rouge  District,  La. 
A  liberal  collection  was  taken  for  this  earnest  worker. 

Mrs.  Boswell,  of  New  Jersey,  presented  the  following,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  sacrifices  and  untir- 
ing labors  of  our  beloved  missionary,  Miss  Cowgill,  and  of  her  assistants, 
and  assure  them  of  our  warm  sympathy  and  earnest  prayers  amid  their 
arduous  toil  for  "  love  of  Christ,  and  in  his  name." 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson's  report  of  Troy  Conference,  indicated  the  effort 
and  enterprise  that  has  established  the  Kent  Industrial  Home  in  Greens- 
boro, N.  C.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  Mrs.  Aiken  read  part  of  a 
letter  from  Bishop  Walden,  -written  after  his  recent  visit  to  this  Home,  say- 
ing: "  It  is  the  best  of  the  buildings  you  have  for  Model  Homes.  I  doubt 
not  its  influence  for  good  will  be  felt  throughout  the  State,  as  Greensboro  is 
the  very  center  of  our  Church  work  among  the  colored  people.  Your  So- 
ciety is  providential,  I  am  sure,  and  I  pray  that  the  Head  of  the  Church 
ma)'',  through  his  Spirit,  guide  and  bless  your  meeting." 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow  submitted  a  report  of  the  young  but  promising 
Minnesota  Conference,  after  which  Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  following 
resolutions,  as  passed  by  that  Conference  and  signed  b)'  Mrs.  H.  A.  Hobart, 
whicli  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  ■ 

Resolved,  That  we  become  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  on  conditions: 

1st.  That  all  supplies  raised  by  our  Churches,  by  way  of  clothing 
and  groceries,  be  sent  to  the  needy  preachers  of  Minnesota  Conference. 

2d.  That  half  of  the  monej'  raised  be  likewise  applied  to  necessitous 
cases  among  the  preachers  and  their  families. 

3d.  That  a  list  of  needy  preachers  be  sent  by  the  presiding  elders  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

Mrs.  IMarcy  moved  that  the  order  be  suspended,  and  that  the  reports 
from  Bureaus  be  heard.     Carried. 

Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson,   Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons,  gave  a 
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resume  of  the  work  done  in  Utah  ;  ,and  set  forth  the  pressing  need  for  in- 
creased missionary  eflbrt.  On  motion,  this  report  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

jNIrs.  Thomson  spoke  carnestlj'  of  a  desire  on  her  part  that  a  young 
Englisli  girl,  recently  converted  in  Utah,  be  educated  at  the  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  University,  at  Delaware,  and  stated  that  two-thirds  of  the  expenses 
have  alreadj'  been  donated.  Mrs.  Hayes  indicated  lier  desire  to  furnish 
the  remaining  third,  but  it  was  stated  tliat  Mrs.  S.  G.  Smith,  of  Minnesota, 
had  already  become  personally  responsible  for  the  required  sum  of  $30. 

Rev.  P.  A.  H.  Franklin  was  then  introduced,  and  made  a  thrilling  ap- 
peal for  Utah.  Also,  Miss  Lindsay,  of  Fostoria,  0.,  was  introduced  as  a 
missionary  candidate,  and  spoke  briefly  of  her  wish  to  work  in  that 
Territory. 

As  the  clock  struck  twelve,  all  hearts  were  lifted  to  God  in  silent 
prayer  for  the  success  of  the  Society,  after  which  a  hymn  was  sung. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians,  submitted  a 
practical  report,  showing  the  work  accomplished  among  the  Pawnees,  and 
the  urgent  necessity  for  missionary  effort  among  all  other  tribes  of  Indians. 
This  report,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Marcy  followed  with  a  brief  verbal  report  on  Montana. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Middle  Southern  States, 
reported  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  her  department.  Her  recom- 
mendations of  special  interest  were  for  new  work  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  and 
in  Morristown,  Tenn.  The  time  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  discussion 
upon  this  report  was  deferred  until  Monday  afternoon,  and,  on  motion,  the 
recommendations  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission 
Fields. 

Mrs.  HoUister,  Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee  on  Pulpit  Supply, 
reported  that  the  Methodist  pastors  of  the  city  have  cordially  invited  ladies 
of  this  meeting  ^o  occupy  their  pulpits  on  Sunday,  and  in  compliance  with 
this  invitation  a  program  has  been  prepared  as  follows :

The  Board  of  Managers  met  in  Executive  Session  at  2  o'clock.  "  How 
sweet  the  name  of  Jesus  sounds  "  was  sung,  and  i^rayer  was  offered  by 
Mrs.  Hester  Williams. 

Mrs.  Davis  occupied  the  chair,  and  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  to 
be  the  consideration  of  the  By-laws  as  recommended  by  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  through  its  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws ;  but  as  the 
printed  slips  wez'e  not  ready,  action  thereon  was  deferred. 

Mrs.  Clark  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  Society  has  been  represented  in  most  of  the  unorgan- 
ized Conferences ;  and  the  organized  Conferences  have  been  more  thoroughly 
prei^ared  for  work  through  the  agency  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization,  so 
that  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  Willing,  considers  this  Bureau  no  longer  needed ; 
therefore, 

Jiesolved,  That  the  Bureau  of  Organization  be  abolished. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously 
extended  to  Mrs.  Willing  for  her  indefatigable  efforts,  which  have  been 
crowned  with  signal  success,  while  serving  the  Society  as  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau  of  Organization. 

Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  subjoined  By-laws,  embodying  the  action  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  with  reference  to  organizers,  which  were 
adopted : 

Organizers  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasury  for  their  traveling 
expenses  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  when  the  Confer- 
ence Contingent  Fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expense. 

Their  accounts  shall  be  audited  each  month  by  the  General  Executive 
Board,  except  when  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  pays  the  expense. 
In  that  case  the  Conference  Society  shall  audit  those  bills. 

Organizers  shall  be  recommended  by  their  Conference  Boards  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  for  appointment. 

The  Conference  Societies  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  direction 
and  control  of  their  respective  organizers. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  meet  in  Executive  Session  Monday 
morning  at  9  o'clock,  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  By-laws.  Ad- 
journed. 
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Children's    NIeeting. 

At  3.45,  a  beautiful  song  service,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Emma  Thomas 
and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Abrahams,  opened  the  Children's  Meeting,  and  Mrs.  W. 
M.  Jordan,  whose  skillful  management  had  secured  a  large  and  enthusi- 
astic representation  from  all  the  Sabbath-schools,  read  an  appropriate 
Scripture  lesson.     Mrs.  Studley  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  Hayes  presided,  and  was  particularly  happy  in  a  brief  address  to 
the  children. 

"  Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters  "  was  recited  by  Miss  Unia  Auble. 

Mrs.  Hester  Williams,  the  colored  delegate  from  Louisiana,  who  was  once 
a  slave,  and  at  the  age  of  fifty  began  to  learn  her  ABC,  said  that  for  the 
first  time  in  her  life  she  now  saw  an  entire  audience  of  white  children, 
and  with  this  as  a  text,  she  eloquently  reviewed  her  life  history  as  a  slave 
and  freed-woman. 

Miss  Martha  Van  Marter  and  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  towards  making  this  occasion  memorable  for  entertainment 
and  instruction,  by  their  earnest  addresses,  full  of  information  and  prac- 
tical suggestions. 

At  the  close  of  this  meeting,  planned  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work,  a  bouquet  of  lovely  flowers 
was  presented  to  Mrs.  Hayes  by  the  children. 


A  EECEPTioN  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jas.  Burns  and  the  Young  Ladies' 
Foreign.  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  in  the  Sunday-school  room, 
daily  used  during  the  meeting  as  a  refreshment- room,  which  was  artis- 
tically arranged  for  the  occasion  with  pictures,  suspended  baskets  of  flowers, 
and  cages  of  singing-birds.  The  platform  was  decorated  with  tropical 
plants,  and  from  the  recess  of  another  room  floated  sweet  strains  of  music. 
Bouquets  of  choice  flowers  were  presented  the  General  Officers  of  the 
Society,  and  the  occasion  was  one  of  great  enjoyment  to  all. 


The  auditorium  was  crowded  on  the  occasion  of  the  Anniversary  of 
the  Society.  The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Studley, 
and  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes  presided. 

Mrs.  E.  S.  Rust,  having  presented  her  report  as  Corresponding  Secre- 
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tary  in  full  at  a  previous  meeting,  gave  on  this  occasion  a  general  view  of 
the  work  of  the  Society,  and  the  encouraging  results  that  have  heen  se- 
cured since  its  organization.  Suggestions  were  offered  for  the  vigorous 
prosecution  of  tlie  work  in  local  or  city  evangelization,  for  the  special 
training  of  our  missionaries,  and  for  the  best  methods  of  enlisting  helpful 
sympathy  in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions. 

She  called  attention  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  "  to  arrange  with  the  Conference 
Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Conference  Society,"  and 
illustrated  in  a  graceful  manner  the  work  that  the  various  members  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  have  performed  during  the  past  year. 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  delivered  an  address,  which  was  listened  to  with 
interest,  the  substance  of  which  is  as  follows : 

Home-making  is  the  special  work  of  our  Society.  No  service  can  be 
more  important.  All  people  are,  and  will  be  forever,  what  their  homes 
make  them.  The  home  is  the  work-shop  where  is  wrought  out  the  char- 
acter and  destiny  of  the  individual,  the  nation,  the  civilization,  the  race. 

The  Christian  home  gives  woman  permanent  domestic  life.  Alaskan 
women  are  as  degradingly  married  as  are  the  women  of  India  and  China. 
Romanists  regard  marriage  a  sacrament;  yet  in  our  Spanish- American  ter- 
ritories, the  mass  of  the  people,  to  escape  priestly  extortions,  live 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Church  upon  their  domestic  life,  and  any 
little  civil  or  political  disturbance  may  scatter  a  family  to  the  four  winds. 
Mormonism  is  an  organized,  systemized  attack  on  the  permanence  and 
purity  of  the  home. 

Freed-women  a  score  of  years  ago  were  under  the  irresponsible  will 
of  their  masters.  They  could  not  be  legally  married  even  to  men  of  their 
own  race.  Even  now  the  laws  are  against  the  intermarriage  of  blacks  and 
whites,  and  yet  the  land  is  full  of  people  of  mixed  blood.  With  all  this, 
and  the  multitudes  of  outcast  men  and  women  in  our  great  cities,  the 
permanent  Christian  home  is  seriously  endangered  in  this  free,  new 
America,  and  every  woman  needs  to  give  her  best  thought  to  remedy  the 
evil.  The  Christian  home  teaches  economy.  The  Indian  wigwam  is 
comfortless  for  lack  of  it.  The  huts  of  thousands  of  the  freed-people  are 
without  floors  or  windows.  It  gives  habits  of  industry.  It  teaches  them 
to  respect  themselves.  Mormon  women  are  said  to  have  no  souls.  Their 
husbands  may  kill  them  when  they  please.  The  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
American  heathen  women  hear  never  a  word  to  give  them  self-respect. 

We  must  purify  these  homes  in  self-defense.  It  is  only  a  question  of 
time  when  the  gangrene  of  the  little  finger  will  reach  the  heart.  The 
anguish  of  the  Mormon  girl  who  is  forced  into  the  harem  of  a  man  whose 
presence  is  loathed,  sends  a  taint  of  degradation  into  every  American 
home.  One  breath  from  the  dying  room  of  a  pauper's  child  may  bear  the 
germs  of  deadly  disease  to  our  own  sheltered  darlings.  The  moral  con- 
tagion in  the  air  destroys  our  sense  of  purity. 
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"  Close  as  sin  and  suffering  joined, 
Wo  march  to  fate," 

beside  these  American  heathen.  They  vote  upon  the  laws  tliat  govern 
us.  Our  knowledge  of  their  wrongs  and  our  ability  to  help  them  put  us 
under  obligation  to  give  them  aid. 

How  shall  we  do  our  work  ?  Intelligently.  We  must  study  its  need 
with  perfect  charity,  tirelessly,  and  "  for  love  of  Christ,  and  in  his  name." 

Mrs.  Angle  F.  Newman  followed '  with  an  address  on  the  Mormon 
question.  She  said  that  the  Mormons  were  propagating  their  doctrines  all 
over  the  world  by  missionary  work.  In  this  country  they  had  thirty  con- 
ferences. She  stated  that  25,000  people  were  living  in  polygamy,  and  that 
there  are  born  annually  of  Mormon  parents  10,000  cliildren.  She  de- 
scribed the  marriages  of  the  Mormons,  where  mothers,  daughters,  and 
grandmothers  were  frequently  made  the  wives  of  one  man,  and  urged  with 
thrilling  eloquence  the  necessity  for  Christian  women  to  protest  against 
this  state  of  affairs  wholly  at  variance  with  the  purity  of  the  Gospel. 

The  assembly  was  then  dismissed  with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Studley. 


Thb  Executive  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  commenced  at  9 
o'clock,  after  a  half-hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises.  Mrs.  Davis  pre- 
sided.   The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  W.  H.  Knox,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  New  Hampshire  Con- 
ference, was  introduced  and  seated. 

The  consideration  of  the  By-laws  was  resumed.  It  was  voted  that 
Nos.  1  and  2  be  unchanged,  and  that  No.  3  stand  as  amended  at  the  oi3en- 
ing  session.    No.  4  was  adopted. 

Under  the  head  of  Bureaus,  Section  II,  No.  1  was  adopted. 

In  No.  2,  the  General  Board  of  Managers  was  substituted  for  "  annual 
meeting,''  and  the  words  and  supervised  substituted  for  "  or." 

Pending  the  consideration  of  No.  3,  Mrs.  Eust  introduced  the  follow- 
ing substitute : 

Each  mission  shall  be  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  ladies  nominated  by  tlie  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General  Board 
of  Managers.  These  committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  substitute  was  adopted. 
The  following  was  also  introduced  by  Mrs.  Rust,  and  adopted: 

Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  work,  shall  consist  of  its 
Secretary  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  its  territory. 
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An  additional  By-law  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Ra.st,  as  follows: 

The  duty  of  the  Stcrotary  of  the  Bureau  shall  l;e  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  manafrement  of  the  work,  secure  that  it  conforms 
to  the  rules  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers  for  mission  work,  and 
give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  or  oftener  .to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Mrs.  "Williams  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "that  it  conforms,"  and 
substitute  therefor  conformity,  and  to  introduce  the  word  General  before 
Board  of  Managers.    The  By-law  was  then  adopted  as  amended. 

No.  4  was,  on  motion,  adopted  as  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  By-laws. 

Nos.  5,  6,  and  7  were  left  unchanged. 

On  motion,  No.  8  was  adopted  as  follows : 

The  Bureau  for  Texas  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more 
ladies. 

As  fast  as  work  develops  in  other  Southern  States,  they  shall  be  placed 
in  appropriate  Bureaus. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  strike  out  the  words  "  the  Chinese  "  in 
No.  11. 

Nos.  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  and  17  were  unchanged. 

No.  18  w'as  amended  to  include  the  word  Missionary  after  the  word 
"  Local." 

No.  19,  relating  to  Bureau  for  Young  Peoj^le's  Work,  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  No.  20,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee: 

Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  elected  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers. 

An  animated  discussion  followed,  and,  pending  action,  the  meeting 
adjourned  for  luncheon.  Previous  to  this  the  business  was  suspended, 
and  all  joined  in  singing,  "  I  need  Thee  every  hour,"  and  at  the  stroke  of 
12  M.,  heads  were  bowed  in  silent  prayer  for  a  few  moments,  and  then 
Mrs.  John  Davis  led  in  a  tender  vocal  petition. 


A  BRIEF  Executive  Session  was  held,  and  the  substitute  under  consid- 
eration at  the  time  of  adjournment  was  withdrawn  by  Mrs.  Rust,  and  on 
motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  No.  20  was  adopted. 

B}'  special  request,  Mrs.  Meyer  was  granted  permission  to  present  the 
following  resolutions  in  the  interests  of  the  Training-school,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields : 

Resolved,  1.  That  an  appropriation  of  §400  be  made  for  two  young 
ladies  as  beneficiaries  in  the  Training-school  at  Chicago. 

2.  That  this  appropriation  be  itemized  as  follows  for  each  beneficiary  : 
Board,  f  100  ;  railroad  fare,  $60 ;  incidentals,  §40. 
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The  consideration  of  the  By-laws  was  continued,  and  after  some 
general  discussion  it  was  decided  that  No.  21,  as  recommended,  was  pro- 
vided for,  in  No.  4  of  the  substitutes  proposed  by  Mrs.  Rust,  and  pre- 
viously adopted. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  AVilliams  proposed  a  By-law,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies  Local  Missionary  Work,  and 
of  Young  People's  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their  Bureaus, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  No.  22,  relating  t6  an  Office  Secretary,  was 
stricken  out. 

Adjourned  to  meet  Tuesday  at  9  A.M. 


The  meeting  commenced  at  2.15,  with  Mrs.  Davis  in  the  chair.  "  Come, 
thou  Fount  of  every  blessing,"  was  sung,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs. 
Springer. 

The  minutes  of  Saturday  morning's  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Ingham, 
were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Aiken,  representing  the  Bureau  of  Middle  Southern  States,  pro- 
posed a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Jas.  Kent,  of  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  for 
her  timely  and  generous  gift  of  $1,000  to  the  Home  at  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
which  was  heartily  accorded. 

Mrs.  Aiken  then  moved  that  in  consideration  of  the  untiring  services 
of  Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson,  of  Troy  Conference,  by  means  of  which  this  new 
Home  has  been  carried  forward  to  its  completion,  she  be  made  a  Life 
Patron  of  the  Society.    Motion  prevailed. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work  was  submitted  by 
its  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  and  adopted.  This  report  indicated 
the  progress  of  local  missionary  work  among  the  Hungarians  near  Pitts- 
burg, the  Bohemians  in  Chicago,  and  the  neglected  people  in  various  parts  of 
the  country.  Recommendations  were  made  for  the  organization  of  local 
work  under  the  auspices  of  this  Bureau,  and  a  financial  plan  suggested. 
Mrs.  Williams  was  authorized  to  prepare  leaflets  on  Local  Work. 

A  ten  minutes'  discussion  followed,  in  w-hich  much  interest  in  this 
phase  of  our  work  was  developed,  and  valuable  suggestions  were  made 
looking  toward  a  unification  of  Societies  in  Churches. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work  was  presented  by  the 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Ingham.  Since  the  Bureau  was  formed  in  January  of  this 
year,  seventy  Bands  and  Circles  have  been  reported  through  our  j^aper, 
and  a  still  larger  number  have  been  formed. 

Upper  Iowa  Conference  reported  in  detail  through  its  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Springer. 
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A  vocal  solo,  "The  Resurrection,"  was  very  sweetly  rendered  by  Miss 
Fowler,  of  Detroit. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  with  tlie 
benediction  by  Rev.  Dr.  Studley.

A  MASS-MEETING  was  held  in  the  auditorium,  presided  over  by  Mrs- 
Hayes. 

After  devotional  exercises,  in  charge  of  Rev.  C.  B.  Spencer,  an  able 
paper  on  Local  Missionary  Work,  prepared  and  read  by  Mrs.  W.  G.  Will- 
iams, awakened  great  interest  and  enthusiasm.  (The  reader  is  referred  to 
the  November  and  December  numbers  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  for  the 
paper  in  its  entirety.) 

Brief  and  pointed  addresses  were  made  by  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  Mrs. 
E.  E.  Marcy,  Miss  I.  Cowgill,  and  Mrs.  Hester  Williams. 


The  meeting  convened  at  8.30  o'clock,  and,  after  a  half-hour  spent  in 
devotional  exercises  led  by  Mrs.  Springer,  an  Executive  Session  was  held, 
with  Mrs.  Davis  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  Monday  morning  and  after- 
noon sessions  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  By-laws  was  then  resumed,  beginning  with 
Art.  Ill  on  Finance.     On  motion,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  9  were  adopted. 

On  motion,  No.  8  was  amended  by  substituting  is  requested  to  for 
"  shall."     The  second  division  of  this  By-law  was  stricken  out. 

Article  IV  was  adopted,  with  the  subjoined  amendments:  No.  1  to 
conclude  with  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau;  No.  5  to  read,  the  object  of 
all  effort,  instead  of  "  our  work  ;"  the  word  "all "  to  be  omitted  before  "  our 
instructors;"  work  to  be  substituted  for  "labor,"  and  "Christian"  to  be 
omitted  in  the  last  line.     No.  8  was  stricken  out. 

Article  V  was  adopted  with  the  omission  of  "with  the  advice  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,"  in  No.  1. 

On  motion,  Article  VI  was  adopted  without  change. 

Article  VII,  on  Young  People's  Work,  was  discussed,  and  referred  for 
revision  to  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Ingham,  Miss  Van 
Marter,  and  Mrs.  Aiken.  The  report  of  this  committee  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

Young  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be  organized  into  Mis- 
sion Circles  under  the  general  rules  governing  Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  with  a 
membership  fee  of  not  less   than  fifty  cents  per  annum.     They  may  be 
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under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  Bonie  adult  lady,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  choose  some  special  name. 

Young  persons  under  sixteen  may  be  organized  into  Juvenile  Bands, 
under  the  Constitution  already  provided. 

Cliildren  under  six  yeais  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  Mother's  Jewels, 
on  tlie  payment  of  ten  cents  a  year. 

Article  VIII  was  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  Du£  notice  of  the  change 
proposed  having  been  published  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missions. 

The  By-laws  of  the  General  Executive  Board  were  left  unchanged  after 
striking  out  "  union  of  societies." 

The  By-laws  for  Conference  Societies  were  adopted,  with  the  following 
amendments : 

The  word  society  to  be  introduced  after  "  auxiliary,"  in  No.  8;  the  word 
each  to  be  placed  before  "  District  Vice-President,"  in  the  first  line  of  No. 
9 ;  the  words  "  and  Treasurer,"  to  be  omitted  in  No.  10 ;  if  practicable  to 
conclude  No.  12,  and  the  word  Conference  to  be  inserted  before  "Executive 
Board"  in  No.  19. 

Mrs.  Marcy  presented  the  subjoined  By-law  for  Conference  Societies, 
which  was  adopted : 

Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  Meetings,  and  has 
its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliaries  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its  or- 
ganizers, provided  that  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution. 

On  motion,  the  time  was  extended  to  consider  the  Constitution  for 
District  Associations,  which  was  adopted,  with  the  following  amendments : 

In  Article  I  insert •  District  Association;  in   Article  III,  after  the 

words  "  on  the,"  introduce District  Association  ;  in  Article  IV  sub- 
stitute every  for  "each;"  in  Article  VI.  read  may  for  "shall"  after  the 
first  word. 

The  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries  were  adopted  as  recom- 
mended. 

On  motion,  Section  2  of  Article  V,  under  Constitution  for  Juvenile 
Societies,  was  amended  by  omitting  the  following:  "Fairs,  give  concerts,  or 
other,"  before  the  word  "entertainments." 

Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  subjoined  resolution,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields : 

Resolved,  That  we  appropriate  the  Mother's  Jewels  fund  to  the  build- 
ing of  an  industrial  Home  and  School  for  white  girls  in  the  South,  the  loca- 
tion to  be  selected  hereafter. 

The  following  resolution,  ofiered  by  Mrs.  Clark,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields : 

Resolved,  That  we  appropriate  from  the  General  Treasury  to  Woman's 
Home  Missions  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  aggregate  of  Mother's 
Jewels  fund. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  by  the  provisions  of  the 
new  By-law,  adopted  yesterday,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  the  members 
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of  tlie  Bureaus,  tliese  offices  are  now  vacant,  and  can  not  be  filled  until  the 
Conference  Societies  specially  interested  can  be  called  together  to  nominate 
the  committees,  and  they  are  appointed  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers. 
Hence  the  Bureaus  are  now  inoperative,  and  must  remain  so  for  some 
time  to  come,  unless  some  special  provision  is  made.  To  remedy  this  diffi- 
culty in  part,  and  to  provide  that  there  be  no  interruption  in  the  work  of 
the  Bureaus,  she  ofTered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Eesolved,  That  the  Bureaus  be  permitted  to  act  under  By-law  No.  21, 
page  125  of  Fourth  Annual  Keport,  until  such  time  as  it  becomes  possible 
to  constitute  the  Bureaus  under  the  new  By-law  No.  3,  recently  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  then  gtated  that,  by  typographical  error,  the  By-law  adopted 
had  been  made  to  read  on  printed  slip,  "  General  Board  of  3Ianagers,"  in- 
stead of  General  Executive  Board.  This  explanation  was  accepted  by  com- 
mon consent. 

The  following  resolution,  presented  by  Mrs.  Marcy  was  adopted : 

Eesolved,  That  the  General  Board  of  ]\Ianagers  nominate  and  appoint 
two  ladies  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Training-school,  to  repre- 
sent the  interests  of  that  institution  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hobbs  were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Meyer  was  made  ex-officio  member  of  the 
same  committee. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  said  that,  as  many  changes  had  been  made  in  the  By-laws 
and  new"  ones  had  been  adopted,  the  order  of  arrangement  as  well  as  the 
grammatical  construction  had  been  more  or  less  affected ;  she,  therefore, 
moved  that  Mrs.  "Williams  and  Mrs.  Aiken  be  appointed  a  committee  to  ad- 
just the  order  of  arrangement,  and  to  make  such  revisions  in  the  construc- 
tion and  phrasing  of  the  By-laws  as  maybe  necessary  to  secure  grammatical 
correctness  before  they  are  published.  The  motion  was  amended  by  adding 
Mrs.  Hoyt  to  the  committee,  and  was  then  adopted. 

The  By-laws  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Adjourned. 


The  public  session  opened  about  10  o'clock  with  devotional  exercises, 
conducted  by  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow.  Mrs.  Hayes  occupied  the  chair. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  session,  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter,  were 
adopted. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  full  of  interest,  were 
presented  and  accepted  as  follows:  Mrs.  Bickley,  for  Philadelphia;  Mrs. 
Carr,  for  East  Ohio  ;    Miss  Newhall,  for  New  England ;    Mrs.  Stanley,  for 
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Oliio;    Mrs.    Mansfield,  by  Miss  Newliall,  for  New   England;    and   Mrs. 
Tapper,  by  Miss  Ward,  for  Wyoming. 

Mrs.  Knox  and  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman  were  introduced  as  representatives 
of  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  Mrs.  Knox  spoke 
briefly  of  the  work  of  this  grand  organization,  and  brought  cordial  greet- 
ings. Mrs.  Newman,  in  a  few  impressive  words,  spoke  of  resolutions 
adopted  by  that  body  bearing  upon  the  Mormon  question,  and  presented 
the  following  resolution  for  consideration  by  this  meeting: 

Resolved,  That  as  an  organization,  we  co-operate  with  the  National 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  and  the  various  missionary  organ- 
izations of  the  evangelical  Churches,  in  petitioning  Congress  at  its  next  ses- 
sion for  the  passage  of  the  Edmunds  bill,  now  standing  in  the  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Tiie  resolution  was  adopted  without  discussion,  and  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks  oflered  to  these  ladies  bringing  greetings. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  appeals  from  the  West  German,  Oregon,  Ala- 
bama, and  Southern  California  Conferences,  asking  identification  with  the 
Society.     These  were  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  allow  Mrs.  Willing  to  present  her 
report  on  Missionary  Candidates.  She  reported  thirty  persons  as  having 
applied  during  the  year,  and  gave  the  names  of  persons  who  have  passed 
the  Committee.     The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Doud  read  a  paper  of  great  interest  on  Missionary  Reading  Cir- 
cle, presenting  a  plan  looking  toward  the  perpetuity  of  societies  by  means 
of  a  National  Missionary  Reading  Circle,  founded  upon  the  plan  of  the 
Chautauqua  Circles. 

Mrs.  Springer  moved  that  this  plan  be  printed  and  adopted  as  one  of 
our  plans  of  work. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  as  an  amendment  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  upon  this  plan  and  adapt  it  to  the  work  of  our  Society. 
Carried.  Mrs.  Doud,  Mrs.  AVilliams,  and  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  named^as  such 
a  committee. 

Mrs.  Spencer  moved  that  the  perfected  plan  be  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board.     Carried. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  all  heads  were  bowed  for  a  few  moments 
in  earnest  prayer. 

A  request  that  Mrs.  Rosamond,  of  Louisiana  Conference,  prostrated 
by  sudden  and  severe  illness,  be  remembered  in  prayer  by  the  meeting 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  Davis. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs.  Mor- 
row, and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Marcy  spoke  briefly  of  the  Nickel  Fund  books ;  announcements 
were  made,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  to  re-assemble  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 
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The  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  Horton,  Presiding  Elder 
of  Port  Huron  District,  who,  at  tlie  conclusion  of  the  devotional  exercises, 
spoke  of  the  great  good  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  liad 
done  in  his  District  in  assisting  ministers  and  their  families. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  adopted- 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska,  Mrs.  L.  H.  Daggett,  Secretary, 
was  read  by  Mrs.  G.  E.  Strobridge,  accepted,  and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona, submitted  a  report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Beneficiaries,  presented  the 
report.  Mrs.  Culver  moved  its  adoption  and  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Springer  presented  the  report  from  North-west  Iowa  Conference, 
which  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields : 

Whereas,  The  cities  of  Newark  and  Jersey  City  are  in  great  need  of 
help  in  the  department  of  Local  Missionary  work ;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a  marked  revival  of  interest  in  City  Missions 
among  our  ministers  and  prominent  laymen  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $500,  on  condition  that 
it  be  raised  within  the  Newark  Conference,  for  the  support  of  Mrs.  Carrie 
Clark  and  the  work  she  may  develop,  if  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Candidates  shall  consider  her  a  suitable  person  for  appointment  by 
the  General  Executive  Board. 

The  Recording  Secretary  stated  that  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mrs. 
Ampt,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Mite-boxes,  no  report  had  been  re- 
ceived; but  that  the  General  Executive  Board  recommends  that  Mite- 
boxes  be  distributed  gratuitously  in  the  future.  Mrs.  Doud,  Mrs.  Culver, 
and  Mrs.  Bickley  spoke  in  favor  of  this  measure,  and  the  recommendation 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mrs.  Aiken  then  called  the  roll  of  the  Conferences  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain if  any  reports  of  Corresponding  Secretaries  had  been  omitted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Intelligence,  Mrs. 
Thomson,  referred  her  report  without  reading. 

The  Journalistic  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ingham,  also  referred  her  report  with- 
out reading. 

A  vocal  solo,  "The  flower  may  hide  its  lovely  face,"  was  acceptably 
sung  by  Mrs.  Emma  Thomas. 

Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  Thomson  were  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  pass 
through  the  audience  and  receive  such  donations  for  the  cause  of  Home 
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Missions  as  the  ladies  might  feel  inclined  to  ofFer.  The  Cass  Avenue 
Church  pledged  a  scholarship  in  Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School,  to 
be  called  the  Jennie  Poole  Scholarship. 

Some  earnest  closing  remarks  were  made  by  Mrs.  Davis.  "  One  more 
day's  work  for  Jesus"  was  sung,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Studley. 

Adjourned,  to  re-assemble  for  the  closing  session  at  7.30  in  the  even- 
ing, Dr.  Studley  pronouncing  the  benediction.

The  closing  session  was  opened  with  singing  "  0  for  a  thousand 
tongues  to  sing,"  and  prayer,  offered  by  Mrs.  S.  F.  Warren,  of  Detroit. 

The  minutes,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rogers,  the  name  of  Mrs.  Edward  Smith  was  in- 
corporated in  number  seven  of  the  resolutions  adopted. 

Mrs.  Newman  addressed  the  audience  on  the  condition  of  Mormon 
women,  and  during  the  course  of  lier  remarks  said,  in  substance,  that  the 
large  United  States  flag  presented  three  years  ago  by  the  Trinity  Auxiliary 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Banner 
Festival  in  Cincinnati,  to  float  over  our  Home  and  Boarding  Hall,  at  Salt 
Lake  Seminary,  was  tattered  and  torn,  and  that  she  had  promised  the 
faithful  few  in  Utah  that  this  banner  should  be  replaced. 

Mrs.  Davis  then  eloquently  appealed  to  the  audience  for  one-dollar 
subscriptions  to  purchase  a  new  bunting,  and  while  the  organ  pealed  forth 
"The  Star-spangled  Banner"  in  inspiring  strains,  the  following  ladies 
pledged  one  dollar  each  :

Hammersley,  Gray. 

The  sum  of  $33  was  thus  secured,  and  Mrs.  Ingham  stated  that  the 
young  people  of  Cleveland  would  be  responsible  for  any  additional  ex- 
pense involved  in  securing  a  flag  and  sending  it  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Miss  Van  Marter  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nation, which  was  received.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Spencer,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  entire  list  of  officers,  and  the  elec- 
tion was  declared  by  Mrs.  Aiken.     (See  pages  2,  3,  4.) 

Mrs.  Springer's  request  that  Mrs.  Hayes  make  a  speech,  was  briefly 
and  happily  granted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  pre- 
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sented  by  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams;  $75,000  were  appropriated;  of  this,  $23,- 
420  were  conditional. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  and  Leaflets  was  presented 
by  its  Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  S.  lloyt,  which  gave  a  detailed  statement  of  tlie 
l)ublications  for  the  year,  including  the  Annual  Report  and  the  Leaflets. 
In  this  Mrs.  Hoyt  stated  that,  by  special  request  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  she  had  taken  charge  of  the  publication  of  Leaflets  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year,  but  slie  should  be  unable  to  do  this  for  the  coming  year,  and, 
therefore,  resigned  her  office  as  Chairman  of  the  Leaflet  Committee.  In 
concluding  her  report,  she  declined  to  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  as 
editor  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  asked  the  privilege  of  naming  her  successor. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  moved  that  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken  be  ajjpointed  editor  of  the 
Fifth  Annual  Report.    The  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  said  that  the  cost  of  publishing  so  much  of  the  official  matter 
in  pamphlet  form  is  large,  and  must  increase  each  year  as  the  work  advances. 
To  save  expense  it  has  been  suggested  that  more  of  the  matter  be  puh)lished 
in  the  paper — Home  Missioiis — and  less  in  the  pamjihlet ;  and  the  General 
Executive  Board,  by  formal  action,  has  recommended  that  the  December 
number  of  Home  ifissions  be  made  the  official  organ  for  the  publication  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  She  also  presented  a  plan  for  a  fur- 
ther division  of  the  matter  between  the  pamphlet  and  the  i^aper,  by  which 
tiie  pamphlet  would  be  reduced  to  about  half  the  size  of  last  year. 

The  ladies  expressed  their  views  freely  on  the  subject,  and  while  a 
variety  of  opinions  was  made  known,  the  fact  seemed  to  be  generally  ad- 
mitted that  the  Annual  Report  in  its  full  and  compact  form,  as  hitherto 
published,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  workers.  Mrs.  Springer  said  she 
felt  assured  that  the  amount  of  money  spent  in  publishing  the  Leaflets 
and  the  Annual  Report  was  a  most  judicious  expenditure,  both  for  the 
workers  and  for  the  cause. 

During  the  discussion  the  query  arose  whether  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting  shall  be  published  in  the  paper ;  but  it  was  decided  not  best  to 
incur  the  expense  of  publishing  the  same  matter  twice. 

Mrs.  Royers's  motion  that  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  be  sold  at  the  rate 
of  ten  cents  per  copy  was  lost. 

It  was  then  moved  and  carried  that  the  Annual  Report  shall,  as  here- 
tofore, contain  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting,  the  official  reports,  and 
such  other  information  as  is  needed  for  reference. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Marcy  was  made  Chairman  of  the 
Leaflet  Committee.    It  was  decided  that  no  new  leaflets  be  issued  at  present. 

At  this  late  hour  the  fact  was  made  known  that  no  Committee  on 
Place  of  Meeting  had  been  appointed,  hence  no  report.  With  a  prompt- 
ness of  action,  equaled  only  by  the  hospitality  extended,  Mrs.  Charles 
Eighmey  invited  the  Board  of  Managers  to  hold  its  Sixth  Annual  Session 
in  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  invitation  was  received  with  thanks, 
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and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Annual  Meetiiifr,  provided  for 
in  B}'-la\v  No.  1,  Sec,  I. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society  was,  on  motion,  requested 
to  forward  the  appropriations  to  the  Missionary  Society  in  New  York  City. 

On  motion  of  ]\Irs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Lodge,  of  53  North  Arsenal 
Avenue,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Sup- 
plies, Mrs.  Whetstone,  long  so  faithful  and  efficient,  having  declined  a 
re-election. 

Rev.  Dr.  Studley  offered  the  closing  prayer,  and  on  the  suggestion  of 
Mrs.  Davis,  hands  were  clasped,  and  voices  united  in  singing  "  Blest  be  the 
tie  that  binds,"  and  the  Fifth  Annual  ]Meeting  stood  adjourned  sine  die. 

We  deem  it  a  pleasant  duty  to  make  mention  of  the  admirable  local, 
arrangements  for  the  meeting.  The  postal  facilities,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  Eva  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Emma  Moore,  deserve  special  recog- 
nition. No  pains  had  been  spared  by  the  Methodist  ladies  of  Detroit  in 
providing  for  the  welfare  of  tlueir  guests,  and  their  hospitalities  were 
abundant.  A  bountiful  lunch,  under  the  general  supervision  of  Mrs.  .John 
Crebben,  was  served  each  day  of  the  session  by  ladies  of  the  various 
Churches  from  tables  beautiful  with  fruit  and  flowers.  We  are  indebted 
to  Mrs.  D.  W.  Hollister  for  a  list  of  the  Churches  that  provided  the 
lunches,  and  the  chairmen  of  their  respective  lunch  committees:

,HE  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety respectfully  submits  her  Fifth  Annual  Report.  The  Society 
has  received,  during  tiie  past  year,  hearty  sympathy  and  generous 
aid.  The  character  of  our  organization  is  more  fully  recognized,  better 
appreciated,  and  its  work  has  been  crowned  with  encouraging  success. 

It  is  only  five  years  since  the  first  invitation  was  issued,  calling  to- 
gether the  Board  of  Managers.  Ten  Conferences  were  represented  at  that 
meeting  by  delegates,  and  twice  as  many  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  bj' 
contributions  of  money,  which  showed  the  receipts  to  be  $8,000. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  this  delegated  body  of  representative  women 
had  met  in  counsel,  and  as  the  little  band  looked  into  each  others'  faces, 
and  upon  the  fields  of  usefulness  opening  before  them,  the  responsibility 
appeared  almost  overwhelming,  and  they  realized,  as  never  before,  that  it 
was  only  as  they  depended  upon  divine  strength  and  infinite  wisdom  that 
they  could  expect  success. 

The  enterprise  involved  the  organization  of  the  latent  powers  of  the 
Church,  and  the  combination  of  these  forces  into  efficient  agencies  so  as 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  field  presenting  varied  and  perplexing  problems. 

At  this  our  Fifth  Annual  Meeting,  we  are  able  to  report  fifty-five  Con- 
ference organizations,  conducting  promising  missionary  work  in  needy 
portions  of  our  country,  -which  thus  early  in  their  history  are  producing 
valuable  and  far-reaching  results. 

DIVISION   OK  WORK. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  Board  of  Managers  "  shall  arrange 
wdth  the  Conference  Societies  the  work  to  be  undertaken  b)'  each  Confer- 
ence." This  secures  to  those  who  raise  the  money  for  the  support  of  a 
mission,  the  privilege  of  supervising  its  work.  This  arrangement  divides 
the  labor,  distributes  the  responsibility  throughout  the  Conferences  as 
rapidly  as  they  will  undertake  it,  and  secures  the  co-operation  of  the  most 
capable  women  of  the  Church  in  its  management. 

The  territory  has  been  divided  for  convenience  into  sections,  and 
placed  in  the  care  of  committees  called  Bureaus,  with  a  Secretary  for  each, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  co-operate  with  the  special  Conference  Committees  in 
charge  of  the  missions  included  in  the  territory  of  the  Bureau,  commuui- 
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cate  their  reports  to  the  Executive  Board  quarterly  or  oftener,  and  arrange 
with  the  Board  the  business  of  the  department. 

This  division  was  inaugurated  a  year  ago  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  but 
time  is  needed  to  form  efficient  committees  to  represent  the  Conferences 
and  complete  the  distribution  of  duty.  The  wisdom  of  this  provision  of 
the  Constitution,  we  are  assured,  will  become  more  apparent  as  our  work 
increases  in  magnitude  and  importance. 

THE   FIELD. 

Reports  will  be  presented  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  different  Bureaus, 
which  will  include  the  details  necessary  to  insure  a  good  understanding  of 
the  work  of  each,  so  that  in  this  paper  we  shall  only  present  the  needs  of 
localities  not  included  in  the  Bureaus,  general  features  of  the  work,  and 
suggestions  for  its  successful  prosecution. 

It  has  been  deemed  impracticable  to  commence  work  this  year  in  the 
territories  assigned  to  certain  departments  to  which  appropriations  were 
made  a  year  ago. 

Alaska. — The  great  distance  and  the  peculiar  conditions  necessitating 
a  large  outlay  to  establish  and  sustain  a  creditable  work  there,  has  dis- 
couraged the  Board  from  entering  this  field  that  seemed  to  have  been 
providentially  opened  to  us. 

jSIew  Mexico. — Although  the  conditions  are  such  as  to  appeal  strongly 
to  our  sympathies,  the  argument  of  economy  has  prevailed.  A  successful 
work  in  that  Territory  would  involve  a  large  expenditure.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  support  our  pupils,  many  of  whom  would  be  orphans,  for  a  period  of 
years,  until  they  should  attain  sufficient  age  and  become  well  enough  edu- 
cated to  insure  their  usefulness  and  influence  among  their  own  people.  Our 
Western  frontiers  include,  besides  these,  the  Mormon  and  Indian  Bureaus. 

Mormons.— Our  work  in  behalf  of  this  people  is  three-fold;  the  sup- 
port of  missionaries  for  general  evangelistic  work,  the  maintenance  of 
Christian  schools  for  children,  and  the  building  of  Lucy  Hayes  school- - 
houses  in  localities  where  it  is  not  practicable  otherwise  to  provide  ac- 
commodations for  our  mission-schools  and  work. 

Tlie  appropriation  of  $40,000  made  by  the  government  to  be  applied 
in  the  aid  of  women  in  escaping  from  the  thralldom  of  polygamy,  and 
in  supplying  industrial  opportunities  that  will  enable  them  to  become 
self-supporting,  can  not  fail  to  prove  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  the 
missionary  influences  of  the  Territory. 

Indians. — The  work  of  the  mission,  inaugurated  only  one  year  ago  at 
Pawnee,  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness.  The  Society  was  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  F.  A.  Gaddis,  who  was  accompanied  by  her 
son,  a  lad  of  fourteen  years  of  age.  They  have  secured  the  confidence 
and  respect  of  the  Indians  and  the  representatives  of  the  government, 
and  by  energy  and  perseverance  have  achieved  a  victory  that  will  en- 
courage the  Society  in  the  prosecution  of  similar  work  among  this  deep!)' 
wronged  people  in  other  sections  of   our    country.     The   Corresponding 
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Secretary  is  profoundly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of   enlarging  and 
strengthening  this  branch  of  the  Society's  work. 

This  department  has  rendered  valuable  aid  to  the  ministers  and  thoir 
families  on  the  frontier,  and  to  our  industrial  mission-schools.  Over  a 
field  so  vast  as  our  frontiers,  it  is  difficult  to  secure  perfect  system  in  dis- 
tribution. Time  is  necessary  in  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  mis- 
sionary needs  and  opportunities  of  this  immense  country,  and  it  is 
encouraging  to  know  that  so  much  good  has  been  accomplished,  and  that 
so  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  needs  of  the  mission-schools  and  Model  Homes  can  be  accurately 
ascertained,  and  the  distribution  of  aid  carefully  adjusted  to  meet  the 
demand. 

Supplies  are  needed  in  these  Model  Homes,  not  only  of  household 
goods  and  clothing  for  the  pupils;  but  each  girl,  as  she  leaves  school  and 
enters  upon  her  work  of  teaching,  should  be  provided  with  a  few  simple 
garments  cut  and  ready  to  be  made,  and  a  supply  of  patch-work  and  other 
materials  for  the  sewijig-school  that  she  will  start  when  she  returns  to  her 
home. 

LOCAL  OR  CITY  A?VORK. 

Our  large  cities  are  recognized  as  furnishing  a  mission-field  peculiar 
and  difficult  of  management. 

The  Board  of  Managers  at  its  last  annual  meeting  approved  plans  for 
a  work  in  this  behalf  under  a  separate  Bureau.  It  was  provided  that  the 
money  thus  used  should  be  kept  as  a  distinct  fund,  reported  through  the 
Bureau  of  City  Work,  and  raised  by  means  that  would  not  interfere  with 
the  interests  of  the  general  treasury. 

This  city  mission  work  touchingly  appeals  to  woman's  sympathy,  and 
is  peculiarly  adapted  to  her  influence  and  sphere  of  action.  It  can  be 
successfully  united  with  the  local  interests  of  the  Church,  and  may  become 
an  efficient  means  of  strengthening  its  membership  and  usefulness. 

The  startling  events  of  the  year,  resulting  in  scenes  of  riot  and  blood- 
shed in  many  places,  have  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  more  earnest 
effort  in  elevating  and  evangelizing  the  ignorant,  restless,  and  vicious  pop- 
ulations of  our  cities.  In  Newark  and  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  New  York, 
Cleveland,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  other  centers,  efficient  work  in  this 
direction  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  auspices  of  this  Societj'. 

SPECIA-L  TRAINING  FOR   IVIISSIONARIES. 

To  insure  success  in  any  enterprise  requiring  delicate  management, 
skilled  artists  are  demanded,  and  this  rule  applies  with  peculiar  force  in 
mission  work.  Gen.  Eaton,  late  Commissioner  of  Education  in  Washing- 
ton, has  taken  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society,  and  has  repeat- 
edly stated  that  the  difficulty  of  procuring  capable  women  for  teachers  in 
this  mission,  was  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  prosecuting  our  special 
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lines  of  indiistrial,  moral,  and  health  training,  and  he  has  persistently 
urged  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  special  instruction  for  these 
teachers. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  this  preparation,  and 
now,  with  the  additional  opportunity  of  city  work  opening  before  us  with 
almost  infinite  possibilities  of  usefulness,  we  find  ourselves  confronted 
with  the  fact  that  suitably  prepared  workers  can  not  be  found.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  the  work  itself  will  furnish  the  best  school  in  which  to  train 
them,  if  missionary  candidates  can  be  brought  together  and  placed  under 
the  guidance  and  instruction  of  competent  instructors. 

The  Tkainixg-school  for  Missionaries,  at  Chicago,  has  been  estab- 
lished to  meet  this  great  want.  It  seems  admirably  adapted  to  the  object, 
and  we  look  forward  to  the  probability  that  in  the  near  future  similar  in- 
stitutions will  be  established  in  other  large  cities. 

These  great  training-schools  for  missionaries  may  co-operate  with  and 
supplement  the  work  of  the  Churches,  operating  as  centers  of  missionary 
enterprise,  that  will  send  out  workers  into  all  parts  of  the  city  with  mes- 
sages of  light  and  comfort  for  the  benighted  and  sorrowing,  and  with 
means  of  relief  for  the  destitute  and  suffering. 

AMISSIONS   IN  THE;   SOUTH. 

The  work  established  by  our  Society  in  this  section  is  included  in  three 
Bureaus.  These  will  be  represented  by  their  respective  Secretaries.  The 
Society  has  here  introduced  three  methods  of  work — Visitation,  or  Evan- 
gelistic, the  Industrial-school,  and  Domestic  Economy  as  a  department  of 
schools  of  higher  education. 

1.  Evangelistic  Work,  like  all  other  sowing,  needs  a  garnering 
place,  if  there  is  a  harvest;  otherwise  the  fruit  is  wasted.  Hence  this  de- 
partment of  our  mission  work  should  be  systematized,  and  carried  on  in 
connection  with  a  center  of  sustaining  influences,  such  as  a  Church,  or  a 
School  of  Domestic  Economy.  These  will  furnish  the  necessary  assistance 
to  sustain  on  a  higher  moral  plane  the  j^eople  reached. 

2.  The  Industrial  School. — In  this  line  Savannah  is  our  rejire- 
sentative  work.  These  can  only  be  established  in  localities  where  the 
Church  has  no  efficient  school,  otherwise  the  Society  would  duplicate 
Church  organizations  for  identical  work. 

We  have  interpreted  the  Constitution  to  allow  us,  in  such  places,  to 
unite  with  ours  the  work  of  the  Educational  Society,  and  furnish  a  school, 
since  without  education,  moral  and  industrial  training,  our  legitimate 
lines  of  work  would  be  comparatively  valueless.  In  all  of  our  work  we 
have  followed  what  seemed  to  be  providential  indications,  and  this 
at  Savannah  has  received,  so  far,  a  large  share  of  our  interest  and  en- 
couragement. 

The  Society  is  fortunate  in  the  intelligent  services  of  two  ladies  who 
have  manifested  the  greatest  devotion  to  the  cause.    They  teach  the  school 
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of  125  pupils,  including  35  children,  who  are  sustained  in  the  Home,  and 
whom  they  also  guide  in  the  duties  of  housekeeping.  They  superintend 
the  Sunday-school  at  Asbury  Church,  and  another  a  few  miles  distant,  and 
they  have  organized  a  temperance  society  in  the  place. 

The  advocates  of  this  line  of  work  hope  that  by  retaining  the  children 
for  a  period  of  years,  surrounded  by  the  elevating  atmosfjliere  of  the  Home, 
that  a  purer  and  more  symmetrical  character  will  be  formed,  and  that  these 
young  people,  when  they  arrive  at  years  of  maturity,  will  enter  upon  lives 
of  usefulness.  Would  that  the  Church  had  the  means  to  provide  such  a 
home,  and  support  for  the  multitudes  who  are  worse  than  homeless  all 
over  our  land! 

3.  Department  of  Domestic  Ecoxomy. — This  is  associated  with  the 
schools  established  by  the  Church.  Using  the  educational  foundation  pro- 
vided by  these,  promising  girls  are  trained  for  usefulness  while  pursuing 
their  studies.  The  Church  has  thirty  of  these  schools  of  higher  grade,  in 
which  there  are  6,000  students.  These  represent  the  most  intelligent  and 
enterprising  element  of  the  population. 

Wise  educators  elsewhere  are  introducing  the  industries  for  both  sexes 
into  the  schools.  In  Eastern  cities,  cooking  and  other  employments  for 
women  are  made  a  part  of  the  course  of  study  in  public  and  private  schools, 
and  benevolent  associations  are  establishing  Schools  of  Domestic  Economy 
where  girls  may  learn  housekeeping  and  special  remunerative  emplo}'- 
ments,  as  the  surest  means  of  saving  and  elevating  the  people.  Slavery  put 
upon  labor  the  badge  of  servitude,  and  the  schools  in  the  South,  by  placing 
the  industries  in  the  course  of  studies,  and  grading  the  pupils  in  them,  as 
in  the  sciences,  contribute  valuable  assistance  in  the  removal  of  this  odium. 

The  Department  of  Industries  for  male  students  includes  carpentry, 
cabinet  and  carriage  making,  banking,  and  the  rules  of  business,  book- 
keeping, printing,  architecture,  agriculture,  etc. 

The  Department  of  Industries  for  girls  in  the  university  is  distinct  in 
character  and  management.  The  fact  that  the  fields  of  skilled  labor  are 
closed  to  a  large  portion  of  our  students,  except  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  Church  schools,  gives  special  importance  to  this  industrial 
enterprise. 

Every  well-regulated  home  is  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  on  a 
small  scale,  and  since  good  housekeeping  requires  a  knowledge  of  chem- 
istry, the  science  of  cooking,  the  purchase  and  care  of  family  supplies, 
household  accounts,  the  cutting  and  making  of  garments  for  the  family, 
vegetable,  landscape,  and  floral  gardening,  home  architecture,  eesthetic  and 
decorative  art,  home  sanitation,  physiology,  hygiene,  physical  training,  the 
duties  of  a  nurse,  and  the  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick,  with  the  use  of 
simple  remedies,  dress-making  and  millinery,  our  Department  should  aim 
to  give,  at  least,  practical  elementary  instruction  in  all  these  lines  of  study. 
Other  remunerative  employments  can  be  introduced  when  practicable. 

Certain  of  these  studies  belong  to  the  regular  school  course,  and  our 
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teachers  being  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  schools,  can  secure  harmony 
in  the  adjustment  of  these  to  our  work. 

The  success  achieved  by  the  Model  Home,  accommodating  a  family  of 
twelve  or  sixteen  girls,  such  as  we  have  in  several  places  in  connection  with 
the  large  schools  of  our  Church,  has  demonstrated  the  utility  of  the  work 
undertaken,  and  suggests  the  importance  of  increasing  the  facilities  of  this 
department,  as  our  means  will  allow.  In  a  school  of  300  to  500  pupils, 
from  100  to  200  girls,  at  least,  should  come  daily  into  the  classes  of  our 
special  instructors,  and  as  many  as  possible  of  the  girls  should  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  the  Model  Homes.  Larger  buildings  are  not  needed,  but  more 
of  them.  The  family  idea  must  be  preserved  in  our  work.  They  have 
lived  all  their  life  long  in  cabins  destitute  of  conveniences  and  comforts — 
have  little  idea  of  social  life  and  order,  or  the  sacredness  of  the  family. 
The  Model  Home  unfolds  to  them,  for  imitation,  a  pure,  beautiful  home  life. 

The  young  men  are  equally  impressed  by  its  example,  and  these 
students  will  carry  the  ideal  all  over  the  South.  During  the  last  year  four 
of  these  homes,  one  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  another  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss., 
the  third  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  fourth  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  have  been 
in  successful  operation.  The  fifth  has  recently  been  opened  at  Jackson- 
ville, Fla.,  and  the  sixth  at  Greensboro,  N.  C.  During  the  year  over  300 
girls  in  these  schools  have  received  instruction  in  sewing,  and  many  have 
made  considerable  proficiency  in  cooking,  the  drafting  of  garments,  and  in 
dress-making.  Forty-seven  girls  have  been  inmates  of  the  Homes,  and 
two-thirds  of  these  have  entered  upon  teaching  and  active  mission  work. 

Our  Superintendents  have  labored  in  the  schools  among  the  students, 
and  in  the  neighboring  communities  in  temperance  and  evangelistic  lines, 
organizing  prayer-circles.  Sabbath-schools,  and  temperance  associations. 
Every  girl  in  our  Homes  has  been  converted,  who  had  not  been  before  her 
admission  into  the  Home.  The  schools  with  which  our  work  may  be 
associated  are  growing  rapidly,  thus  broadening  the  field,  and  it  seems 
wise  to  arrange  our  plans  and  buildings,  when  inaugurating  work,  so  as  to 
profit  by  these  providential  conditions. 

Vv^ORK  IN  THE-   S0UTH:=\VEST. 

The  State  of  Texas,  which  is  thirty-two  times  larger  than  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  furnishes  a  vast  field  for  missionary  efi"ort.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  is  organized  in  its  two  Conferences,  and  has 
rendered  efficient  aid  to  the  people. 

In  the  West  Texas,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Richardson,  Conference  Secretary,  has 
traveled  extensively,  organizing  auxiliaries,  and  instructing  the  people  on 
questions  of  morals,  temperance,  and  Christian  living.  Many  homes  have 
been  reformed,  and  promising  girls  have  been  encouraged  to  attend  the 
industrial  schools. 

Mrs.  Howells  has  rendered  similar  service  in  the  Texas  Conference. 
Besides  this,  for  several  years  she  has  made  her  home  an  industrial  school, 
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taking  into  it  a  number  of  orphans — girls  and  boys — and  lias  given  th(  m 
jiractical  teaching  and  the  rudiments  of  education,  to  enable  them  to  enter 
schools  of  higher  grade.  The  Texas  Conference  Society,  inspired  by  her 
persevering  efTort,  has  purchased  fifty  acres  of  land  and  erected  a  building 
on  it  for  an  orphanage  and  school. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  recommends  tliat  these  two  Conferences 
be  granted  a  relation  to  our  Society,  which  will  enable  them  to  organize  and 
sustain  mission  work  within  their  own  bounds  under  its  auspices,  making 
their  appropriations  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  and 
sending  vouchers  for  the  money  expended.  Also,  that  a  suitable  appro- 
priation be  made  for  the  traveling  expenses  of  Mrs.  Eichardson  and  Mrs.' 
Howells,  to  enable  them  to  continue  their  missionary  work.  Our  Society 
can  not  appropriately  take  charge  of  the '  school  at  Harrisburg,  unless 
tbe  authorities  of  the  Church  should  authorize  it  to  undertake  school 
work  in  that  section.  But  Wiley  University,  the  Church  school  at  Mar- 
shall, furnishes  an  encouraging  field  for  a  Department  of  Domestic 
Economy.  The  Executive  Board  approved  the  establishing  of  our  work 
there,  by  authorizing  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  Model 
Home.  A  considerable  amount  has  been  pledged  for  this  object,  and  we 
earnestly  hope  that  the  enterprise  may  be  consummated  at  an  early  date. 

ORGA.>CIZ^2vTIO>C. 

This  work  has  advanced  encouragingly  during  the  year.  Several  Con- 
ference Societies  have  been  formed,  and  organization  in  others  strengthened. 
The  statistical  report  will  indicate  the  increase. 

The  opposition  which  has  interfered  with  the  introduction  and  prose- 
cution of  the  work  is  passing  away  as  its  importance  and  utility  are  better 
understood.  Said  a  leading  minister,  "  I  strongly  opposed  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  AVoman's  Home  Missionary  Society  into  our  Conference  four 
years  ago,  because  I  was  led  to  think  it  would  interfere  with  another 
branch  of  mission  work,  and  we  already  had  agencies  enough  to  meet  all 
our  needs ;  but  when  the  Secretaries  of  other  general  societies  of  the 
Church  and  several  bishops  assured  me  that  t±iey  approved  the  work,  and 
urged  its  organization  as  necessary  to  meet  a  great  want  in  our  Church 
economy,  I  at  once  gave  it  cordial  support." 

Mission  work  is  a  soul-saving  work,  beginning  at  home  with  our  own 
conversion,  and  extending  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

Home  missionary  work  is  the  foundation  of  all  foreign.  ITnless  the 
home  field  be  carefully  cultivated,  support  for  the  foreign  will  fail. 
Unless  the  field  that  furnishes  supplies  for  tbe  world's  conversion  be 
worked  vigorously  for  Christ  that  it  may  have  a  plentiful  harvest,  seed  to 
scatter  in  heathen  lands,  and  toilers  to  cultivate  them ;  harvests  there  will 
be  small  and  toilers  few. 

The  reflex  argument  of  foreign  in  behalf  of  home  missions  is  still  more 
weighty  in  the  interest  of  home  missions  to  secure  success  for  foreign. 
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In  organizing  our  work,  it  is  sometimes  objected  that  the  same  women 
should  not  engage  officially  in  the  work  of  two  missionary  societies.  To 
this  we  answer:  The  Church  from  its  organization  has  been  training  its 
women  for  Christian  work  by  the  efforts  of  its  ministry,  in  Sabbath-school, 
in  class-meeting,  and  in  home  or  local  missionary  work.  These  godly 
women  belong  to  the  Church  and  to  Christ.  They  entered  the  first  mis- 
sionary society  formed — which  was  a  foreign  society — but  this  has  no  pre- 
emption right  to  their  services  for  all  subsequent  time. 

The  Church,  whose  they  are,  has  now  recognized  another  branch  of 
woman's  work,  and  the  General  Conference  places  it  before  us  with  equal 
authority.  Shall  all  these  traitied  workers  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  this  call  of  God 
and  the  Church,  and  decline  to  enter  upon  this  Home  Mission  work,  which 
is  alike  essential  to  the  preservation  of  our  own  country  and  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  in  foreign  lands,  simply  because  they  were  first  enrolled  in  the 
foreign  society  ? 

Shall  we  not  as  Christian  women,  like  our  brethren,  cultivate  sym- 
pathy, with  all  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  our  Church,  contribute 
according  to  our  ability  for  their  support,  and  with  prayer  and  effort 
labor  for  their  success  ?  Genuine  symmetrical  Christian  character  can  not 
be  developed  so  successfully  in  the  prosecution  of  a  single  section  of  Chri.s- 
tian  benevolence,  as  in  the  whole  sphere  of  Christian  giving  and  doing. 
The  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Church,  like  the  sciences,  are  united  by 
a  common  bond,  each  reflecting  light,  beauty,  and  strength,  upon  the 
others,  and  all  are  equally  dear  to  our  Father  in  heaven. 

The  important  relation  that  this  country  sustains  to  the  world's  evan- 
gelization, must  not  be  overlooked  at  this  crisis.  Our  beloved  Bishop 
Wiley,  who  had  thoroughly  studied  the  social  and  moral  conditions  in 
many  countries — who  had  given  the  best  years  of  his  life  to  our  missions 
in  foreign  lands,  and  who  sleeps  under  the  olives  trees  at  Foochow,  said,  "The 
most  important  work  that  we  can  do  for  China,  India,  Japan,  and  Africa,  is 
to  take  thebestpossiblecare  of  the  evangelization  of  this  country,  from  which 
the  forces  are  to  come  by  which  these  other  countries  are  to  be  evangelized." 

We  wish  the  work  of  our  sisters  in  foreign  lands  unlimited  success. 
We  will  join  hands  with  them  in  raising  the  banner  of  Jesus  upon  the  highest 
peaks  of  heathenism  all  over  the  world,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  all 
who  love  the  cause  of  Christ,  to  sympathize  with  and  aid  us  in  our  efforts 
in  behalf  of  our  own  land,  beset  with  so  many  perils.  Help  us,  we  pray 
you,  with  your  experience,  your  prayers,  and  your  money,  in  saving  a 
country  so  essential  to  the  conversion  of  the  whole  world. 

STATISTICA.L  REPORT  OB"  ORGANIZATION. 

Convenient  forms  have  been  provided  for  the  quarterly  repoii,s  of  or- 
ganization and  receipts.  These  are  furnished  the  Conference  and  Auxili- 
ary officers  through  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Conference  So- 
cieties. Promptness  and  accuracy  in  making  these  statements  are  very 
essential  to  the  success  of  our  work.    The  following  table  indicates  encour-

In  presenting  our  Annual  Report,  we  hope  for  clemency  from  our 
older  sister  Conferences  in  sentence  passed  upon  our  work,  asking  them 
to  remember  our  youth  and  inexperience  as  a  Conference  Society,  since 
our  organization  was  only  effected  last  March,  and  accordingly  "let  judg- 
ment be  tempered  with  mercy." 

We  are  in  the  formative  period,  but,  we  trust,  are  laying  deep  and 
sure  the  foundation  for  more  rapid  and  successful  work  in  the  future.  By 
careful  survey  we  have  become  acquainted  with  "the  lay  of  the  land," 
and  thus  are  prepared  for  more  systematic  effort  and  organization.  The 
appointment  of  myself  in  May  as  Conference  Secretary  retarded  rather 
than  advanced  the  work,  as  I  could  give  it  but  little  attention  until  late  in 
June,  and  then  was  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  tactics  of  "this  holy 
war."  But  the  rank  and  file  of  our  auxiliaries  have  nobly  rallied  to  my 
support,  and  the  intelligent,  consecrated  ladies  of  our  Executive  Board  in 
Harrisburg,  have  been  my  safe  and  wise  counselors.  There  is  yet  much 
land  to  be  possessed  by  us,  but  as  we  look  out  over  the  field  from  this  our 
annual  observatory,  we  see  many  portions  sown  with  good  seed,  which 
promise  a  rich  harvest,  while  some  golden  sheaves  have  been  already  gar- 
nered, which  we  gladly  lay  as  offerings  of  love  at  the  Blessed  Master's  feet.

Cincinnati  Conference. 

By  reference  to  the  Quarterly  Statistical  Reports,  given  in  Home  Mis- 
sions, it  will  be  seen  that  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Cincinnati 
Conference  has  enjoyed  a  continuous,  if  not  a  rapid  growth  ;  and,  while 
the  figures  to  be  presented  wall  represent  neither  the  full  realization  of  the 
hopes,  or  the  fulfillment  of  the  purposes  of  the  Conference  and  District 
officers,  yet  the  measure  of  success  in  the  past  and  the  signs  of  promise  for 
the  future  are  such  as  to  warrant  us  in  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the 
labors  and  rewards  of  another  year  of  service  in  the  Home  Mission  field. 
The  monthly  meetings  of  auxiliaries  have  been  occasions  of  spiritual 
profit.  We  rejoice  in  the  number  of  those  added  to  our  ranks,  whose 
hearts  the  Lord  hath  touched;  w^hile  we  point  with  peculiar  satisfaction  to 
the  evidences  of  constantly  increasing  interest  among  the  cliildren  and 
young  people.  Those  who  have  had  the  happiness  of  engaging  in  this  de- 
partment of  the  work  have  abundant  reason  to  rejoice  in  tfie  rich  promise 
which  this  field  affords. 

Three  of  our  four  organized  districts  have  held  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  was  held  in 
First  Church,  Xenia,  the  first  week  in  June,  and  was  an  occasion  of  great 
interest  and  profit.  AVe  were  favored  with  the  presence  of  several  members 
of  the  Executive  Board  ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization  and 
the  publisher  of  our  valuable  paper  were  also  with  us,  and,  in  response  to 
their  appeals,  pledges  for  800  additional  subscribers  to  Home  Missions  were 
given.  Two  names  were  also  added  to  our  list  of  Life  members.  During 
the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  Piqua,  in  September,  an  afternoon 
was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Home  Mission  work,  at  which  time  in- 
teresting addresses  were  delivered  by  Bishop  Walden,  Rev.  Dr.  Ridgaway, 
of  Evanston,  and  others. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  paid  into  the  General  Treasury,  most  of  our 
auxiliaries,  by  voluntary  contributions,  the  proceeds  of  entertainments, 
etc.,  have  so  added  to  their  funds  as  to  manifest  in  a  substantial  manner 
their  interest  in  everj^  department  of  the  Society's  work — our  Industrial 
Homes,  Indian  Mission,  Utah  field,  local  work,  etc.  In  the  Supply  De- 
partment, the  nature  of  the  demand  being  such  as  appeals  to  the  sympa- 


thies  aud  also  to  the  available  resources  of  almost  every  anxiliar_v,  the 
responses  have  been  numerous  and  liberal ;  and  all  who  have  contributed 
to  this  department  have  doubtless  rt^alized  that,  however  great  the  pleasure 
and  gratitude  of  the  recipients,  it  was  yet  "  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive."  The  sums  contributed  in  botli  departments  since  last  October  are 
fully  given  in  the  Treasurer's  Report.  The  present  condition  of  the  Con- 
ference Society  is  exhibited  by  the  following  statement:

Detroit  Conference. 

As  a  Conference  Society  we  can  say  truly,  "  Hitherto  bath  the  Lord 
helped  us."  At  this,  the  close  of  our  second  year  as  a  Home  Missionary 
Society,  the  condition  of  the  work  is  shown  by  the  following  statistics :

The  total  amount  of  money  raised  during  the  year  is  $3,030 — includ- 
ing $118  raised  for  local  missionary  work — an  increase  of  $774  over  last 
year.  The  boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  Northern  Michigan,  were  many  and 
valuable.  Our  work  has  been  largely  done,  and  our  funds  expended — (in 
accordance  with  the  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Managers  last  October,) 
to  sustain  the  missions  of  Detroit  Conference.  This  work  still  appeals  to 
our  sympathies  and  demands  our  efforts.  A  new  and  largely  foreign  pop- 
ulation in  Northern  Michigan  is  dependent  upon  missionary  aid  for  Gos- 
pel instruction.  The  Christianization  of  our  commonwealth  and  its  re- 
demption from  the  curse  of  irreligion,  intemperance,  and  crime,  depends 
upon  the  degree  of  zeal  that  we  put  into  this  work  of  salvation  at  home. 
While  the  needs  are  so  pressing,  and  the  Missionary  Society  is  unable  to 
properly  sustain  the  men  it  sends  into  these  mission-fields,  the  Detroit 
Conference  Home  Missionary  Society  deems  it  a  duty  to  lend  its  aid  to 
this  important  work. 

By  a  generous  donation  in  money  and  books  from  Mrs.  E.  E.  Royer, 
we  have  been  able  this  year  to  establish  a  Home  Missionary  Loan  Library  for 
the  use  of  ministers  in  the  mission  charges  of  the  Conference.  The  fact 
that  each  jea.v  some  young  ministers  do  not  attend  Conference  because 
they  have  been  unable  to  buy  books  to  prepare  for  their  examinations, 
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evidences  the  need  of  the  library  just  founded.  Our  hearts  liave  not 
failed  to  go  out  warmly  toward  tlie  whole  great  field  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  we  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  tlie 
General  Treasury.  Three  hundred  Annual  Reports  have  been  sent  out  in 
the  Conference  Society,  and  about  1,000  leaflets  regarding  the  general 
work.  Besides  this,  3,000  leaflets  in  regard  to  frontier  work  in  Michigan 
have  been  circulated.  The  signs  are  all  hopeful  for  the  coming  year,  and  we 
who  have  borne  the  burden  and  tlie  heat  of  the  day,  behold  many  others 
coming  now  with  willing  hands  and  hearts  to  aid  us  in  our  labor  of  love.

Finances. 

The  detailed  report  of  our  new  and  efficient  Conference  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  F.  H.  Beck,  will  be  found  in  its  appropriate  place  in  the  report  of  the 
General  Treasurer. 

Our  fifth  year  was  remarkably  prosperous.  We  had  a  very  large 
increase  in  organizations  and  membership,  and  also  in  financial  returns. 
This,  our  Sixth  Annual  Report,  shows  a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of 
organizations  and  members;  but  the  fact  that  the  total  of  moneys  and 
mission  supplies  lacks  but  a  little  over  one  hundred  dollars  of  being  equal 
to  that  of  last  year,  proves  that  we  have  had  a  prosperous  year,  and  have 
great  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  It  is  proper  to  state  that 
thirteen  of  the  Societies  retained  on  our  list  were  inactive,  and  do  not  appear 
in  the  financial  report;  but  believing  they  are  simply  in  a  state  of  "sus- 
pended animation,"  we  retain  them,  hoping  they  will  soon  be  restored. 
It  is  a  question  of  interest  to  many  Conference  Societies  whether  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  employ  an  organizer,  when  it  is  impracticable  for  their  own 
officers  to  accomplish  the  work  of  organ  zing  in  due  time.  The  experience  we 
have  had  justifies  us  in  saying,  It  is.  Probably  there  will  always  be  a  consid- 
erable loss  in  the  first  numerical  returns,  but  the  gain  in  permanent  num- 
bers and  in  money,  in  the  first  year  even,  will  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of 
the  investment.  There  is  another  question,  which,  we  doubt  not,  has  pre- 
sented itself  to  many  workers.  How  can  we  bring  into  our  societies  those 
who  can  not  afford  to  pay  the  annual  membership  fee  of  one  dollar  ? 
To  belong  to  a  Society  is  necessary  for  any  real  and  continued  interest  in 
its  meetings  and  work.  In  our  Conference  we  have  had,  the  past  three 
years,  a  By-law  constituting  any  person  holding  a  mite-box  and  paying  its 
contents  quarterly  or  semi-annually  to  the  ti'easurer  of  the  auxiliary, 
an  associate  member  of  the  auxiliary.  But  our  desires  go  out  yet  further, 
and  we  would  fain  gather  all  into  our  Society  on  some  plan  by  which  those 
who  can  pay  but  little  shall  be  regular  members.  We  see,  in  the  fulfill- 
ment of  this,  all  our  dear  sisters  enjoying  our  precious  meetings,  becom- 
ing informed  and  interested  in  this  great  work  for  souls,  having  their 
own  souls  blessed  (as  ours  have  been),  and  our  treasury  enriched  by  many 
a  "mite"  made  priceless  in  value  by  prayers  and  self-denial.  Mrs.  Alice 
G.  Bentlej',  by  her  donation  to  Haven  Home,  is  constituted  an  Honorary 
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Manager.  Mrs.  Bentley  is  seventy-five  years  of  age.  How  lovely  and 
blessed  is  such  a  life,  filled  with  good  works  down  to  its  very  close!  Our 
two  missionaries,  Miss  Viola  E.  Baldwin  and  Miss  Emma  L.  Jolls,  are 
very  dear  to  our  liearts.  Sweet,  noble  girls!  their  praise  is  greatest  where 
they  are  best  known. 

Our  Young  People. 

Clarion  District. — The  Clarion  Young  Ladies'  Circle  has  assumed 
the  support  of  Susan  Jackson  in  Haven  Home.  That  wonderful  Eden- 
burg  "  Lucy  Hayes  Band,"  all  little  folks,  last  year  made  their  beloved 
Directress,  Miss  Keatley,  Life  member,  and  this  year  made  their  pastor, 
Rev.  J.  H.  Keeley,  Life  member,  besides  collecting  a  handsome  sum  for 
the  "  Nickel  Fund." 

Erie  District. — The  Fredonia  (N.  Y.)  "Blanche  Blair"  Circle  (in 
which  Miss  Jolls  was  an  officer)  entertained  the  Annual  District  Meet- 
ing last  June.  A  State  normal  school  is  located  here,  in  which  Miss 
Blanche  Blair  is  a  teacher,  and  the  members  are  largely  pupils  in  the 
school.  The  Society  has  a  room  in  the  church  building,  carpeted  and 
fitted  up  for  their  use — a  sewing-machine,  clothes-presses,  etc.,  and  sends 
each  year  uncommonly  valuable  supplies  to  the  frontier  and  to  other 
points.

— Two  Millertown  Mother's  Jewels,  Genevieve 
Showalter  and  Lizzie  Aldinger,  four  years  old,  were  sent  out  by  their 
mammas  to  gather  for  the  "  Nickel  Fund."  One  of  them  carried  the  book 
and  the  other  a  mite-box,  and  like  busy  bees  they  came  back  laden,  hav- 
ing $7.76  for  the  Fund. 

Jamestown  District. — The  Cory  Young  Ladies'  Circle  has  adopted 
little  Jane  Ann  Baker  in  Haven  Home.  Sherman  Young  Ladies'  Circle 
made  their  pastor's  wife,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Miner,  a  Life  member.  Jamestown 
(N.  Y.)  Mite-box  Circle  sent  a  valuable  box  of  supplies  to  Haven  Home. 

Meadville  District.— The  Townville  "Lucy  Hayes  Band,"  brave 
under  difficulties,  are  planning  largely  for  next  year.  Rockville  Young 
Ladies'  Circle  keep  up  their  good  record.  Edinboro  Young  Ladies' 
Circle  (here  is  located  a  State  normal  school)  made  their  pastor.  Rev.  A. 
W.  Decker,  Life  member.  Spartansburg  Band  sent  their  money  to  the  little 
girls  in  Haven  Home.  Center  Chapel  and  Espyville  Lucy  Hayes'  Bands 
have  done  good  work  in  supplies  and  moneys. 

New  Castle  District. — Fredonia  (Pa.)  Band  and  Sandy  Lake  Young 
People's  Circle  never  fail  to  send  their  Mite-box  offerings,  and  hold 
lovely  anniversaries.  Stoneboro  "  Seed  Sowers,"  very  new,  but  so  anxious 
to  do  something,  began  by  collecting  for  the  Nickel  Fund.

A  part  of  an  Indian  Eeservation  lies  within  the  bounds  of  Erie  Con- 
ference, and  we  have  looked  with  yearning  hearts  upon  the  poor  .semi- 
civilized  and  semi-Christianized  Indian  women  and  children.  Last  year 
we  planned  to  visit  the  field  and  ojjen  work  there,  but  could  not,  and 
this  year  the  hindrances  remain.  We  will  not  abandon  the  intention, 
and  we  pray  God  to  open  our  way  to  carry  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of 
his  dear  Son  to  these,  our  sisters.

Florida  Conference. 

The  work  of  the  Society  here  grows  slowly  but  surely.  This  year  the 
interest  is  greater  than  any  previous  one,  as  the  people  begin  to  realize 
the  good  that  is  being  accomplished  by  the  Society  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Industrial  Home  (Boylan)  here.  The  auxiliaries  at  St.  Augustine, 
Jacksonville,  Fernandina,  and  Cedar  Keys  are  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
and  are  ambitious  to  do  Bomething  toward  paying  off  the  indebtedness  on 
the  Home.  One  desires  to  name  a  room,  another  to  furnish  one,  and 
still  others  are  persistently  plying  the  needle  piecing  quilts  for  use  in 
rooms  in  the  Home. 

Our  Society  also  has  a  very  efficient  missionary  here,  who  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  Home,  which  was  purchased  late  in  the  Spring,  and  opened 
on  June  1st  for  the  admission  of  girls.  Since  then  six  have  enjoyed  its 
advantages,  and  there  are  seven  in  it  at  the  present  time.  Classes  for 
instruction  in  sewing,  cutting,  planning,  etc.,  have  also  met  statedly  at 
the  Home  during  the  Summer,  and  lessons  in  the  kitchen  garden  have 
been  given  to  the  delight  and  edification  of  the  little  ones.  Bible  readings 
and  religious  instruction  have  been  combined  with  other  exercises,  so 
that  hand,  head,  and  heart,  each  has  its  share — trusting  that  the  means 
will  be  blessed  by  the  Master  to  make  the  owners  models  wherever  they 
go.  One  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  during  the  Summer  went  to  teach  a 
school,  and  on  leaving  said  to  the  matron,  "  I'  ve  learned  something  good 
every  day  I  have  been  here."  Barrels  of  clothing  have  been  sent  here  by 
auxiliaries  in  the  North,  and  garments  have  been  distributed  in  one 
place  alone  to  the  number  of  sixty-five.  This  number  would  be  greatly 
increased  had  we  a  correct  list  of  all  distributed.  Owing  to  the  incom- 
pleteness of  quarterly  reports,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  much  done  out- 
side in  local  work  is  indifferently  reported,  or  not  at  all,  I  feel  I  can  not 
make  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  what  has  been  done  during  the  vear.

Gen.esee  Conference. 

The  Home  Missionary  Society  of  Genessee  Conference  was  organized 
in  Eochester,  X.  Y.,  on  'the  11th  of  April,  1886,  by  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing. 
Our  six  months  of  existence  do  not  show  as  large  results  as  we  coutd 
desire,  and  yet  a  steady  growth  and  an  increasing  interest  has  been  devel- 
oped which  are  most  encouraging  for  the  future.  On  the  5th  of  August 
we  had  a  verj'  interesting  meeting  which  was  held  at  Camp  Wesley  at  the 
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close  of  our  Conference  Camp-meeting.  Mrs.  Dr.  Kust  was  with  us,  and 
gave  an  earnest,  practical  address,  wliich  awakened  a  deep  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Society;  and  many  wlio  iiad  been  sincere  in  their  opposition 
to  this  new  organization  in  our  Clinrch  and  Conference  were  now  desir- 
ous to  become  active  workers  in  our  ranks. 

Our  first  anniversary  was  lield  on  the  2d  of  October,  during  the  Con- 
ference session,  and  was  a  decided  success.  Bishop  MallaHeu  kindly  con- 
sented to  deliver  the  address.  The  spacious  church,  in  which  the  meeting 
was  held,  was  completely  filled  by  an  audience  which  listened  with  rapt 
attention  to  the  Bishop's  eloquent  portrayal  of  the  need  which  exists  in 
our  own  land  for  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  this  Society.  He  also 
gave  a  glowing  account  of  the  great  good  which  has  been  already  accom- 
plished, and  related  several  instances  which  had  fallen  under  his  own 
observation  where  physical  sufl'ering  had  been  alleviated,  and  a  number 
of  conversions  immediately  followed.  As  a  direct  result  of  this  earnest 
address,  we  received  a  fine  collection  and  126  subscribers  to  our  paper. 
I  regret  to  say  that,  as  yet,  we  have  in  our  Conference  only  six  auxilia- 
ries, and  one  very  enthusiastic  Mission  Band ;  but  we  have  an  assured 
hope  that  this  number  will  be  increased  in  the  near  future.  We  have  496 
annual  members,  four  Life  members,  and  259  subscribers  to  "  Woman's 
Home  Missions." 

Our  Mission  Band  has  taken  upon  itself  the  support  of  a  girl  in  the 
Haven  Home;  and  although  but  six  months  have  passed  since  its  organi- 
zation, the  full  amount  required  for  her  support  one  year  has  been  raised, 
and  the  girls  are  eagerly  asking,  "  What  shall  we  do  next?"  Nearly  all  of 
our  auxiliaries  have  packed,  or  are  packing,  barrels  of  supplies  to  be  sent 
to  the  needy  in  the  South  and  on  the  frontiers.  The  amount  of  money 
that  we  have  sent  to  the  general  treasury  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's 
report.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  report  many  more  auxiliaries  formed,  and 
far  greater  results  achieved  during  the  coming  year.

Indiana  Conferen^ce. 

One  year  ago  I  was  chosen  Secretary  of  this  Conference.  At  that  time 
four  auxiliaries,  with  a  membership  of  ninety,  were  reported  to  me,  but  I 
was  not  able  to  find  more  than  three.  These  were  in  the  various  charges 
in  Indianapolis.  Soon  the  cry  came  from  Mooresville  for  help  in  Home 
Mission  work ;  not,  howevei-,  until  through  the  untiring  energy  of  Mrs.  W. 
B.  Collins,  fourteen  subscribers  for  the  paper,  and  seventeen  names  for 
membership  had  been  secured  and  an  organization  was  effected.  The 
number  has  gradually  increased  until  at  present  there  is  a  membership  of 
twenty-nine,  and  the  Society  is  doing  effectual  work. 

Mrs.  Willing  rendered  excellent  service  in  Indianapolis  in  reviving 
interest  among  the  members  and  in  preparing  the  way  for  an  organization 
in  Blackford  Street  charge,  with  tbirty-nine  members  and  nineteen  sub- 
scribers, and  a  Juvenile  Band,  numbering  twenty-four.  This  Band  is  now 
asking  for  work  in  Utah.  During  the  year  other  organizations  have  been 
efi'ected  as  follows:  At  Center  Point,  Bowling  Green,  Pleasantville,  and 
Vinton.  We  now  have  a  membership  of  220,  with  99  subscribers  to  the 
paper.  We  have  not  accomplished  what  we  had  hoped,  but  as  we  have 
gone  forth  in  weakness  to  sow  we  have  felt  the  sweetness  of  God's  blessing, 
and  our  hearts  have  been  strangely  drawn  to  this  line  of  his  work.  We 
are  encouraged  when  we  remember  that.

Illinois  Conference. 

A  FiuENu  said  to  me  not  long  since,  "  Montana  is  a  large  country,  witli 
a  large  future."  Why  so?  "Because  it  is  all  in  the  future.  Great 
resources  are  undeveloped;  the  future  must  be  great."  And  so,  ladies,  I 
come  to  you  from  the  Illinois  Conference,  one  of  our  largest  Conferences, 
and  say  titcre  is  a  great  future  iw  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
I  took  tlu!  work  of  Conference  Secretary,  January  1,  1886,  under  protest, 
feeling  that  family  cares  and  duties  were  too  great  to  admit  of  my  doing 
tins  work  properly,  and  with  tlie  understanding  that  I  would  only  do  the 
clerical  work,  for  I  could  not  consent  to  go  up  and  down  through  the  Con- 
ference and  do  the  organizing.  It  is  needless  to  say  to  you,  who  are 
engaged  in  this  work  of  the  Master,  that  it  has  done  me  great  good.  I  can 
not  say  that  I  have  done  the  work  good.  I  opened  a  vigorous  correspond- 
ence to  ascertain  what  had  been  done,  realizing  that  1  must  write  many 
letters,  with  few  replies.  The  encouraging  letters  I  received  were  a  bene- 
diction, and  were  more  numerous  than  I  had  expected. 

We  have  held  four  Conference  Society  meetings.  We  presented  the 
Society  at  our  Ministers'  District  meeting,  and  distributed  our  literature 
among  the  ministers  at  that  time,  which  was  very  eagerly  received.  I  have 
distributed  125  Annual  Reports,  sent  specimens  of  all  our  leaflets,  addresses 
and  Constitutions  to  every  auxiliary.  Have  also  sent  the  blanks  to  the 
officers  every  quarter,  and  with  one  exception  have  received  prompt 
reports.  The  Young  Ladies'  Circle  at  Champaign  have  paid  the  requisite 
amount  to  name  a  room  at  Holly  Springs  "Light  Bearers,"  their  own 
Society  name.  The  Mission  Band,  "Golden  Links,"  of  the  First  Church, 
Bloomington,  are  supporting  a  girl  in  Haven  Home,  paying  sixty  dollars 
per  year.  May  our  Father  bless  in  the  future,  as  he  has  in  the  past,  the 
work  of  this  Society  in  the  Illinois  Conference  !

]V[ich.igan.  Conferen^ce. 

The  Michigan  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  cel- 
ebrated its  Second  Anniversary  Sept.  19,  1886.  Another  milestone  in  life's 
journey  is  passed ;  another  year   with  its  varied   experiences  has  closed. 
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To  many  it  has  been  the  messentjer  of  sorrow  and  bereavennent,  to  otiiers 
the  herald  of  glad  tidings.  To  all  of  us  it  has  been  one  of  the  m,any  op- 
porlumlles  the  Master  gives  us  in  wliicli  we  may  labor  for  him,  the  riglit 
improvemiint  of  wliich,  he  will  require  at  our  iiands.  Our  i)rogre8s  has 
not  been  very  rapid,  but  we  are  surely  growing.  The  work  has  taken 
deeper  hold  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  we  believe,  though  it 
takes  time  for  preparing  the  ground  and  sowing  the  seed,  we  shall  gather 
abundant  fruit  in  the  near  future. 

The  amount  asked  of  us  for  our  frontier  work  was  larger  this  year 
than  last,  and  while  we  would  gladly  have  responded  to  the  calls  in  the 
general  field,  our  hearts  giving  responsive  throbs  to  ever}'^  Cry  of  suffer- 
ing humanity,  we  have  been  unable  to  meet  fully  our  obligations  to  our 
frontier  ministers;  but  I  am  certain  that  many  a  home  has  had  some 
rifts  of  sunshine,  that  there  have  been  some 

Burdens  llglitened, 
And  hopes  brightened 
In  the  toiling  pastor's  way, 

■  that  would  not  have  been,  but  for  our  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety. At  our  Conference  Anniversary  it  was  stated,  "that  the  failure  of 
the  crops  this  year  from  droiTght,  will  make  the  needs  much  greater,  and 
that  absolute  want  was  before  some  homes."  The  presiding  elders  of  these 
Northern  districts  have  said  to  us  "  they  should  be  under  the  necessity 
of  withdrawing  their  men  from  the  field,  unless  their  support  could  be 
largely  pledged  from  our  Society."  It  is  a  blessed  privilege  to  carry  the 
Gospel  into  foreign  fields,  but  many  at  home  "perish  for  lack  of  knowl- 
edge," and  "how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher,  and  how  shall  they 
preach  except  they  are  sent;"  and  how  shall  we  send  them  without  ad- 
equate supi^ort  ?  It  is  plain  that  our  work  lies  within  the  bounds  of  our 
own  Conference  also. 

Local  Work. 

The  ladies  of  the  Jackson  Auxiliary  undertook  the  special  work  of 
building  a  church  in  Hersey,  in  Big  Rapids  District,  contributing  for  this 
purpose  $102.50 — $93.50  in  cash,  and  $9.00  in  paper  for  wall  decoration. 
This,  with  the  pastor's  labor  thrown  in — he  being  a  practical  painter,  paper- 
hanger,  and  carpenter  as  well — enabled  him  to  complete  and  dedicate  a 
nice  little  church  worth  $400.  wliich  is — to  put  it  his  own  words — "  the 
neatest  church  in  the  county."

The  Minnesota  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an 
infant,  twenty-two  days  old.  It  was  organized  after  a  thrilling  address  by 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  October  7,  1S86,  at  the  Conference  Session  held  in 
Stillwater,  Minn.,  Mrs.  S.  G.  Smith,  President.  We  have  but  two  auxil- 
iaries with  a  membership  of  225,  and  about  47  subscribers  to  Woman^s 
Home  Missions.  We  have  2  Life  members;  $11.50  came  into  our  treasury 
too  late  to  appear  in  our  Annual  lieport  for  this  year. 

This  Conference  had  for  several  years  an  a.ssociation  known  as  the 
Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  work  of  this  Society 
was  to  furnish  money  and  supplies  to  their  own  pioneer  preachers  on  the 
frontier.  Until  now  they  have  liad  no  connection  with  our  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society.  Each  of  tlieir  auxiliaries  will  no  doubt,  as  soon  as  we 
can  reach  them,  come  into  line,  and  we  hope  soon  to  report  to  our  Con- 
ference Secretary  a  large  increase  of  membership.  Our  Conference  Board 
has  entered  the  work  enthusiastically,  and  "  with  a  God  to  guide  our 
way,"  we  expect  during  the  coming  year  to  do  efficient  service  for  the 
cause  so  dear  to  our  hearts,  and  we  know  to  the  great  heart  of  the  In- 
finite; for  "the  last  business  of  Christ's  life  was  to  save  a  poor  penitent 
thief."

ISTebrasl-ca  Con.feren.ce. 

The  active  work  done  in  the  Conference,  aside  from  correspondences 
has  been  wrought  by  other  hands.  The  Industrial  Christian  Home  Enter- 
prise has  absorbed  my  entire  time  and  energies.  Eight  months  I  was 
absent  from  the  State— a  Congressional  appropriation  for  Utah  of  840,000  is 
the  compensation. 

Mrs.  Spurlock  has  given  twelve  public  addresses  in  behalf  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  Churches  of  the  State,  and  represented 
the  work  at  the  Conference.  Tiie  pastors  manifest  earnest  sympathy,  and 
are  eager  to  have  auxiliaries  formed  in  their  charges.  Miss  Mary  H. 
Walters,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  resigned  her  position  at  the  Conference  session,  and  has  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  City  Missionary  for  the  Home  Society  at  Provo,  Utah 
Territory.  In  giving  Miss  Walters  to  this  desolate  field,  the  Nebraska  Con- 
ference has  given  viuch  ;  a  rarer  spirit  has  never  moved  among  us. 

The  Industrial  Home  is  already  open,  and  under  the  official  charge  of 
Dr.  Ruth  M.  Wood,  a  graduate  of  the  Woman's  Medical  College  in  Phila- 
delphia, a  physician  of  eminent  ability,  who  has  served  as  Medical  Direc- 
tor in  several  Eastern  institutions.  She  is  a  most  valued  acquisition  to  the 
Christian  forces  in  Utah.  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  and  remembering  the 
high  service  rendered  by  Mrs.  Spurlock  as  City  Missionary  in  Utah,  and  the 
impulse  she  is  now  communicating  to  the  Churcbes  in  arousing  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  we  feel  that  the  Nebraska  Con- 
ference has  not  been  found  wanting.  With  the  scales  in  God's  hands,  the 
weight  must  be  in  her  favor,  though  as  Secretary  I  am  able  to  tabulate 
few  statistics.

More  than  $2,Cf00  were  raised  during  the  past  year,  and  also  a  large 
quantity  of  miscellaneous  supplies.  Cards  for  a  new  Home  at  Atlanta 
have  been  sent  throughout  the  Conference.  This  enterprise  has  specially 
appealed  to  many  friends  in  our  Conference,  and  a  considerable  sum  has 
been  collected  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  this  model  Home,  to  which 
Mrs.  Gammon,  of  Illinois,  has  generously  offered  to  contribute. 

AVe  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  plan  for  local  work,  approved  a  year 
ago  by  tlie  Board  of  Managers,  is  being  carried  on  with  good  results  in 
connection  with  the  Lynn  Common  Auxiliary.  The  first  District  meeting, 
held  in  Dorchester,  March  18,  1886,  was  arranged  for  by  Mrs.  Odell  and 
Mrs.  Watkins,  and  proved  very  successful  in  interest  and  attendance.  At 
Asbury  Grove  and  Framingham  Camp-grounds  union  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  and  Home  Societies  were  held  and  largely  attended. 
The  increased  collections  and  the  hearty  good-will  seemed  to  betoken  the 
speedy  coming  of  the  days  when  the  women  of  our  Church  will  gladly 
co-operate  in  the  work  at  home  and  abroad.  Two  Christian  ladies,  of 
culture  and  refinement,  have  given  themselves  to  the  work,  and  will  enter 
the  missionary  field  when  their  services  are  needed.  A  young  lad)-  in 
the  junior  class  of  AVesleyan  Academy,  Wilbraham,  has  decided  to  give 
herself  to  the  Home  Missionary  work,  and  we  trust  this  is  but  the  fore- 
runner of  a  long  line  of  zealous  workers  that  shall  go  out  from  Wilbra- 
ham to  carry  light  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  Although  much  in  the 
waj'  of  securing  interest  in  the  cause  and  effecting  organizations  has  been 
accomplished,  we  remember  that  very  many  charges  are  still  unorgan- 
ized. However,  rejoicing  in  the  good  work  recorded,  we  look  forward 
hopefully  to  the  future,  feeling  assured  that  the  New  England  Conference 
will  not  long  fail  in  duty  where  Church  and  country  unite  so  earnestly 
in  the  appeal.

New  England.  Sotathiern  Conferen^ce. 

In  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
the  name  of  a  Corresponding  Secretary  for  the  New  England  Southern 
Conference  appears — a  lone  representative  of  the  cause  in  the  Confer- 
ence. In  the  Second  Annual  Report,  a  Conference  Society  is  reported  with 
five  auxiliaries;  in  the  Third,  seven;  and  in  the  Fourth,  ten.  The  present 
year  we  report  seventeen,  with  others  in  a  formative  state.     Letters  and 
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litemture  have  been  sent  out,  without  counting  coHt  or  labor.  Pledge 
cards  for  collecting  funds  for  our  special  work,  tlie  building  of  the  Cam- 
den Home,  have  been  sent  all  over  the  Conference — even  "Jerusalem, 
has  been  searched  with  candk^s  " — and  these  cards  have  gone  into  many 
corners,  and  information  concerning  our  work  has  thus  Vjeen  diffused. 
Along  witli  these  our  leaflets  on  all  branches  of  our  work  have  gone. 
Our  cause  has  been  presented  each  year  at  our  camp-meetings,  and  this 
year  the  interest  lias  been  much  greater  than  usual.  At  Yarmouth,  Dr. 
Morrison,  Presiding  Elder,  who  has  always  been  ready  to  confer  with  and 
aid  us  in  arranging  and  presenting  our  work,  did  royal  service  to  our 
cause,  as  also  did  Drs.  Westwood  and  Whitaker,  of  Providence.  At  Willi- 
mantic  our  own  Bishoi?  Mallalieu  moved  the  people  in  his  earnest  ap- 
peals for  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  with  the  Home  Society.  At  Vjoth 
these  meetings  a  joint  committee  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  and  Home 
Societies  was  appointed  to  draw  up  and  present  a  petition  to  the  Camp- 
meeting  Association  for  a  day  for  their  work,  during  camp-meeting  week. 
In  our  special  work,  that  of  erecting  a  building  for  an  Industrial 
School,  and  Model  Home,  at  Camden,  S.  C,  we  find  our  accumulated 
funds  sufficient  to  warrant  our  entering  upon  the  work  of  building  as 
soon  as  the  general  derangement  of  business  following  the  earthquakes  in 
the  State  shall  have  subsided.  We  propose  to  provide  facilities  for  the 
instruction  and  improvement  of  the  many  promising  girls  from  the  sur- 
rounding country,  which  embraces  the  rich  cotton-belt  with  its  large 
plantations.  These  girls  can  provide  in  part  for  their  own  support,  lay 
boarding  themselves,  and  yet  have  the  benefits  of  the  social  life  of  the 
Home.  Our  rooms  will  be  arranged  with  a  view  to  evangelistic  efforts  for 
the  women  and  girls.  We  hope  this  Industrial  school  and  Home  will  come 
to  be  the  Mount  Holyoke  of  South  Carolina.

for  want  of  that  which  it  is  our  privilege  to  bestow.  We  rejoice  that  so 
much  has  been  accomplished,  while  we  are  looking  for  a  continual  growth 
in  this  important  line  of  Christian  endeavor.  Our  special  interest  during 
the  year  has  centered  in  the  "Boylan  Home,"  to  which  valuable  contribu- 
tions have  been  made.  We  have  great  expectations  for  the  future  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  because  we  go  forth  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  our  God  "  to  seek  that  which  w^as  lost,  and  bring  again  that 
which  was  driven  away."

The  interest  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  growing  in 
our  Conference.  Our  head-quarters  have  been  established  at  Trenton,  and 
we  have  live  meetings.

H.  II.  Read,  who  has  removed  to  another  Conference.  We  now  number 
twelve  auxiliaries  with  405  members,  and  two  Mission  Bands  with  twenty 
memV)ers,  and  have  174  subscribers  to  our  paper.  There  are  287  Mite- 
boxes  in  circulation.  Sujiplies  have  been  sent  to  the  value  of  $538.50.  The 
money  forwarded  to  the  General  Fund  will  be  re])orted  by  the  Treasurer. 
In  addition,  we  have  raised  §96.43  for  Contingent  Fund,  and  the  anxiharies 
of  Trenton  have  collected  $150  for  local  work  ;  making  a  total  of  more 
than  $1,000.  So  the  prophecy  of  a  year  ago  is  fulfilled.  The  little  one 
has  loecome  a  thousand. 

We  have  decided  on  Morristown,  Tenn.,  as  our  field  of  work  for  next 
year.  Our  Conference  Board  does  not  deem  it  wise  to  pledge  any  fixed 
sum  for  this  work.     Yet  we  will  earnestly  and  gladly  do  all  we  can.

Our  own 
worthy  Five  Points  Mission  has  been  generously  remembered  by  our 
auxiliaries.  The  auxiliary  in  Twenty-fourth  Street  Church,  New  York 
City,  the  first-born  among  us,  always  abundant  in  love  and  labor,  sent  a 
box  of  blessing  to  a  struggling  woman  in  an  adjoining  city,  who  is  making 
the  weary  struggle  with  poverty  and  ill-health,  under  which  so  many  go 
down.  That  this  Society  may  stimulate  1o  just  such  practial  love  of  the 
neighbor  as  this,  is  greatly  to  be  desired. 

The  Mission  Cii'cles  and  Children's  Bands  are  doing  good  work. 
"Home  Missions"  seems  to  appeal  especially  to  the  young  people,  and 
had  we  an  organizer  who  could  give  time  and  strength  to  the  work,  these 
efficient  little  societies  could  be  indefinitely  multiplied,  and  become  both 
a  power  and  a  blessing  in  our  Churches.  Work  has  been  begun  at  Castle 
Garden  during  the  year,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  a  well-equipped  mis- 
sionary, Mrs.  Helen  A.  Mathews,  engaged  in  this  most  interesting  and 
needy  field. 

AVith  growing  appreciation  of  the  work,  and  growing  faith  and  hope 
among  the  workers,  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  as  we  enter  upon  a 
new  year  of  service  and  blessing.

Northi  Ohio  Conferen.ce. 

The  North  Ohio  Conference  Society  has  been  one  of  steady  growth 
from  the  beginning.  Our  people  are  not  sensational,  but  their  intelligent 
enthusiasm  can  be  relied  upon  from  one  year  to  another.     During  the  last 


year,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Hughes,  our  efficient  Corresponding  Secretary  ami  Treas- 
urer, was  compelled  to  retire  from  office  by  reason  of  overwork.  Subse- 
quently the  burden  was  divided,  i.nd  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer  were  appointed  separately.  Since  that  time  we  have  been 
learning  our  trades;  but  we  trust  tlie  work  has  not  sufl'ered  in  our  hands. 
We  held  our  annual  session  at  Sandu'^ky,  June  10th  and  11th,  wheie  we 
were  visited  by  INIesdames  Hayes  and  Rust,  who  were  a  very  great  source 
of  inspiration  and  encouragement  to  us.  In  tlie  evening  Mrs.  Hayes  pre- 
sided over  a  large  and  crowded  meeting,  which  Mrs.  Kust  addressed  on 
the  work  as  a  whole.  A  good  degree  of  interest  was  manifested,  and 
three  life  members  were  made.  A  full  quota  of  efficient  officers  for  each 
District  was  elected,  who  are  now  actively  at  work.  They  have  their 
encouragements  and  their  discouragements;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  out- 
look is  promising. 

The  Society  authorized  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  provide  Con- 
ference stationery,  containing  a  Conference  Directory,  for  letter-head, 
and  a  card  of  general  directions  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  page.  This 
has  been  done,  and  it  has  been  found  very  helpful.  During  the  year  we 
have  named  thirteen  life  members,  the  payments  of  whicli  are  all  com- 
plete but  three.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Xorwalk  Auxiliary  next  prior  to 
his  death,  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Jones  visited  the  meeting,  made  his  wife 
a  life  member,  and  reported  that  he  had  deposited  with  the  Missionary 
Society  $2,000  as  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which,  in  a  state  of  inheritance, 
shall  revert  to  the  "Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  "  forever  and  ever." 

About  fifty  Nickel  Fund  books  have  been  distributed,  from  which  a 
fair  sum  has  been  received  and  forwarded  to  the  Chicago  Training-school, 
through  the  General  Treasury.  There  are  few,  if  any.  Bureaus  (in  active 
operation)  which  have  not  been  recognized  and  aided  during  the  year. 
The  District  Secretaries  have  provided  for  the  subjects  to  be  represented 
at  the  several  District  Ministerial  Associations.  In  September  I  visited 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference,  and  presented  a  report 
of  our  Society,  and  Bishop  Mallalieu  gave  the  anniversary  address  to  ^ 
overcrowded  house.  Under  right  circumstances  we  are  ready  to  take  up 
the  work  of  the  coming  j^ear,  and  wait  in  earnest  faith  to  see  w"hat  the 
year  may  bring  forth.  The  total  amount  of  money  contributed  by  our 
Conference  Society  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  General  Treasurer.

A  DEVOTED  minister  once  said :  "  The  nearer  I  get  to  the  end  of  life 
the  less  do  my  thoughts  seem  to  dwell  upon  the  felicities  of  heaven,  and 
the  more  upon  the  necessities  of  this  poor  world.  M}-  concern  shall  be, 
not  about  the  place  Jesus  is  preparing  for  me,  but  that  I  may  help  prepare 
a  place  on  earth  for  him."  With  a  measure  of  this  spirit  ice  entered  upon, 
the  duties  of  the  past  year  trmtingly,  hoping  to  be  able  to  help  make  some 
of  the  dark  spots  in  our  own  loved  land  at  least  one  shade  brighter  by  our 
efforts.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  our  plans  were  made  for  the 
work  of  organizing  the  entire  unorganized  portions  of  our  Conference,  as 
well  as  of  visiting  those  auxiliaries  that  are  yet  weak  and  need  help,  and 
thus  to  awaken  in  the  hearts  of  all  our  Christian  women  an  interest  in  the 
salvation  of  our  neglected  countrywomen.  But  God's  plans  are  infinitely 
better  than  our  own.  Circumstances  unforeseen  have  compelled  us  to 
remain  at  home  most  of  the  year.  By  means  of  pen  and  paper,  as  well  as 
by  sending  out  missionary  literature,  we  have  tried  to  get  the  claims  of  our 
Society  before  the  people.  The  dear  Lord  knows  the  persistent  effort  it 
takes  to  keep  this  work  moving  actively  and  successfully. 
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"We  wish  we  were  able  to  report  every  auxiliarj^  within  our  Conference 
engaged  in  active  work;  but  we  can  not  do  this;  for  ten  of  tlie  forty-nine 
auxiUarieg  reported  hist  year  we  have  been  unable  to  hear  from,  and  one  is 
reported  as  dead.  While  we  regret  to  report  the  death  of  any,  we  rejoice 
to  be  able  to  announce  the  birth  of  some.  Tiie  progress  made  during  the 
past  year  is  shown  by  the  following  statement:

That  remarkable  poem,  "The  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men," 
(especially  the  second  line)  seems  very  forcible  to  me  at  this  date,  for  we 
had  not  only  our  Conference  Secretary,  but  had  elected  a  delegate,  Mrs.  J. 
P.  Negus,  and  an  alternate,  for  this  Annual  Meeting;  but  through  illness 
they  are  all  absent.  The  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an  assured  fact 
in  this  Conference,  and  the  interest  is  steadily  increasing.  The  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  has  been  persistent  and  indefatigable  in  her  work,  hav- 
ing written  200  letters  and  postals.  During  her  long  and  very  severe  illness 
she  has  in  a  most  marvelous  way  aided  us,  and  her  efforts  have  been  con- 
tinuous. She  has  been  greatly  helped  by  an  eminently  successful  assistant, 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Negus,  who  gave  herself  most  generously  to  this  work,  and  who 
organized  Societies  at  Sibley,  Sanborn,  and  Clear  Lake,  with  an  aggregate 
number  of  42  members  and  18  subscribers  to  Home  Missinns.  Mrs. 
Negus,  but  for  serious  illness,  would  be  present  at  this  session  and  give  a 
full  report  of  her  work,  so  well  accomplished.  Her  visits  to  Cherokee  and 
Le  Mars  were  of  invaluable  aid,  as  these  Societies,  organized  in  1883,  would 
doubtless  have  been  extinct  wathout  this  added  care.  I  had  hoped  for  a 
full  month  of  w^ork  in  this  blessed  field,  but  was  prevented. 

Friday,  August  27th,  I  took  the  6  P.  M.  train  in  Anamosa,  to  be  in 
Fort  Dodge  at  4j  A.  M.,  where,  the  following  Sunday  morning,  after  an 
address,  I  organized  an  auxiliary  of  37  members,  with  8  subscribers.  In 
accordance  with  my  invariable  custom  (if  possible)  I  went  from  house  to 
house,  on  Monday,  soliciting  members  and  subscribers.  Endeavored,  by 
letter,  to  arrange  to  speak  at  Fonda,  Sac  City,  Ida  Grove,  Sioux  City,  and 
Sargeant's  Bluffs ;  but  some  of  the  ministers  were  absent,  and  hence  could 
not  have  meetings. 

The  j'oungest  member  in  this  Conference  is  Leon  Prusia,  of  Fort 
Dodge,  four  and  a  half  years  old. 

At  Dakota  City,  Tuesday  eA'ening,  August  31st,  I  formed  an  auxiliary  of 
18  members  and  2  subscribers.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Grace,  who  drove  from  house  to  house  in  the  morning,  inviting  an 
audience.  Mrs.  Grace  sends  $15  this  year  from  her  Band  of  "  "Willing 
Workers,"  who  now  number  20 ;  and  I  was  delighted  to  be  introduced  ;to 
the  little  President.  Notwithstanding  a  darkness  that  might  almost  '%e 
felt,"  with  thunder  and  lightning,  and  an  attractive  address  before  the 
Normal  school,  on  the  evening  of  September  2d,  at  Emmettsburg,!  organ- 
ized an  auxiliary  of  16  members  and  3  subscribers.  Our  Third  Anniversary 
occurred  on  the  afternoon  of  September  24,  1886,  in  the  beautiful  new 
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church  in  Webster  City,  when  a  Presiding  Elder  said  :  "Wliat  a  wonder- 
ful meeting  you  had!"  for  we  were  favored  witii  tlie  helpful  presence  of 
Dr.  Hattield  and  Bishop  Bowman.  A  delightful  hour  and  a  half  was  spent 
in  the  interests  of  Home  Missions.  Dr.  Hatfield's  address  was  liighly 
appreciated,  and  he  was  followed  ))y  Bishop  Bowman  in  a  most  convinc- 
ingly eloquent  address. 

Preceding  these  were  the  report  of  the  Conference  Secretary  by  Mrs. 
Negus;  the  minutes  of  last  meeting  by  our  valnal)le  Kecording  Secretary, 
Mrs.  A.  G.  Carter,  and  brief  report  and  remarks  by  Mrs.  Springer.  Mrs.  L. 
C.  Woodford  read  the  Scripture  lessons  moat  impressively.  Our  pains- 
taking Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Shessler,  was  too  ill  to  be  present,  but  sent  a 
most  encouraging  report  of  supplies  and  money.  The  ofticers  for  the  year 
were  elected,  and  very  generous  resolutions  of  thanks  were  given  Mrs. 
Springer  for  her  presence  and  aid.  Collections,  $10.  One  could  have  no 
heart  to  organize  Home  Missionary  Societies  in  this  Conference  of  self-sac- 
rificing heroes  if  a  salary  was  given  for  such  work ;  but  as  nothing  is 
received  but  the  collection,  no  one  is  wronged,  and  every  penny  for  dues 
can  be  used  in  our  constant,  necessary  calls.  I  received  33  subscribers  at 
Conference  for  Home  Missions.  "The  Helper  yonder  aids  the  helper 
here."

North." west  Kansas  Conference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  w^as 
organized  in  March,  1885;  but  the  ladies  whose  names  were  presented  for 
Conference  organization  had  not  been  previously  spoken  to,  and  with 
some  this  work  was  an  impossibility,  while  others  were  already  engaged 
in  the  Foreign  work,  and  consequently  our  cause  has  not  advanced  as 
rapidly  as  we  could  wish.  Our  Conference  is  new;  our  Churches  are 
many  of  them  poor,  and  scarcely  able  to  sustain  themselves,  while  others 
in  towns  can  do  quite  a  little  in  the  way  of  contributing  clothing  and  lit- 
erature. We  have  several  ministers  who  have  been  helped  by  our  Society, 
and  others  who  must  have  help  or  be  in  real  want  before  the  opening  of 
the  Spring.  Our  people  are  kind-hearted,  free,  and  generous,  and  many 
times  we  are  surprised  at  their  willingness  to  help  in  all  enterprises  for 
the  advancement  of  God's  cause.  We  feel  sure  that  as  soon  as  the  people 
of  Kansas  can  possibly  do  it,  they  will  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with 
those  of  our  sister  States  in  the  great  and  glorious  cause  of  Home 
Missions. 

We  have  now  7  auxiliaries  in  our  Conference,  about  80  annual  mem- 
bers, and  80  subscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions.  I  find  it  hard  to 
obtain  complete  reports  from  auxiliaries  (although  blanks  have  been  pro- 
vided), and  therefore  can  not  tell  just  what  has  been  done  as  a  Confer- 
ence. Our  auxiliary  at  Kirwin  is  a  live  one,  and  preparations  are  being 
fbade  to  help  in  the  way  of  clothing,  library-books,  and  a  large  collection 
of  trinkets  for  the  Indians.  We  have  also,  in  connection  with  our  auxil- 
iary, a  local  department,  which  we  feel  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  own 
town,  as  Ave  have  a  large  number  of  persons  who  never  attend  Church, 
and  this  reaches  the  masses  as  nothing  else  has  done.  Our  Master  said, 
"icro  yeiand  teach,"  and  God  is  blessing  our  efi"orts.  We  are  trusting  and 
wprkng'for  this  cause  when  and  wherever  we  can,  for  we  feel  sure  it  is  of 
God,  aad  the  needs  of  our  people  are  very  great.

One  year  ago  we  were  glad  to  welcome  the  Annual  Convention  to  our 
hearts  and  homes,  and  thankfully  and  heartily  enjoyed  its  session  among 
us.  The  intervening  time  has  sped  rapidly  away,  and  we  are  thankful 
that  we  have  been  mercifully  spared  to  meet  again.  We  have  not  accom- 
plished as  much  during  the  year  as  we  had  wished,  but  in  the  multiplicity 
of  our  duties  we  have  done  what  we  could.  There  have  been  seven  new 
auxiliaries  formed,  and  one  or  two  have  written  that  they  must  needs  dis- 
continue for  a  time,  to  be  renewed  in  the  future.  Our  auxiliaries  have 
done  grandly,  both  in  money  and  supplies,  as  will  be  shown  in  the 
Treasurer's  report. 

On  March  9th,  an  all-day  meeting  was  held  in  the  Green  Street 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  morning  was  devoted  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  election  of  officers.  An  excellent  representation  was  pres- 
ent from  the  different  auxiliaries,  and  the  session  was  exceedingly  interest- 
ing, though  we  regretted  the  withdrawal  from  office  of  all  our  District 
Managers  save  one.  Our  Recording  Secretary  also  resigned,  as  she  was 
about  to  start  for  Europe.  We  have  scarcely  recovered  from  so  much 
change,  though  our  new  incumbents  have  nobly  taken  up  the  work, 
under  our  motto,  "  For  love  of  Christ  and  in  his  name."  We  regret  to  add 
that  one  of  them,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Reynolds,  has  been  stricken,  within  the  past 
two  or  three  weeks,  with  paralysis.  We  commend  her  to  your  prayerful 
sympathy.  A  District  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon  ;  Mrs.  Boswell 
presided.  The  ten-minute  papers,  of  which  there  were  several  on  differ- 
ent topics,  as  well  as  the  reports  of  the  Secretaries,  were  exceptionally 
well  prepared.  In  the  evening  a  meeting  was  held  at  which  addresses 
were  made  by  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft  and  Rev.  G.  Cummins.  Also  a  Dis- 
trict meeting  has  been  held  in  the  N.  W.  District,  at  the  Tabernacle  Church. 

We  have  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten  members,  with  three 
hundred  and  ninety  subscribers  to  the  paper  —  Home  Missions.  Our 
special  work,  the  building  of  the  Matthew  Simpson  Memorial  Home,  at 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  has  been  completed,  and  is,  we  have  been  told,  a 
model  of  beauty,  and  one  to  which  we  can  refer  with  pride  and  satisfac- 
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tion.  While  this  has  been  dietinctivelj'  our  work,  we  have  not  contracted 
our  benevolenceK,  but  have  contributed  to  all  branches  of  the  f^eneral 
work.  We  have  adopted  a  systematic  plan  of  local  work,  and  have  ar- 
ranj^'cd  for  meetings  in  the  several  Districts  within  the  next  few  months. 
Tliere  is  no  poetry  in  my  report,  uidess  there  v.s  poetry  in  Jigures,  as  we 
have  the  honor  of  leading  in  the  c(jntributions  of  this  year.

Rock  Ri^v^er  Conferen.ce. 

Ax  advance  in  thought  and  feeling  and  recognition  has  been  manifested 
in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  in  the  Rock  River  Conference  the  past  year. 
Our  own  city  work  is  claiming  the  attention  of  Christians  and  benevolent 
workers  in  eveiy  line,  and  no  previous  year  of  its  history  marks  so  large  im- 
pulse and  effort  in  this  direction.  Our  Training-school  promises  to  be  a 
large  factor  in  the  efficiency  of  this  work.  It  is  now  established  in  a 
locality  convenient  for  access  to  all  parts  of  the  citj-,  and  will  open  during 
the  coming  season  with  enlarged  advantages  and  increased  numbers. 
This  enterprise  was  projected  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
two  years  before  its  inauguration  under  the  present  auspices;  and  impor- 
tant steps  were  taken  towards  its  establishment.  The  union  under  which 
it  is  now  organized,  making  a  Training-school  for  Foreign  as  well  as  Home 
Missionaries,  does  not  carry  it  out  of  the  province  of  our  report.  The  S1,000 
that  the  Home  Missionary  Society  pledged  in  1882  for  the  foundation  of 
such  a  school,  and  the  steps  taken  by  our  Committee  to  secure  a  site  for 
its  establishment,  give  to  our  Society  the  proprietorship  of  the  original 
idea.  Xevertheless  we  welcome  the  happy  auspices  of  this  connectional 
work  of  the  different  Church  benevolences,  and  the  promise  ihat  it  gives 
of  the  greater  benefit  to  the  neglected  classes. 

Our  chosen  line  of  work  in  the  city,  among  the  Bohemians,  was  not 
put  in  operation,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  competent  mis- 
sionary. A  small  sum  has  been  expended  in  Sunday-school  literature, 
and  advances  have  been  made  looking  to  more  efficient  work  the  coming 
year.  Our  interest  in  other  lines  of  work  continues  to  increase.  Our 
statistics  show  a  large  number  of  beneficiaries  aided  in  the  South,  and 
large  funds  contributed  to  the  Lucy  Hayes  School-houses.  Intelligence 
concerning  the  nature  and  necessity  of  our  work  is  constantly  gaining 
ground,  and  a  consequent  interest  in  the  diff'erent  departments  is  increasing. 
All  our  auxiliaries  are  interested  in  sending  supplies  to  thfi  needy  frontier, 
and  we  have  some  that  are  models  in  this  Une.  Young  People's  Societies 
are  increasing ;  and  the  history  of  some  of  our  Children's  Bands  would  be 
inspiring  to  relate.  And  so  we  hope  to  "  hold  the  beginning  of  our  confi- 
dence steadfast  unto  the  end."

At  our  last  Annual  Conference  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
held  its  anniversary.

Southiern  California  Conference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  partially  organized  in  our 
Conference.  In  the  Los  Angeles  District  we  have  six  auxiliaries — one 
each  at  Fort  Street,  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  Riverside,  Alhambra,  San  Ber- 
nardina,  and  Colton.  These  raised  and  expended  during  the  year  $732, 
besides  sending  supplies  of  clothing  and  furniture,  of  which  no  estimate 
has  been  made.  In  accordance  with  the  permission  received  from  the 
General  Society  one  year  ago,  the  work  has  been  confined  to  the  aiding 
of  our  own  needy  preachers.  Much  good  has  been  done,  more  than  a 
dozen  ministers  and  their  families  receiving  substantial  aid.  At  the  re- 
cent session  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  September,  the  work  was  heart- 
ilj-^  approved,  and  a  Conference  organization  was  effected.  The  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Board  was  held  October  14th.  It  was  then  voted  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  to  this  Conference  for  the  present  year, 
with  the  understanding  that  it  is  on  condition  that  the  money  be  raised 
within  the  Conference.  We  are  not  yet  in  condition  to  undertake  any 
work  outside  of  the  Conference  bounds,  but  our  work  is  growing  rapidly, 
and  new  fields  are  opening  before  us.  Our  ministers  are  obliged  to  endure 
great  privations  and  hardships,  but  in  due  time  we  shall  become  strong, 
when  we  shall  be  able  to  help  in  the  general  work  of  the  Society.  The 
Society  has  been  greatly  aided  in  the  work  of  organizing  by  the  ministers, 
and  particularly  by  the  Presiding  Elder,  Rev.  R.  W.  C.  Farnsworth,  of  Los 
Angeles  District.

Soutlnern  Illinois  Con.ference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Con- 
ference was  organized  last  June,  by  Mrs.  Jennie  F.  Willing.  Mrs.  M.  H. 
Villars  was  elected  Corresponding  Secretary,  but  subsequently  she  removed 
from  the  Conference  and  resigned  her  office,  and  the  present  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  was  elected  on  the  18th  of  September.  Mrs.  Willing  also 
organized  Lebanon  District,  and  an  Auxiliary  Society  in  Lebanon.  We 
now  have  two  Districts  organized,  and  four  auxiliaries,  with  one  Juvenile 
Band  in  Lebanon.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  visited  two  District 
Conferences,  and  one  camp-meeting,  in  the  interest  of  the  work.  She 
was  unable  to  attend  our  Annual  Conference  ;  but  our  work  was  repre- 
sented by  our  efficient  President,  Mrs. .E.  A.  Hypes,  and  also  an  address 
was  made  by  one  of  our  ministers,  after  which  the  Conference  passed  a  res- 
olution favoring  our  work.  Like  all  new  organizations  in  our  Conference, 
the  work  has  commenced  slowly,  but  we  trust  surely.     And  we  hope  to  be 
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able,  at  our  next  Annual  Meeting,  to  report  a  year  of  successful  work  in 
trying,  though  in  a  feeble  way,  to  further  the  interest  of  our  Redeemer's 
kingdom.

Texas  Conference. 

This  Conference  is  deeply  interested  in  the  work  and  schools  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society.  Tlie  people  are  poor,  and  in  some  places  have 
almost  no  educational  opportunities,  but  they  very  earnestly  desire  to  se- 
cure such  advantages.  A  marked  improvemenet  has  taken  place  in  the 
morals  of  the  people  during  the  five  years  since  the  work  was  inaugurated. 
Mothers  are  anxious  that  their  daughters  shall  become  educated  and  thus 
prepared  for  future  usefulness. 

The  special  work  which  has  been  undertaken  by  this  Conference,  is 
the  Industrial  school  near  Harrisburg,  Texas.  The  brethren  of  the  Con- 
ference have  aided  in  the  purchase  of  property,  and  have  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  the  establishment  of  a  school.  Nearly  fifty  acres  of  good  land 
near  the  town  have  been  secured  and  a  good  building  has  been  erected 
thereon."  Under  the  circumstances  we  feel  thankful  that  we  have  no  larger 
debt  than  $140,  although  this  sum  is  a  very  severe  tax  on  our  limited  re- 
sources. 

Our  Society  numbers  996  members  and  48  Mother's  Jewels,  and  46 
copies  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  are  taken.  The  auxiliaries  have  paid 
during  the  year  $285.53  into  the  treasury ;  special  contributions  have 
amounted  to  $123.54,  making  a  total  of  $409.07,  This  sum  of  money 
represents  great  labor  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  our  poor  people,  many 
of  whom  are  struggling  through  life  without  sympathy  or  help.  A  mother 
wrote  to  us  some  time  since  to  know  if  we  could  accommodate  her  and 
her  ten  children,  as  she  needed  help  in  training  them  right.  We  ask  for 
them,  and  all  such,  the  prayers  and  sympathy  of  friends  throughout  the 
Church.  And  we  pray  God's  blessing  on  all  our  dear  sisters  who  are 
working  for  our  improvement  and  elevation.

Troy  Con.feren.ce. 

Another  year  of  blessed  opportunities  has  been  ours,  in  which  we  have 
found  much  to  do  for  our  Lord  and  Master.  Sometimes;  as  we  have  looked 
forward  to  the  work,  our  hearts  have  well-nigh  failed  us;  but  we  have 
learned  to  "  lean  hard  upon  the  strong  Arm  "  that  has  been  our  sure  sup- 
port in  every  trying  hour,  and  the  work  has  gone  steadily  on.  Our  statis- 
tical report  is  as  follows :

A  large  number  of  leaflets  and  copies  of  Home  Missums  have  been 
distributed.  District  meetings  have  been  held  on  nearly  every  District 
with  good  results.  Some  of  our  Societies  have  done  grand  work.  We 
should  like  to  give  a  report  of  each,  if  space  could  be  allowed  us.  Our 
Young  Ladies'  Societies  are  doing  nobly.    One  organized  by  the  pastor  of 
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tlie  Cluirch  in  January,  has  raised  $50  to  furnish  a  room  in  Kent  Home, 
and  sent  a  valuable  box  of  furnishings  ;  also  a  barrel  of  new  clothing  to  a 
family  on  the  frontier;  clotlied  aiid  gathered  twenty  children  into  the 
Sunday-school,  and  assisted  largely  in  the  support  of  an  invalid  lady, 
member  of  tlieir  Church. 

Our  s])ecial  work,  which  one  year  ago  was  in  the  nebulous  state,  has 
taken  form  and  grown,  until  to-d;iy  we  come  to  jiresent  to  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  a  building  of  superior  construction  for  an  In- 
dustrial Home,  completed  and  free  from  debt.  It  is  considered  by  com- 
petent judges  the  best-built  house  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  It  has 
accommodations  for  from  twelve  to  thirty  girls.  All  of  the  bedding,  linen, 
dishes,  etc,  have  been  contributed  by  the  Societies  of  Troy  Conference. 
Every  room  bears  the  name  of  some  one  for  whom  generous,  loving 
friends  have  given  the  amount  necessary  for  that  purpose.  Two  of  these 
sums  came  from  other  Conferences;  one  from  Central  New  York,  and  one 
from  North  Carolina.  We  should  have  failed  in  our  undertaking  had  not 
Mrs.  J.  Kent,  of  Gloversville,  aided  us  by  a  gift  of  $1,150;  thus  naming  the 
building  Kent  Home,  in  memory  of  her  late  noble.  Christian  husband,  to 
whose  kind  words  of  encouragement  we  are  indebted  for  the  energy  tliat  en- 
abled us  to  carry  forward  this  work.  Surely  it  is  a  fitting  monument  to 
the  memory  of  so  true  a  Christian  gentleman.  We  desire  to  thank  the  kind 
friends  who  have,  by  deeds  and  words,  helped  us  to  accomplish  this  work. 
This  Home  is  to  be  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  S.  D.  Snow,  of  Gloversville,  a 
lady  of  superior  Christian  character  and  executive  ability,  and  will  be 
opened  about  November  1st.  If  the  good  is  accomplished  that  we  hope 
for,  the  ladies  of  Troy  Conference  will  not  have  worked  in  vain.

Upper  Iowa  Conference. 

A  LONG  time  ago,  the  Indian  Chief,  Wapello,  said  to  our  Iowa  mission- 
aries: '*  You  make  a  great  mistake  when  you  teach  our  young  braves ;  they 
go  away  to  the  hunt  and  on  the  war-path,  and  forget  what  you  have  said. 
Teach  our  squaws — thej'  will  teach  all  the  children  and  their  braves,  and 
all  will  be  learned."  After  several  decades,  we  ai-e  beginning  to  follow 
this  wise  counsel  of  our  (so  called)  savage  brother,  and  have  actually  be- 
come conscious  of  certain  moral  obligations  to  the  wretched  women  and 
children  of  our  own  native  land.  And  while  we  can  not  report  a  Society 
in  even  every  wealthy  charge  in  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  the  ultima 
thule  of  my  heart,  yet  we  can  tell  the  "Watchman  of  the  night"  that  the 
morning  gradually  dawns  !  Having  yielded  my  Fall  term  in  the  Academy, 
for  the  last  three  years,  for  Home  Missionary  work,  it  was  imperative  to 
give  my  undivided  attention  to  my  school  and  Home  work  until  the  last 
of  May  ;  but  at  10  A.  M.,  June  3d,  t  secured  an  annex  of  twenty-two  mem- 
bers to  the  little  society  formed  that  dark,  rainy  Monday  night,  at  Delmar 
Junction.  Here,  too,  is  a  flourishing  Young  Ladies'  Mission  Band.  At  8 
P.  M.,  at  Elwood  (where  I  had  given  an  address  before  the  Davenport 
District  Woman's  Foreign  "Missionary  Convention,  the  previous  Friday 
evening),  I  organized  a  Society  of  twenty  members,  with  ten  subscribers  for 
Home  Missions.  And  though  plans  were  laid  and  letters  written,  no  further 
opportunity  came  for  this  work  till  July  11th,  at  De  Witt,  where  twenty- 
seven  members  and  five  subscribers  were  securerl.  I  gave  an  address  be- 
fore the  Miles  Society,  Monday  evening,  July  12th,  and  in  spite  of  the 
heat,  a  well-filled  church  was  the  welcome  greeting.  July  25th,  at  Osage, 
forty-three  members  and  seven  subscribers  were  obtained.  Held  a  Mission- 
ary "  Conversational  "  at  Waverly,  July  27th,  whose  royal  workers  are 
just  now   busy    on  a  new  broadcloth   suit  for   a    poor  minister  on  the 
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frontier.  July  30tli,  helped  the  Janesville  ladies  in  their  Society,  and  carry 
ever  in  my  heart  the  thanks  expressed  by  the  lovely  President.  August 
1st,  atCliarles  City,  secured  twenty  members  and  two  subscribers.  August 
<Stli,  at  Monmouth,  secured  tweuty-niiie  members  and  ten  subscribers.  Au- 
gust 22d,  I  was  invited  by  the  pastor  to  i)resent  this  cause  at  Burgess, 
where  twelve  members  constitute  the  entire  Cliurch — a  lady  is  the  steward 
and  class-leader — yet  here  obtained  sixteen  members,  three  subscribers, 
and  one  Mother's  Jewel,  Maud  A.  Reed;  but  an  hour  later  the  mother 
said,  "  Maud  must  be  a  member,  and  henceforth  earn  her  own  two  cents  for 
each  week."  When  this  little  three-year  old  pet  reaches  woman's  estate, 
no  Home  or  Foreign  Missionary  worker  will  have  to  plead  with  her  for 
two  cents  a  week,  and  one  hour  a  month  for  humanity's  needs,  and  be 
denied  as  "entirely  too  busy!"  That  evening,  at  Baldwin,  secured 
twelve  members  and  three  subscribers.  Monday  evening,  August  23d,  at 
Onslow,  formed  a  Society  of  seventeen  members  and  three  subscribers. 
The  pastor  here,  like  a  few  others,  is  always  present  to  encourage  and  aid 
in  the  Monthly  Missionary  Meetings.  September  5tli,  at  Hampton,  obtained 
thirty  members  and  nine  subscribers.  Here  we  have  the  youngest  member 
of  our  Conference  Society,  Miss  Nellie  Taylor,  aged  two  years ;  then  Miss 
Reed,  three  years;  then  Mr.  Blaine  Taylor,  four  years.  September  19th, 
at  Allison,  twenty  members  and  thirteen  subscribers.  Notwithstanding 
the  attractions  of  a  theater  on  Monday  evening,  September  20th,  at  Clarks- 
ville,  formed  a  Society  of  ten  members  and  five  subscribers;  SeptemVjer 
21st,  at  Rockford,  of  twelve  members  and  four  subscribers.  Making  an 
increase  since  June  of  255  members. 

Anamosa,  which  sent  $37.25  the  first  year,  the  largest  sum  in  Upper 
Iowa  Conference  for  1883,  has  a  Juvenile  Band  of  thirteen  little  folks, 
dating  September,  1886.  Hundreds  of  Home  Missions  are  taken  in  the  Con- 
ference ;  hundreds  of  letters  and  postals  have  been  written  by  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  and  3,430  miles  traveled  in  this  blessed  work ;  and 
though  this  grain  of  wheat  is  very  small,  yet  comparing  the  lone  member- 
ship dues  of  1881  and  1882  of  Rev.  B.  Isbell  and  myself,  only  $4  for  our 
First  Annual  Report,  with  over  $1,300  (in  money  and  supplies  in  our  Con- 
ference Minutes)  for  1886,  it  seems  Galileo  was  right,  "The  world  moves!" 

I  was  present  at  a  very  pleasant  tea-meeting,  July  13th,  at  Center  Junc- 
tion, with  twenty-seven  earnest  co-laborers,  and  secured  nine  subscribers 
and  fifteen  Mother's  Jewels.  Pleasant  tidings  come  from  the  thirty-five  at 
Faj'ette,  where  montldy  meetings  and  quarterly  teas  are  never  forgotten ; 
from  Jefferson  Street,  Waterloo,  whose  helpful  pastor  sends  the  cheery  mes- 
sage, "  Your  Society  here  is  immortal ;"  while  the  Davenport,  Mt.  Vernon, 
Iowa  City,  and  Cedar  Falls  ladies  have  accomplished  great  things  for  the 
Master.  I  was  with  the  Parkersburg  Society,  September  28th,  when  a 
charming  missionary  tea  was  given  V>y  one  of  the  "  faithful."  Our  Fourth 
Anniversary  was  held  at  Cedar  Falls,  October  2d,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Clippen  pre- 
siding. For  the  first  time  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  were  all  present,  each  to  read  her  own  report;  that 
of  our  faithful  Treasurer  being  full  of  encouragement. 

The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  duly  elected,  and  real  interest 
was  expressed.  A  wonderful  event  must  be  recorded  !  The  Vernon  Prairie 
Society,  that  has  doubled  its  membership  in  the  last  two  years,  sent  S2  for 
Contingent  Fund,  for  my  railroad  fare  to  Detroit,  the  first  I  have  ever  re- 
ceived. Thirty-two  subscribers  were  secured  at  Conference,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  13.01. 

Over  1,000  members  remain  in  the  more  than  fifty  old  and  new  Societies 
organized,  during  the  last  four  years,  without  taking  a  penny  from  our 
National  Treasury,  or  from  any  local  society.  Nine-tenths  have  continued 
the  work  faithfully,  the  other  tenth  must  be  revisited.  To  have  our  ever 
busy  General  Corresponding  Secretary  say,  "I  have  read  your  report,  in 
our  Second  Annual,  at  least  fifteen  times,"  is  wondrous  cheer  to  me.     And 
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entering  tlie  home  of  our  Lord,  with  the  tender,  loving  eyes  of  our  best. 
upon  us,  if  tlie  Master  shall  count  us  as  of  "  those  women  who  labored 
with  me  in  the  Gospel,  whose  names  are  in  the  Book  of  Life,"  how  com- 
plete the  fruition !

West  Nebraskia.  Con.ference. 

Two  years  ago,  our  Conference  Society  was  organized.  From  that  time 
to  the  present,  the  pastors  have  been  urged  to  organize  auxiliaries  in  their 
charges,  but  only  two  have  as  yet  been  organized.  While  the  country  is 
so  new  and  sparsely  settled  and  the  work  in  a  formative  state,  and  while 
so  much  other  work  is  to  be  done,  our  pastors  can  not  give  the  attention 
to  organizing  this  work  that  they  would  like  to  do.  The  great  distances  to 
travel  between  charges,  with  poor  means  of  conveyance  from  one  place  to 
another,  in  most  cases  have  made  it  impracticable  for  the  officers  of  the 
Conference  Society  to  visit  the  difterent  charges,  and  in  person  attend  to 
the  work  of  organizing  auxiliaries.  But  as  both  preachers  and  people  are 
coming  to  realize  that,  in  missionary  appropriations  and  supplies  received, 
ours  is  a  Home  Mission-field  in  the  fullest  sense,  we  feel  confident  that 
many  more  auxiliaries  will  be  organized  during  the  ensuing  year. 

If  not  much  work  has  thus  far  been  done  in  the  direction  of  giving 
aid  to  others  by  those  engaged  in  the  work  here,  much  has  been  done  in 
receiving  supplies  from  abroad,  and  distributing  them  to  those  who  are 
very  needy  within  our  bounds.  From  the  growth  of  our  work  in  this  new 
and  great  section  of  the  country,  and  the  inspiration  upon  our  preachers 
and  members,  we  feel  assured  that  all  the  help  received  from  abroad  will 
in  due  time  be  returned  many  fold  to  encourage  and  help  others  in  the 
time  of  their  beginning  and  weakness.  Still  remember,  help,  and  pray 
for  us.

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West  Texas   Conference. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  i)ast  year,  there  comes  to  me  an  impres- 
sion that  the  foundations  for  future  work  are  being  laid  deep  and  strong. 
Slowly — very  slowly — it  is  true;  hut  when  we  consider  that  these  people 
had  almost  every  thing  to  It  arn,  and  only  a  very  few  of  the  older  ones 
have  learned  to  read,  you  may  get  a  little  glimpse  of  some  of  the  difficul- 
ties to  be  overcome  in  order  to  carry  on  successful  work  in  our  auxiliaries. 
The  conditions  compel  that  our  work  shall  be  mostly  educational.  Next 
month  in  our  auxiliary,  we  begin  an  explanation  ol  the  origin  and  work 
of  the  different  societies  connected  with  our  Methodism. 

Our  Waco  Auxiliary  is  nearly  two  years  old,  and  is  in  a  thriving  condi- 
tion. The  members  entered  earnestly  upon  mission-school  work,  gathered 
and  clothed  the  orphaned  and  neglected  little  ones.  When  the  school  had 
increased  to  over  forty,  they  opened  the  church  for  shelter,  warmth,  and 
instruction.  During  the  AVinter  and  Spring,  eighty-three  pupils  attended. 
They  also  furnished  ten  dollars  to  a  beneficiary  in  Central  Tennessee. 
Their  President,  Mrs.  Westbrooks,  is  an  earnest  worker.  I^ot  long  ago  she 
organized  a  new  auxiliary  at  Milford. 

Our  Austin  Auxiliary,  one  of  the  results  of  our  Conference  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Meeting,  was  organized  the  first  of  .January.  In  March 
our  very  efficient  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  Scott,  was  taken  from  us  by  death. 
The  Vice-presidents  have  filled  the  chair  as  well  as  they  could,  but  we 
have  missed  her.  The  completing  and  furnishing  of  the  audience-room  of 
Wesley,  our  new,  beautiful,  substantial  chure-h,  to  which  the  women  have 
made  regular  monthly  contributions,  has  somewhat  hindered  the  collection 
of  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  dues;  still  we  have  sent  seven  dol- 
lars to  the  General  Treasury,  and  used  fourteen  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents  for  local  work.  We  had  a  small  (fifteen  pupils)  but  efficient  Mission 
School,  taught  by  our  Recording  Secretary,  Miss  Ida  Xorris,  until  stopped 
by  scarlet  fever.  In  March  I  received  a  barrel  of  mission  goods,  and  dis- 
tribiited  them  mostly  to  ministers'  families.  We  had  gathered  among  the 
sisters  as  much  in  value,  and  distributed  among  the  sick,  aged,  and  children. 

From  the  first  of  January  to  the  middle  of  April  I  heard  recitations, 
five  mornings  in  the  week,  of  mothers  of  families  or  young  women  obliged 
to  work,  so  they  could  not  attend  school. 

Our  Conference  Mass-meeting  was  attended  by  many  of  the  preachers. 
Mrs.  L.  A.  Westbrooks,  President  Hoyt,  of  the  Xew  Orleans  University, 
and  Rev.  C.  P.  Westbrooks  did  eftective  speaking. 

June  13th  we  had  another  mass-meeting  at  night.  There  was  a  good 
audience  and  unflagging  attention.  Report  said  there  was  a  strong  impres- 
sion made  in  regard  to  the  sacredness  of  the  family  relation. 

EXCOURAGEMEXT. 

Quite  an  interest  has  been  awakened  in  unexpected  quarters.  Year 
by  year  I  have  presented  our  "  Woman's  Home  Missions''  for  subscribers 
among  our  white  sisters ;  also  have  given  leaflets  as  opportunity  offered. 
One  sister,  who  subscribed  last  Winter,  became  so  interested  in  the  Chicago 
Mission  Training-school,  that  she  sent  for  a  Xickel  Fund  book,  raised  five 
dollars,  and  sent  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  notwithstanding  she  has  feeble 
health,  and  a  whole  nest-full  of  little  folks.  Another  has  given  substantial 
aid  in  preparing  a  young  woman  to  go  to  an  Industi'ial  school. 

But  the  most  comforting  item  is  from  one  of  the  colored  Presiding 
Elders  of  this  Conference.  He  writes,  of  a  certain  locality,  "  I  felt  they 
needed  especial  instruction  in  regai-d  to  home — the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities connected  with  home  life.''  He  gave  a  lecture.  When  he  had 
spoken  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  was  about  to  close,  a  simultaneous  cry 
burst  from  the  audience,  "Go  on,  go  on;  these  are  the  things  we  need  to 
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know."  He  talked  half  an  hour  longer,  his  large  congregation  sitting 
spell-bound  to  the  end;  then  pathetically  telling  him,  "That's  the  kind  of 
preaching  we  n^-eds." 

May, I  not  hope  that  the  authorities  who  plan  for  us  will  consider  it 
wise  to  send  us  a  missionary,  an  earnest,  competent,  consecrated  woman, 
who,  perhaps,  can  teach  us  something  about  Kindergarten  work,  visit 
among  the  people,  and  plan  for  the  building  of  an  Industrial  Home  for 
Austin,  or,  rather,  at  Austin  for  Texas?

West  Wisconsiii  Conference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  "West  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference has  been  in  existence  only  a  short  time,  so  that  only  a  few 
months  have  been  spent  in  working  up  its  interests.  Late  in  May,  of 
this  year,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  organized  this  Society ;  but  the  excessive 
heat,  and  the  lack  of  knowledge  concerning  the  work,  prevented  it  from 
making  rapid  progress. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  discouragements,  as  soon  as  the  people 
were  taught  the  needs  of  the  work,  they  willingly  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  Society.  We  now  feel  that  the  most  perplexing  part  of  the 
work  has  been  accomplished. 

There  are  six  Presiding  Elders'  Districts  in  this  Conference.  Two  of 
them  are  well  organized,  viz..  Portage  and  Hudson.  We  have  twelve 
auxiliaries  and  Children's  Societies,  with  a  membership  of  294.  There 
are  55  subscribers  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missions.  Thirty-eight  Mite- 
boxes  have  been  distributed,  and  we  have  raised  over  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. Baraboo  Auxiliary  has  raised  forty-four  dollars  to  furnish  a  room 
in  A.  L.  Smith  Home  at  Little  Eock.  The  Children's  Society  at  the 
same  place  raised  twenty  dollars  for  the  work  in  Alaska.  Other  auxil- 
iaries are  raising  funds  for  the  frontiers.  All  are  anxious  to  accomplish 
some  work  for  the  Master.

Perhaps,  however,  as  he  views  his  field,  he  finds 
that  a  few  more  seeds  in  this  place,  or  a  little  more  care  or  watering  in 
another,  would  have  brought  a  greater  success ;  but  this  very  knowledge 
of  wasted  opportunities  is  a  part  of  his  fruits.  So  I  think  we  may  say  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  Wyoming  Conference. 

Our  past  year  has  been  one  of  at  least  ordinary  prosperity.  While  at 
times  clouds  have  hung  over  us  and  threatened  to  bring  to  naught  our 
efforts,  through  faith  we  have  grasped  more  firmly  tlie  hand  of  our 
Divine  Guide,  and,  assured  that  it  was  Ms  work,  not  ours,  we  have 
patiently  awaited  the  results.  Last  year  we  were  able  to  report  but  six 
organizations  within  our  Conference,  after  a  growth  of  more  than  two 
years,  whereas  now  we  have  seventeen  active  auxiliaries  and  one  sleeping 
one,  with  a  total  membership  of  354.  One  honorary  manager  and  five 
life  members  have  been  pledged.  The  twenty  dollars  pledged  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  for  the  Utah  Fund  was  raised  and  paid  by  the  Willing 
Mission  Band  of  Centenary  Church,  Binghamton,  wiiich  was  organized 
last  November,  and  which  has  since  done  noble  service.  Throughout  the 
Conference  many  boxes  of  supplies  have  been  sent  to  the  frontier  and  to 
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the  South.  By  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  room  has  been 
named  in  the  Gilbert  Haven  Home  the  "  Wyoming  Conference  Room." 

We  believe  that  Mrs.  Willing's  preKenc(!  with  us  at  our  Annual  Con- 
ference was  a  benediction  upon  tlie  work  amon<^  us.  Her  a<ldri'SS  was 
wonderful,  and  while  she  so  admirably  presented  the  fields  of  labor  of)en 
to  this  Society,  she  unfolded  also  to  our  women  the  grand  possibilities 
lying  within  their  reacli. 

We  believe  we  are  better  officered  at  present  than  ever  before.  Many 
have  accepted  their  offices  with  promises  to  do  what  they  can  to  promote 
the  work,  and  through  Him,  ujion  whom  we  call  for  help,  we  hope  that 
the  close  of  another  year  will  find  us  far  in  advance  of  the  position  we 
hold  to-day.

Reporfg  from  Bnreaug. 


Report  from  BureatJ.  of  Organ^ization. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization  begs  leave,  respectfullyj 
to  report  for  the  two  years  since  the  Bureau  was  onlered  by  the  General 
Board  of  Managers,  and  erected  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  Last 
year  she  did  not  understand  that  she  was  to  report  to  the  General  Board 
of  JManagers,  as  she  had  made  regular  reports  to  the  General  Executive 
Board,  and  she  supposed  the  substance  of  her  reports  would  be  embodied 
in  those  of  that  Board.  So  it  seems  meet  to  give  the  work  of  the  two 
years  at  this   ime. 

The  Secretary  began  work,  November  15,  1885.  During  the  first  year 
she  worked  ten  months  and  a  half ;  the  second  year  she  worked  only 
seven  months,  though  all  the  time  she  carried  the  correspondence  of  the 
Bureau.  She  began  with  the  usual  difficulties  that  surround  a  new  and 
untried  field.  The  Board  kindly  voted  to  help  her  overcome  the  greatest 
obstacle — her  ignorance — by  requesting  her  to  travel  through  the  South 
and  through  Utah.  She  visited  New  Orleans,  Holly  Springs,  Little  Rock, 
Atlanta,  Ciiattanooga,  Salt  Lake  City,  Provo,  Ogden,  Logan,  and  other 
points  of  interest  in  our  work,  gathering  information  that  has  been  most 
helpful. 

She  desires  to  record  her  gratitude  for  the  many  kindnesses  that  she 
has  received  for  the  work's  sake  from  Bishops  and  all  General  Conference 
officers.  Pastors  have  been  ready  to  welcome  and  aid  to  the  utmost  of 
their  power.  The  dear  and  noble  women,  our  Conference  officers,  have 
received  her  with  open  arms  as  a  sister  beloved.  While  she  has  rested 
for  a  night  in  their  homes,  she  has  rejoiced  in  their  zeal,  and  been  aston- 
ished by  their  patient,  unselfish  devotion  to  the  blessed  cause.  She  has 
gone  from  those  homes  feeling  that  she  would  be  upheld  even  in  her 
utter  weakness  by  the  tender,  loving  prayers  that  have  followed  her  out 
into  the  service  and  the  hard  fields.  God  has  watched  over  her  as  a  pity- 
ing Father  while  she  has  traveled  alone  by  night  and  day  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  miles.  He  has  also  cared  for  the  home  and  its  loved 
occupant. 

She  had  been  in  the  work  but  a  little  while  when  it  became  evident 
to  her  mind  that  the  Conference  Societies  must  be  organized,  not  with  a 
Board  scattered  over  their  territory,  and  so  unable  to  meet,  but  each  with 
some  point  of  central  importance  as  head-quarters,  where  there  should  be 
a  resident  Board  of  IManagers  and  the  principal  officers,  able  to  come 
together  regularly,  and  carry  a  definite  part  of  the  general  work ;  to  select, 
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control,  and  supervise  their  own  organizers,  and  to  aid  in  selecting  mis- 
sionaries from  within  their  bounds.  Most  of  the  Conference  Societies  are 
so  organized,  and  many  of  them  are  doing  most  effective  work. 

Twenty-three  organizers  have  been  recommended  by  their  Conference 
Boards  to  tlie  General  Executive  Board,  and  their  work  has  been  regu- 
larly reported  through  tlie  Bureau  to  the  Board.  Only  seven  of  these 
have  received  their  expenses  from  the  Treasury,  and  they  oidy  small 
amounts,  except  one,  wlio  gave  all  her  time  while  em[)loyed  by  the  Board. 

Tiie  figures  subjoined  give  only  a  proximate  record  of  ihe  personal 
work  of  the  Secretary,  from  the  fact  that  last  year,  when  her  reports  went 
to  the  Treasurer  and  Recording  Secretary,  she  did  not  always  preserve 
copies  for  herself.  Slie  trusts  they  are  under,  rather  than  over,  the  facts. 
During  the  two  years  she  has  addre.ssed  4  Anniversaries  and  27  Confer- 
ence Anniversaries,  besides  30  other  addresses  ;  made  12  visits  to  Auxiliaries, 
and  20  to  Conference  Societies.  She  has  organized  4  District  Associations, 
22  Conference  Societies,  and  105  Auxiliaries.  She  has  taken  over  8,000 
membership  pledges,  between  3,000  and  4,000  subscribers  for  Woman's 
Borne  Missions,  79  Life  Members,  and  money  pledges  of  over  .f. 5,000 ;  an 
aggregate  in  pledges  of  between  $15,000  and  $16,000.

Report  from  I3u.rea.i_i  for  Local  IVIissionary  Worl<. 

I.N"  accordance  with  Section  III,  Articles  13-18,  inclusive,  of  By-laws, 
as  found  in  the  Fourth  Annual  Report,  a  Bureau  of  Local  Work  has  been 
organized  during  the  past  year,  and  some  fields  have  been  entered.  A 
large  part  of  the  labor,  however,  has  been  correspondence  in  regiird  to 
the  scope  and  methods  of  tins  department  of  the  Society.  The  import- 
ance of  the  work  committed  to  this  Bureau — namely,  the  sui)ervision  of 
iriission  work,  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools,  and  the  empkiyment  of 
Bible-readers  for  General  Missionary  work  among  women  and  children  in 
our  large  cities  and  towns — can  scarcely  be  over-estimated.  There  are  lo- 
calities and  wards  in  every  large  city  needing  missionary  labor  as  much 
as  it  is  needed  South  or  West — even  more,  if  possible;  for  in  the  cities  the 
disease  is  acute,  and  it  is  a  question  of  saving  a  'limb  or  losing  the  whole 
body.  So  felt  is  the  need  of  purification  in  the  great  cities  that  we  have 
no  fear  but  that,  when  our  plan  of  work  shapes  itself  in  our  own  minds, 
and  our  desire  to  meet  the  demand  becomes  known,  workers  and  means 
will  come  to  us  as  we  need  them. 

A  missionary,  Miss  Lizzie  Cameron,  has  been  employed  for  several 
months  among  ttie  Hungarian  miners  of  the  Pittsburg  Conference.  She 
dates  her  reports  from  Lemont  Furnace,  a  point  some  fifty  miles  from 
Pittsburg,  in  the  coke  regions.  Mrs.  Smith,  the  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Committee,  says  of  her :  "  Our  missionary  has  accomplished  a  great 
amount  of  work  in  establishing  Industrial  schools,  in  conducting  Mothers' 
meetings,  and  in  distributing  religious  literature."  From  her  monthly 
reports  I  gather  that  she  is  active,  intelligent,  zealous,  and  devout.  She 
reports  visiting,  Bible-readings,  and  Mothers'  meetings  at  four  different 
m:ining  settlements;  also  hopeful  changes  in  the  lives  of  several  j^ersons, 
some  of  whom  have  found  the  Savior,  and  others  are  earnestly  seeking 
him.  During  one  month  she  held  145  religious  conversations  in  homes,  42 
Bible-readings  and  prayers  in  families,  and  distributed  601  pages  of  tracts, 
and  36  catechisms. 

The  Newark  Conference,  through  Mrs.  Boswell,  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, reports  a  great  deal  accomplished  in  the  matter  of  awakening  interest 
among  pastors  and  Churches,  and  in  developing  plans;  but  it  has  not,  as 
yet,  any  missionary  work  to  report.  The  needs  are  pressing,  and  the 
ladies  hope  soon  to  enter  upon  a  well-planned    movement  which  shall 
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include  city  missionary  and  pa'<toi',  lady  missionaries  and  visitors,  Industrial 
scliools,  and  so  forth.  An  fxcclient  person  is  reported  V)y  Miss  Van  Mar- 
ter,  Corrcspondiiifr  Secretary  of  tiie  New  York  Conference,  as  havin;.' come 
providi-ntially  to  liand  for  a  missionary  at  Castle  Garden,  New  Yori<  City. 
It  is  greatly  "to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  soon  establish  a  mission  work  at 
that  point.  '     ' 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Cincinnati,  employed  a  missionary  for  a  part  of  the 
year,  who  did  excellent  work  until  providentially  called  from  it,  since 
which  no  person  has  been  secured  to  fill  the  place.  Mrs.  Lodf^e,  of  Indian- 
apolis, reports  a  good  work  being  done  in  that  city  by  tlie  "  Ladies'  Evan- 
gelistic Union,"  a  union  of  the  Methodist  ladies  of  the  several  Cliurches 
in  the  city,  together  with  ladies  of  other  denominations.  They  employ  an 
excellent  city  missionary,  a  member  of  Roberts  Park  Church,  with  whom 
the  ladies  of  the  Churches  co-operate  in  visiting  and  in  holding  cottage 
prayer-meetings.  The  missionary  conducts  a  service  each  Sabbath  in  a 
locality  in  which  there  is  no  other  religious  service,  and  to  whicii  the  peo- 
ple come  eager  for  the  words  of  life.  An  excellent  Bohemian  woman, 
Mrs.  Hrejsa,  was  employed  soon  after  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  for  the 
Bohemian  work  in  Ciiicago.  She  is  reported  by  Mrs.  Willing  as  having 
done  good  evangelistic  work  in  visiting  from  house  to  house,  distributing 
Bibles  and  religious  reading,  holding  prayer  services,  and,  by  personal  ap- 
peal, trying  to  awaken  religious  interest.  St.  Louis,  tlirough  Mrs.  McLean, 
reports  a  sewing-school  of  400  pupils,  which  meets  weeklj^,  and  a  weekly 
IMother's  meeting,  both  inter-denominational.  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  reports, 
throughMrs.T.  Berton  Smith,  aschool  for  Chinese  laundry-men,  meeting  each 
Sabbatli  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  at  the  parsonage.  She  feels  great  interest  in  it, 
and  believes  good  is  being  done.  The  ladies  of  Cleveland  have  been  hold- 
ing meetings  and  devising  plans,  but  have  not  3'et  entered  upon  any  work. 
Mrs.  Rose  reports  for  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  .$51.54  cash  and  $93.49  supplies 
expended  in  local  work ;  ]Mrs.  Rogers  reports  lor  Detroit  Conference  S200 
expended;  Mrs.  Culver  reports  $29  for  Erie  Conference;  and  Mrs. 
Springer  reports  $296  for  tlie  Iowa  Conferences.  Correspondence  has 
also  been  held  with  Wilmington,  Del.,  Amherst,  ]\Iass.,  Trenton,  N.  J., 
Rochester  and  Binghamton,  X.  Y.,  and  several  other  places;  but  no 
work  is  reported. 

Tlie  Chicago  Training-school  opens  to  us  a  field  for  city  evangelistic 
work  which  it  seems  highly  desirable  that  we  should  utilize.  We  should 
gladly  embrace  the  opportuuit}'  of  working  through  the  zealous,  faithful 
city  visitors  being  trained  in  the  school,  and  the  projected  Industrial 
schools  under  the  direction  of  its  management.  Just  how  this  relation  caii 
be  effected,  and  what  financial  obligations,  if  any,  it  will  involve,  your 
Committee  is  not  informed ;  but  it  seems  very  desirable  that  an  adjustment 
be  made  between  its  management  and  the  Bureau  of  Local  Work. 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  for  the  organization  of  the 
Bureau  : 

1.  The  Bureau  shall  consist  of  a  Secretarj^  and  eight  other  ladies. 

2.  Each  Conference  shall  have  a  Superintendent  of  Local  Work,  nom- 
inated by  the  Conference  Secretary  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Bui'eau,  wdiose  duty  it  shall  be  to  awaken  interest  and  give  information,  to 
assist  in  organizing  Local  work,  and  to  receive  and  transmit  reports. 

3.  The  work  in  any  locality  shall  be  in  the  immediate  charge  of  a 
Local  Committee,  which  Committee  shall  receive  the  reports  of  the  visit- 
ors, Bible-readers,  and  missionaries,  and  transmit  them  to  the  Conference 
Superintendent  of  Local  Work,  who  shall  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau. 

4.  Suitable  blanks  shall  be  provided  for  the  necessary  reports. 
Your  Committee  would  also  submit  the  following  recommendations: 
1.  That  we  co-operate  with  and   encourage  all  existing  societies  and 

organizations  having  in  view   the  same  ends   which  we  propose,  and,  as

far  as  may   be,  induce  them  to  come   into  organic   relations    with    the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

2.  That  we  organize  Visiting  Comnuttces  in  all  our  congregations  not 
already  so  provided,  and  make  a  united,  aggressive,  Christian  movement 
to  fill  up  the  empty  seats  in  our  churclies,  our  prayer  and  class  rooms,  and 
our  Sahbath-schools.  We  believe  tliat,  by  personal  invitation  and  wel- 
come, the  attendance  of  many  of  our  Churches  could  be  doubled  in  a  year. 

3.  That  we  encourage  the  employment  of  city  missionaries  among  the 
neglected  masses  of  our  population,  the  establishment  of  industrial  and 
sewing  schools,  temperance  and  anti-tobacco  societies;  and  by  all  means 
seek  to  save  some,  especially  the  young.     Delia  L.  Willi.\ms,  Secretary. 


Report  from  Bureai-i   for   East  Sotattiern  States. 

In  this  review  we  have  the  States  of  Georgia  and  Florida.  In  Georgia 
we  have  under  our  care  two  Homes.  One  in  Atlanta  is  situated  on  the 
Campus  of  Clark  University.  In  Savannah  we  have  Haven  Industrial 
Home  and  School,  a  work  distinctively  ours ;  also  Haven  Home  Mission,  a 
few  miles  out  of  Savannah.  In  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  we  have  Boylan  Indus- 
trial Home.  These  Homes  are  all  in  a  very  prosperous  condition  We 
will  consider  each  of  them,  beginning  with  our  work  in  Atlanta. 

THE   HOME  AT  ATLANTA,   GEORGIA. 

The  Home  at  Atlanta,  situated  on  the  Campus  of  Clark  University,  is 
our  oldest  Home,  and  the  first  owned  by  our  Society.  The  need  for  such 
a  Home  having  been  felt  by  the  teachers  of  Clark  University  caused 
them  to  unite  together  in  asking  Northern  friends  to  aid  in  erecting  a 
building  for  that  |)urpose.  These  efforts  were  successful ;  but  upon  the 
completion  of  the  building,  the  question  of  providing  funds  for  furnishing 
the  Home  and  defraying  the  expense  of  a  Suj^erintendent  was  not  of  easy 
solution.  The  thought  then  occurred  to  them  to  give  the  building  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  provided  the  Society  would  furnish  it 
and  supply  the  Superintendent.  This  matter  was  represented  to  our  So- 
ciety as  being  a  work  which  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  Clark  Univer- 
sity, and  at  the  same  time  would  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  to  inaugu- 
rate the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societj'  in  the  South. 

Our  Society  accepted  the  building,  with  the  understanding  that  so 
much  of  the  land  as  we  needed  would  be  secured  to  us  by  lease  from  the 
Freedmen's  Aid  Society.  In  a  short  time  the  Home  was  furnished,  and 
Miss  Flora  E.  Mitchell,  of  Boston,  was  appointed  Superintendent.  For 
three  years  she  has  rendered  faithful  services,  and  proven  herself  to  be  a 
woman  of  rare  and  varied  talents,  able  to  adapt  herself  to  any  emergencies 
that  may  arise.  The  Home  is  small,  accommodating  only  six  girls  at  one 
time.  Here  instruction  has  been  given  in  all  that  pertains  to  a  well- 
regulated  home  life.  Mothers  will  appreciate  what  this  means.  The  sew- 
ing and  dress-making  classes  have  been  taught  in  Chrisman  Hall.  All  the 
girls  in  the  University  are  privileged  to  enter  these  classes.  These  jjriv- 
i  leges  are  well  appreciated,  and  in  very  many  cases  mai'ked  progress  has 
been  made  and  many  girls,  on  leaving  school,  have  been  able  to  render 
valuable  services  in  their  homes  and  neighborhoods.  Miss  Mitchell's 
services  as  a  nurse  at  times  in  the  University  have  been  invaluable,  having 
cared  for  a  number  of  very  sick  students.  When  a  music-teacher  was 
called  home.  Miss  Mitchell  was  able  to  supply  her  place  to  a  sufficient  ex- 
tent to  prepare  the  students  for  the  Commencement  exercises.  In  these 
waj's  her  work  and  influence  tells  for  good  throughout  the  University. 

Chrisman  Hall  has  been  greatly  crowded,  the  sleeping  accommodations 
for  the   girls  being  quite  inadequate  for  the  number  to  be  provided  for. 
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Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon,  while  on  a  visit  to  the  Univorsity  two  3'pars  a(»o,  soein}^ 
tlie  condiLiou  of  lliin<^8,  rpaliz(!'l  tlio  need  of  more  room,  and  also  appre- 
ciated the  results  whicli  would  develop  if  more  ^irls  could  have  the  Ijoncfit 
of  home  traiuiii<i,  and  at  that  time  offered  to  fx'ive  us  one-half  the  cost  of  a 
new  huildiiii,',  wliich  should  not  exceed  $;>,000  to  erect.  The  offer  was  (,'ladly 
and  tliankfully  accepted,  and  some  money  was  raised,  hut  not  enouj^h  to 
warrant  us  in  commencing  the  huihling  last  year.  We  had  fully  expected 
to  he  ahle  to  report  at  this  meeting  the  l)uilding  as  finished,  furnished,  and 
paid  for.  To  this  end  tlie  Committee  have  lahored,  hut  hav(;  heen  dis- 
appointed in  consequence  of  nnexpected  c!omplications  arising  in  the 
course  of  negotiations  for  title  to  the  necessary  grounds,  and  other  pre- 
liminary details,  which  required  satisfactory  adjustment  before  incuriing 
expense  in  btiilding. 

During  the  present  year  Warren  Hall  has  been  completed  (through 
the  munificence  of  Mr.  Gammon),  and  thereby  ample  accommodations  are 
now  provided  for  the  girls  at  the  University,  and  thus  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  necessity  of  a  new  Home,  existing  two  years  ago,  has  been  ob- 
viated. In  view  of  this  fact,  and  in  connection  with  the  increased  cost  of 
the  erection  of  Warren  Hall  beyond  his  anticipations,  together  with 
the  fact  that  the  building  of  the  new  Home  had  been  so  long  delayed, 
Mr.  Gammon  withdrew  the  offer  to  donate  one-half  its  cost  to  the 
extent  of  $1,500.  Your  Committee,  however,  entertain  strong  hopes 
that  all  embarrassment  may  be  removed,  and  a  way  be  cleared  so  that  the 
building  of  the  new  Home  may  be  undertaken  and  completed,  and,  in 
that  event,  we  have  assurances  that  Mrs.  Gammon  will  contribute  $-500 
towards  the  building.  We  ask  and  expect  your  sympathy  and  substantial 
support  for  the  enterprise. 

BOYLAN    HOME. 

Our  work  in  Florida  was  opened  in  Jacksonville  by  Miss  Hattie  E. 
Emerson.  She  has  proved  herse4f  to  be  "a  workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed."  As  a  Society  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  success  which 
crowned  her  labors.  She  opened  her  work  by  taking  charge  of  the  sewing 
department  in  connection  with  Cookman  Institute,  and  by  doing  City 
Missionary  work.  She  soon  won  her  way  into  the  homes  and  hearts  of 
the  people,  and  erelong  succeeded  in  opening  sewing-schools.  Mother's 
meetings,  and  organizing  temperance  societies  in  four  of  the  suburbs, 
namely,  Simpson  Chapel,  Oakland,  Hansentown,  and  Wrightsville.  At 
three  of  these  ]5oints  she  has  organized  flourishing  auxiliaries  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  From  the  first  opening  of  our  work 
its  great  need  has  been  a  Home.  For  this  purpose  the  Florida,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Vermont  Conferences  have  worked,  but  have  been  able  to 
raise  only  a  small  part  of  the  money  that  would  be  required  for  the  purpose. 
During  this  time  Miss  Emerson,  Mr.  Darnell,  and  others  were  looking  for 
suitable  property  for  this  work.  In  January  last  such  a  property  was 
found  and  purchased,  and  rented  to  the  Society,  with  the  privilege  of  pay- 
ing for  it  as  they  were  able.  As  the  facts  became  known,  great  interest  and 
enthusiasm  were  awakened  throushout  the  Conferences  which  were 
specially  interested  in  the  mission.  Though  many  could  do  but  little,  they 
gladly  did  what  they  could.  The  auxiliaries  met  and  made  bedding. 
Some  gave  entertainments  in  order  to  raise  money,  so  that  they  might  be 
privileged  to  name  a  room.  Mrs.  DeGi'Oot,  of  Newark,  becoming  interested 
in  the  enterprise,  desired  to  give  to  it  $1,000,  which  she  had  loaned  the 
Society,  and  to  give  the  Home  her  family  name,  Boylan.  During  the  dark 
days  of  slavery  two  large  plantations  had  borne  this  name,  and  she  now 
desired  to  give  the  name  to  a  Home  that  would  have  for  its  object  the 
uplifting  and  salvation  of  downtrodden  humanity.  Since,  she  has  sent 
many  gifts  to  the  Home,  and  has   paid  another  81,000  of  the  purchase 
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money.  The  three  Conferences  so  much  interested  in  this  work  have  suc- 
ceeded in  ruisintr  ?()00.  The  auxiUnr}'  of  Trinity  Cliurch,  Cincinnati,  has 
added  another  SKK).  This  amount  completed  the  payments;  so  that  to-day 
we  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing:  to  you  that  "  Boy  Ian  Home  "  has  been 
deeded  to  us,  free  from  all  incumbrances. 

la  April,  Miss  P^merson,  with  her  mother,  took  possession  of  the 
Home.  Such  improvements  as  were  necessary  were  made,  some  furniture 
was  bought,  and  a  considerable  amount  donated.  The  Carleton  House 
l>roiirirtors  have  been  very  kind  to  us  in  this  respect,  and  have  offered  to 
put  a  box  in  tlieir  ofiice  to  receive  contributions  from  tlieir  fjuests  for 
"Boylan  Home."  During  the  Summer  we  have  had  from  four  to  six  girls 
in  the  Home.  They  have  made  most  excellent  progress  in  tiie  various 
departments  of  work.  One  of  them,  who  has  only  been  in  the  Home  five 
months,  writes  that  she  has  an  opportunity  to  go  into  the  country  and 
teach.  Tliough  she  dislikes  to  leave  the  Home,  with  its  many  advantages, 
she  feels  that  she  must  go  and  earn  what  she  can,  hoping  to  be  able  to 
return  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  •  She  says:  "I  have  learned  so  much 
since  I  came  to  the  Home.  I  can  now  cut  and  fit  dresses,  and  make  good 
bread  and  cake,  and  do  so  many  things  that  I  knew  nothing  about."  She 
will  be  a  blessing  to  the  various  homes  of  scholars  in  which  she  boards. 
During  the  Summer  seven  classes  have  come  to  the  Home  each  week  for 
instruction — the  sewing  classes,  the  Kitchen  Garden,  the  training  class  for 
missionaries,  the  Mothers'  meeting,  th'^  temperance  society,  and  the  Bible 
readings.  The  girls  in  the  training  classes  have  charge  of  the  work  in  the 
suburbs,  and  so  have  opportunity  for  practising  what  they  learn.  This  is  a 
real  Missionary  Training-school.  All  of  these  classes  have  been  full  of  in- 
terest, and  attended  with  the  best  results.  Miss  Emerson  says,  "The 
Kitchen  Garden  work  is  a  great  success."  Her  outfit  is  very  limited.  Slie 
hopes  that  some  one  will  be  moved  to  send  her  what  she  needs  in  this 
line.  At  tiie  close  of  a  term  of  fifteen  weeks,  a  little  fair  was  held.  Arti- 
cles made  by  the  girls  were  sold.  The  house  was  crowded  bj^  parents  and 
friends,  who  were  served  with  bread  and  cake  made  by  our  girls.  This 
was  a  gala-day  at  the  Home,  and  helped  to  deei^en  the  interest  felt  in  it  by 
the  Jacksonville  people. 

The  presence  of  Mrs.  Emerson  in  the  Home  has  been  a  great  blessing 
to  the  girls,  and  has  enabled  ]\Iiss  Emerson  to  go  out  and  care  for  our  four 
mission  points,  and  also  to  do  a  large  amount  of  city  missionary  work. 
Two  other  and  more  distant  points  are  now  asking  to  be  cared  for,  and 
working-women  are  asking  that  a  night-class  may  be  opened  for  their 
benefit.  They  see  what  their  children  are  learning,  and  are,  as  never 
before,  realizing  their  own  need  of  help.  Tlius  is  this  work  developing  in 
eveT-y  direction.  We  have  ten  girls  in  the  Home,  and  several  applications 
on  file.  We  can  take  but  twelve,  and,  in  so  doing,  must  put  four  into  each 
room,  and  two  of  these  rooms  are  only  large  enough  for  two  persons.  The 
other  is  a  down-stairs  room  that  is  needed  for  the  Industrial  Department. 
I  bring  out  these  facts  in  order  to  show  the  need  of  enlarging  the  building. 
We  have  examined  the  matter  thoroughly,  and  find  that  the  best  way  to  do 
this  will  be  to  raise  the  house  another  story.  This  can  be  done  for  $1,200. 
The  furnishing  needed  now  and  for  new  rooms  we  estimate  at  $500  ;  for 
incidental  expenses,  $200  ;  in  all,  .$1,900.  These  appropriations  were  passed 
by  the  Executive  Board,  and  are  needed  for  the  work.  We  commend 
"Boylan  Home"  to  your  loving  care  and  consideration.  Though  the 
youngest  child  in  our  family  of  Homes,  its  rapid  growth  and  marked  and 
varied  development  will  entitle  it  to  take  rank  with  its  older  sisters. 

HAVEN   HOME. 

Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School  next  claims  our  attention.  This 
work  was  inaugurated  by  Mrs.  M.  C.  Bristol  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Lewis,  in  1881. 
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ARbnry  Chapfl,  tlio  little  (ihurch  M'hich  was  l)uilt  tlirouf;li  the  efforts  of 
nisliop  (i.  Haven,  was  made  tlie  center  around  which  our  work  ;.'ath- 
ered.  The  church  was  n.sed  for  the  day  and  s(!vvin;^  schc^ols ;  tlie  little  par- 
sonage, the  lionie  of  our  inis.sionaries,  for  Motlier's  meetings  and  oilier 
meetings.  At  the  Ijeginning  of  tlie  second  year  Miss  Viola  K.  Baldwin  was 
sent  to  take  Mrs.  Bristol's  i)lace.  We  were  greatly  blessed  in  having  three 
such  earnest,  devoted  women  to  plant  tliis  mission.  Every  step  that  was 
taken  seemecl  to  be  blessed  of  the  Lord.  The  work  developed  so  rapidly 
that  in  a  short  time  we  felt  compelled  to  secure  for  it  larger  and  better 
accommodations.  Providence  smiled  on  our  cflbrts,  and  we  were  enabled 
to  secure  a  very  excellent  property  at  a  very  low  price,  and  one  that  could 
be  readily  adapted  to  our  needs.  In  April,  1885,  the  house  was  ready  for 
occupancy,  and  was  named  "  Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School." 

The  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  training  that  was 
given  in  the  Home  were  appreciated  by  the  people,  and  soon  many  scores 
of  parents  applied  for  admission  for  their  daughters.  We  have  tried  to 
make  wise  and  judicious  selections,  and  have  now  in  the  Home  thirty 
promising  girls.  We  had  not  intended  to  take  boys,  but  under  peculiar 
circumstances,  consented  to  take  four.  A  happy  family!  for  all  are  Chris- 
tians. The  duties  and  labors  of  each  are  performed,  not  only  willingly, 
but  cheerfully.  The  work  is  changed  each  month,  so  tliat  during  the 
year  each  girl  receives  training  in  all  of  the  departments  of  iiousehold 
work.  Tlie  j-ard  and  garden  afford  work  for  the  boys,  and  they  are  also 
being  taught  the  art  of  printing.  We  are  devoting  special  attention  to  the 
sewing  department,  hoping  that  many  of  our  girls  will  be  fitted  to  earn  their 
own  living  as  seamstresses,  dress-makers,  and.  machinists,  and  in  time  we 
hope  to  develop  other  industries.  There  are  a  large  number  of  women  and  girls 
in  and  around  Savannah  who  greatly  need,  and  are  desirous  of  receiving, 
the  same  training  that  our  Haven  girls  receive ;  and  we  expect  during  the 
year  to  be  able  to  open  classes  for  them.  Some  work  has  been  done  in 
this  direction  ;  but  it  was  interrupted  bj^  the  resignation,  last  year,  of  Miss 
Keely,  she  having  been  called  to  another  field,  of  labor,  after  having  been 
•with  us  three  months.  ]Most  thorough  and  excellent  work  has  been  done 
in  our  day-school,  which  has  numbered  120  pupils. 

The  temperance  work  is  a  marked  feature  in  this  mission,  three  large 
temperance  societies  meeting  each  week.  The  pledge  not  only  prohibits 
the  use  of  all  intoxicants,  but  also  the  use  of  tobacco  and  profanity.  Would 
that  our  Northern  boys  and  girls  might  follow  the  example  here  set!  Our 
missionaries,  on  being  called  to  the  home  of  one  of  tlie  members  who  had 
died  suddenly,  were  much  affected  on  seeing  the  temperance  badge  pinned 
upon  the  white  shroud.  The  mother  explained  that  the  badge  was  dearer 
to  the  child  than  any  thing  else,  and  she  wanted  to  bur^^  it  with  her.  We 
can  scarcely  realize  the  need  there  is  for  earnest  temperance  work  in  the 
South.  Our  missionaries  feel  it,  and  are  sowing  seed  which  will  yield  an 
hundred-fold  in  this  life,  and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

The  large  Sunday-school  at  Asbury  is  in  charge  of  our  missionaries, 
and  our  Home  girls  are  among  its  most  efficient  teachers.  The  recent 
earthquakes  have  caused  many  sinners  to  tremble  and  to  turn  to  Christ. 
Our  missionaries  have  the  charge  of  the  young  converts,  meeting  with 
them  two  evenings  each  week  after  the  Wesleyan  style,  "  watching  over 
their  souls  for  good."  They  have  also  opened  a  reading-room,  where  the 
young  men  may  go  each  evening  and  be  surrounded  by  good  influences. 
In  this  wa}^  our  missionaries  are  building  up  and  helping  to  strengthen 
the  little  Church  which  has  so  long  struggled  for  an  existence.  Great 
good  has  resulted  from  the  City  Missionary  work,  which  has  been  done  by 
the  house-to-house  visiting,  the  cottage  prayer-meetings,  the  Bible  readings, 
and  the  distribution  of  tracts.  Our  missionaries  take  the  older  girls  from  the 
Home  with  them,  and  they  have  proved  to  be  efficient  helpers  in  this 
work.     Mrs.  Lewus  writes,   "  You  would  be  surprised  could  you  hear  our 
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trills  as  they  point  sinners  to  Christ."  So  here  we  have  another  practical 
^Missionary  Training-school. 

Our  work  at  Speedwell  is  deserving  of  special  attention.  Tliis  is  a 
little  railroad  station,  al)out  five  miles  from  Savannah,  formerly  known  as 
Sandtly,  bat  named  by  us  Speedwell,  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Speed,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  who  has  done  so  much  for  our  work.  Here  we  have  Haven  Home 
Mission — a  pretty  little  white  school-house,  with  green  blinds,  finished 
neatly  within.  This  stands  as  a  monument  of  the  love  and  devotion  of  our 
missionaries  to  their  work.  Not  a  cent  of  money  has  gone  from  our  treas- 
ury for  this  work.  It  was  given  by  our  missionaries  from  their  slender 
purses,  or  solicited  from  fiiends.  These  ladies  denied  themselves -needed 
clothing,  in  order  that  the)'  might  accomplish  the  work  which  they  saw  was 
so  much  needed.  The  ground  was  given  to  them,  and  they  have  deeded 
the  pro]ierty  to  our  Society.  Here  Miss  Baldwin  goes  every  Sabbath  morn- 
ing, and  gives  instruction  to  the  house-full  of  men,  women,  and  children. 
During  her  absence,  Mrs.  Lewis  has  attended  to  this  work,  and  also  taken 
charge  of  the  school  at  Asbury.  They  have  arranged  for  a  minister  to  go 
once  a  week  to  preach,  receive  members  into  the  Church,  and  to  administer 
the  sacrament.  Finding  that  but  few  of  this  congregation  could  read,  Miss 
Baldwin  opened  an  afternoon  school  for  them,  being  determined  that  they 
should  be  taught  enough  to  enable  them  to  read  the  Bible.  The  school 
has  been  in  charge  of  one  of  our  Home  girls  all  Summer,  and  many  are 
now  able  to  read  God's  Word  for  themselves.  A  temperance  society  has 
been  established  here,  whicli  is  doing  great  good.  Thus  are  we  carrying 
the  Gospel  to  those  who  had  it  not,  and  giving  the  bread  of  life  to  "  those 
who  are  ready  to  perish." 

"Haven  Home  "  has,  from  the  first,  been  a  center  from  which  a  vast 
amount  of  missionary  work  has  been  done.  As  each  new  year  opens,  new 
needs  and  wants  are  seen  and  felt.  This  year  is  not  an  exception.  We  see 
great  possibilities  ojaening  before  us.  Mrs.  Lewis  has  remained  and  cared 
for  all  of  these  interests  through  the  long,  liot  Summer.  She  will  now  go  home 
for  a  much-needed  rest.  Miss  Baldwin  has  returned  joyfully  to  her  post, 
determined  to  make  this  the  best  year's  work  of  her  life.  Miss  Emma  L. 
JoUs,  our  new  missionary,  enters  upon  the  work  full  of  fresh  enthusiasm, 
and  with  a  fixedness  of  purpose  that  can  but  result  in  marked  success. 
Every  thing  looks  promising  for  a  year  of  grand  work,  if  we  sustain  the 
workers  and  do  our  part.  You  have  been  generous  to  Haven  Home ; 
some  have  given  largely  for  it.  Is  there  one  who  regrets  what  they  have 
done?  Na}';  for  who  is  there  that  can  but  rejoice  in  being  permitted  to 
assist  in  establishing  and  providing  for  a  work  that  has  been  so  signally 
blessed  of  God — a  work  far-reaching  in  its  influence,  and  which  has  already 
accomplished  such  a  vast  amount  of  good  ?  We  rejoice  to  be  able  to  tell 
you  that  only  a  small  part  of  the  debt  of  Haven  Home  remains  unpaid. 
We  doubt  not  but  the  last  penny  will  be  paid  at  this  meeting,  and  that  the 
pledge  made  to  the  brothers  of  Emily  Ham  will  be  redeemed.  They  gen- 
erously offered  to  pay  the  last  $500  of  our  debt;  but  on  being  assured  that 
the  Annual  Meeting  would  surely  pay  what  might  be  lacking,  they  sent  the 
$500,  and  thus  enabled  us  to  take  up  a  mortgage  note,  so  that  we  only  re- 
quire $400  in  order  to  take  up  the  last  note  and  be  able  to  rejoice  in  the 
assurance  that  the  property  is  fully  ours. 

And  now,  with  the  debt  paid,  dear  sisters,  let  us  not  make  the  mis- 
take of  thinking  that  we  liave  nothing  more  to  do  for  Haven  Home. 
There  is  much  that  ought  to  be  done  in  order  to  develop  it,  and  make  the 
work  what  it  should  be.  Bishop  Mallalieu  saw  and  felt  the  needs,  when 
in  his  dedicatory  prayer  he  asked  the  Lord  that  two  great  wings  might 
speedily  be  added  to  this  Home.  This  prayer  has  in  part  been  answered 
by  the  addition  of  a  very  small  wing  in  the  shape  of  an  enlarged  dining- 
room  and  kitchen.  On  visiting  the  Home  last  Spring,  we  saw  the  ab-solute 
and  immediate  necessity  of  doing  this  work.     We  knew  that  there  was  no 


appropriation  for  it;  but,  knowinfr  that  it  must  be  done,  we  assumed  tlje 
respousibility  of  ordering  the  work  and  of  ujeeting  the  payments  when 
due.  Throu<,'h  the  sab?  of  "  photos,"  and  throuj^h  donations  given  by 
friends  for  this  special  work,  we  have  succeeded  in  paying  this  bilb  Money 
given  for  the  running  expenses  of  the  Home  this  year  has  been  secured 
by  personal  ellbrt.  In  view  of  this,  we  ask  that,  though  the  expenditures 
may  somewhat  exceed  the  appropriations,  tliey  be  not  carried  over  and 
charged  against  next  year's  appropriations.  We  do  not  ask  for  another 
wing  this  year,  but  we  do  ask  tliat  the  third  story  be  finished.  We  greatly 
need  it  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  our  pre.sent  family.  They  are 
entirely  too  much  crowded,  either  for  comfort  or  health.  We  estimate 
that  $400  will  finish  and  furnish  the  four  rooms  that  we  desire  to  make. 
A  creche,  or  day-nursery,  is  greatly  needed  in  this  part  of  the  city.  There 
are  many  mothers  wlio  could  go  out  for  a  day's  work,  and  thus  earn  a 
good  living  for  their  families,  if  they  had  a  safe  place  in  which  to  leave 
their  little  ones.  Many  would  gladly  pay  the  cost  of  keeping  the  child,  if 
a  suitable  place  could  be  provided.  We  ask  that  $200  be  appropriated  in 
order  that  the  corner  building  on  our  grounds  may  be  put  in  condition  for 
this  work,  and  that  $300  be  appropriated  for  furnishing  and  supporting  it. 
For  repairs  and  incidentals  we  have  asked  for  $400 — in  all,  $1,300.  These 
appropriations  have  passed  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  Avill  no 
doubt  be  passed  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

So,  dear  sisters,  let  not  your  interest  in  Haven  Home  wane.  Though 
the  debt  may  be  paid,  there  is  work  to  be  done.  Our  girls  must  be  helped. 
They  are  fast  becoming  fitted  for  usefulness.  Some  will  become  teachers; 
others  express  a  strong  desire  to  go  to  the  "  Dark  Continent,"  in  order  to 
carry  the  tidings  of  a  Savior's  love  to  the  benighted  of  their  own  race. 
These  are  some  of  the  results  of  out  work.  Shall  we  not  to-day  rejoice 
that  we  are  thus  privileged  to  take  some  part  in  forwarding  Christ's  king- 
dom, and  anew  pledge  ourselves  to  his  work  ?

Report  fronn  Bureau,  for  A^Iidcile  Southern  States. 

The  Bureau  which  I  represent  includes  the  States  of  Xorth  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky.  The  special  work  done  by  the 
Societj'  the  past  year  in  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  has  been  the 
completion  of  the  Industrial  Homes  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  fit  Orange- 
burg, S.  C,  and  the  inauguration  of  a  Home  at  Camden,  S.  C. 

ORANGEBURG,  S.  C. 

The  Home  at  Orangeburg  has  been  built  by  the  ladies  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Conference  as  a  memorial  of  their  respect  and  love  for  Bishop  Simp- 
son, and  they  have  named  it  the  "  Simpson  Memorial  Home."  It  is  a  neat, 
commodious  structure,  pleasantly  located  in  connection  with  Claflin  Uni- 
versity, and  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  Twelve  girls  are 
accommodated  in  the  Home,  and  it  is  now  in  successful  operation,  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  S.  0.  Purdum.  The  rooms  are  named,  and  the 
furnishing  is  provided  for.  Some  inside  painting,  necessary  out-buildings, 
and  a  fence  are  now  in  process  of  completion,  and  the  funds  to  meet  this 
expense  are  also  all  provided  for.  The  dedication  of  the  Home  will  occur 
early  in  the  coming  Winter,  and  at  that  time  I  hope  to  be  able  to  announce 
to  you  through  our  paper,  the  Home  Missions,  that  this  Home  is  completely 
finished,  and  that  our  Society  holds  a  clear  title  to  the  property. 

The  loving  Mary  brought  her  alabaster  box  of  costly  spikenard  as  a 
testimonial  of  her  love,  and,  breaking,  poured  it  on  the  Savior's  head  ;  and 
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the  whole  house  was  filled  with  the  fragrance.  The  ladies  of  the  Phila- 
delpliia  Conference,  these  loving  Marj-a,  have  brought  their  alabaster  box 
of  |)recious  ointment  as  a  twofold  testinioiiial  of  their  love — of  love  for  the 
eloquent  revered  Bisliop,  lately  passed  into  the  skies  from  their  midst, 
whose  noble  life  and  labors  will  l)e  a  perpetual  inspiration  to  them  for  all 
Christian  endeavor,  and  of  love  for  iioor,  lost  humanity,  that  promi)ts  them 
to  help  raise  the  ignorant  and  degraded  up  to  purity  and  true  womanhood. 
And  though  they  may  not  anoint  the  Savior's  head,  yet  he  will  understand 
and  accept  their  grateful  offering,  and  say,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  to 
these"  lowly  ones,  "j'e  did  it  unto  me;"  and  the  fiagrance  will  remain 
for  evermore. 

.  OREENSBORO,   N.  C. 

The  Home  at  Greensboro  has  recently  been  completed,  and  the  cost 
fully  provided  for.  Tiiis  Home  is  located  adjacent  to  Bennett  Seminary, 
and  is  larger  than  any  of  our  Homes  except  Haven  Home,  containing  seven- 
teen rooms  in  all.  The  furnishingof  this  building  is  being  rapidly  completed, 
and  the  girls  are  alread}''  domiciled  in  tlie  Home,  under  the  care  of  tlie 
efficient  Superintendent,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Snow.  The  dedication  of  this  Home 
will  soon  occur,  when  it  will  be  formally  opened  for  the  important  work 
that  it  is  expected  to  accomplish,  in  affording  the  industrial  training  to  class 
after  class  of  girls,  who  shall  hereafter  graduate  in  its  prescriVjed  course  of 
instruction. 

The  ladies  of  Troy  Conference  Society  inaugurated  and  carried  this 
work  to  completion  ;  and  while  it  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  it  is  also  a 
memorial  as  well.  One  lady  has  given  to  it  more  than  $1,000,  and  has 
been  granted  the  privilege  of  naming  the  Home,  in  memory  of  her  lately 
deceased  husband,  "Kent  Home."  Another  lady,  quite  recently  deceased, 
left  by  will  property  valued  at  $1,000,  to  aid  in  erecting  the  Home.  The 
ladies  of  Troy  Conference  have  worked  persistently,  and  have  heroically 
contended  with  many  obstacles,  till,  one  bj'  one,  all  have  Vjeen  overcome, 
and  now  this  substantial  and  well-built  house  (the  best-built  house  in  the 
town,  Di-.  Steele  writes)  attests  the  skill  and  wdsdom  with  which  they  have 
wrought. 

CAMDEN,  S.  C. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  ladies  of  the  New  England  Southern  Con- 
ference have  been  raising  funds  to  build  a  Home  ^t  Camden,  S.  C.  There 
is  no  Church  school  located  at  that  place ;  hence  the  Home  and  its  work 
will  be  entirely  distinct  from  other  school-work.  Mrs.  Matlier,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Conference,  has  donated  the  land  to  the  Society,  and 
with  great  zeal,  assisted  by  other  earnest  women,  has  vigorouslj^  used  all 
available  measures  to  advance  this  work.  Already  a  sufficient  sum  has 
been  raised  to  warrant  the  Society  in  beginning  the  building;  and  a  plan 
for  the  Home  has  just  been  submitted  to  the  builder  for  estimates  of  cost, 
that  the  contract  for  building  may  be  made  as  soon  as  the  terms  can  be 
agreed  upon.  It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  these  ladies  to -complete 
the  Home  during  the  coming  year,  so  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  scholastic  year.  The  field  is  a  very  promis- 
ing one,  and  the  good  that  this  Home  will  do  among  a  large  colored  pop- 
ulation that  has  hitherto  been  deprived  of  industrial,  moral,  and  religious 
instruction  is  incalculable.  All  honor  to  the  ladies  of  the  Conference 
who  have  undertaken  and  sustained  this  work,  "  for  love  of  Christ,  and  in 
his  name." 

CHARLESTON,  S.  C. 

As  our  Church  has  no  school  in  Charleston,  and  as  there  is  a  large 
colored  population  in  the  city  and  vicinity,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  in- 
vestigate that  point  with  reference  to  opening  a  mission.  I  have  been 
directed  by  the  Executive  Board  to  examine   closely  into  the  needs  and 
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opiJortuiiitii'S  of  tliat  city,  and,  if  it  shall  be  thought  advisable,  to  send 
a  niissionai^  to  Ijcgin  Work  for  our  Society  there.  A  missionary  of  expe- 
rience is  leudy  to  go  at  once,  if  desired. 

TENNESSEE. 

We  have  no  organized  worlv  in  Tennessee;  but  it  is  hoped  tliat  at  an 
early  day  a  Conference  Secretary  will  l>e  secured  for  the  Holston  Confer- 
ence, and  that  the  Churches  will  organize  auxiliaries  to  raise  money  to  be 
expende<l  within  the  bounds  of  that  Conference  (as  that  is  mission  terri- 
tory). We  very  mucli  desire  to  build,  at  some  important  place  in  this 
State,  an  Industrial  Home  for  the  poor  white  girls,  who  so  greatly  need 
the  training  and  fostering  care  furnished  by  these  helpful  agencies. 
Would  that  some  large-hearted,  able  friends  of  humanity  would  contribute 
a  sum  sullicient  to  build  such  a  Home  I 

MORRISTOWN,   TENN. 

More  than  two  years  ago  a  proposition  was  made  by  a  gentleman  of 
Morristown,  Tenn.,  to  give  $1,000  toward  building  an  Industrial  Home  for 
colored  girls  at  that  place,  in  connection  with  the  seminary  supported  bj' 
the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  there.  But  later  his  property  became  involved 
in  litigation,  and  he  was  unable  to  redeem  his  pledge ;  and  the  hopes  that 
had  been  thus  raised  concerning  this  project  were  disappointeil.  A  few 
encouraging  words  and  promises  of  help  from  the  Secretary  of  this  Bureau 
have  recently  revived  anew  the  desire  to  accomplish  this  work,  and  friends 
of  this  enterprise  are  now  hopeful  that  the  necessary  amount  of  money 
can  be  raised  for  this  purpose.  Morristown  is  situated  in  the  north-east 
part  of  Tennessee,  about  seventy  miles  from  Knoxville.  Aside  from  the 
Freedmen's  Aid  School,  the  colored  people  have  no  schools  in  that  city, 
and  in  the  country  their  schools  are  very  inferior,  and  seldom  continue 
more  than  two  or  three  months  in  the  year.  President  Hill,  of  Morris- 
town Seminary,  writes  :  "  We  have  a  large  colored  population  all  around 
us,  who  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  dependent  upon  us  for  school  advantages. 
We  have  East  Tennessee,  South-west  Kentucky,  part  of  Virginia,  and 
W^estern  North  Carolina,  more  or  less  relying  upon  us.  If  we  fail  them, 
they  are  left  destitute  of  all  school  privileges  for  nine  or  ten  months  of  the 
year.  It  is  a  central  place  for  work  among  the  freedmen.  The  results  and 
influence  of  an  Industrial  Home  in  our  midst  can  hardly  be  realized.  To 
give  the  young  girls  right  conceptions  of  home  life,  and"  to  train  them  in 
the  art  of  economy,  is  one  of  the  most  important  works  that  can  be  in- 
trusted to  the  Church  of  Christ.  One  true  girl  going  out  from  one  of 
these  INIodel  Homes  will  do  more  to  elevate  her  own  sex,  and  through 
them  an  entire  community,  than  one  dozen  men  going  out  from  our 
schools  could  possibly  do." 

Bishop  Taylor,  of  Africa,  says  that  he  "wants  sympathy  and  prayers" 
for  his  work,  but  he  wants  ''"that  kind  of  sympathy  and  prayers  that  is 
founded  on  a  money  basis;"  and  that  is  the  kind  that  1  want  for  this  work. 
I  commend  to  you  the  building  of  an  Industrial  Home  at  ^Eorristown  as 
a  greatly  needed  work,  and  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  various  Confer- 
ences will  assume  the  financial  responsibility. 

KENTUCKY. 

A  Conference  organization  was  effected  in  Kentucky  at  the  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference ;  but  manj'  of  the  officers  were  appointed  without 
consultation,  and  have  been  unable  to  undertake  the  work.  A  few  aux- 
iliaries have  been  organized,  and  a  small  amount  of  money  has  been 
raised.  This  will  be  reported  by  the  General  Treasurer.  This  Bureau 
has  no  special  work  in  that  Conference ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Conference 
will  be  permanently  organized  this  year.

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Report  of  Bureau  for  West  SoutlTLem  States. 

The  Bureau  of  the  AVest  Southern  States  inehides  the  work  estahlished 
or  to  be  inaugurated  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas.  Tlie  Churcli 
and  the  schools  are  co-operating  agencies,  and  in  establishing  and  prose- 
cuting our  work,  we  should  endeavor  to  su])plement  these  by  our  Indus- 
trial and  Model  Homes,  and  thus  add  strength  and  efficiency  to  these 
evangelizing  influences.  In  this  territory  there  are  four  Conferences — the 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Little  Rock,  and  Arkansas.  The  last  two,  one 
white  and  the  other  colored,  occupy  the  same  territory.  Belonging  to 
these  Conferences  there  are  290  ministers  and  313  preaching-places.  There 
are  four  Church  schools— New  Orleans,  Rust,  and  Little  Rock  Universities, 
and  the  Philander  Smith  College.  Our  Society,  co-operating  with  these 
ministers  and  teachers,  exerts  a  powerful  influence  throughout  these 
States,  as  they  are  strong  allies  everywhere  in  urging  better  methods  of 
living.  The  circuits  are  large,  and  the  presiding  elders  often  travel  hun- 
dreds of  miles  to  reach  tlieir  appointments.  In  this  vast  territory,  equal 
to  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  Illinois,  with  a  population  of  more  than 
3,000,000,  there  is  onlv  one  city  of  more  than  13,000  inhabitants,  one  with 
11,000,  another  with"  8,000,  and  a  few  towns  with  from  2,000  to  4,000. 
Hence  it  is  evident  that  our  work  must  be  planned  to  reach  the  people  in 
the  rural  districts.  They  generally  live  in  oue-room  cabins,  as  is  found 
convenient  for  the  plantation  workmen.  Should  we  attempt  to  send  mis- 
sionaries from  the  North  to  them,  the}'  could  not  visit  the  cabins  and  re- 
main long  enough  to  gain  an  abiding  influence  over  the  people.  Besides, 
there  are  no  conveniences  to  make  teaching  possible  ;  but  hundreds  of 
youth,  young  men  and  women,  are  leaving  cabin  life  for  a  few  months  at 
a  time,  to  attend  the  colleges.  They  learn  books  quickly,  but  their  lives 
have  been  barren  of  the  sweet  amenities  of  home.  The  ideas  of  the  school 
and  the  pulpit  belong  to  another  sphere,  and  the  students,  when  they  re- 
turn home,  have  not  the  practical  skill  necessary  to  change  the 
methods  of  life  prevalent  in  the  cabins;  and  here  is  found  the  opportunity 
of  our  Society,  with  its  plan  of  industrial  training. 

The  girl  learns  how  to  make  garments,  clothe  the  family,  cook  the 
food,  set  the  table,  and  keep  house,  while  the  brother  learns  the  use  of 
tools,  and  is  given  plans  of  simple  architecture  by  which  he  can  erect  an 
addition  to  the  cabm,  make  a  rude  table,  or  construct  rough  seats.  So 
these  young  people  return  home  with  inspiration  for  a  new  life.  To  the 
people  they  are  living  illustrations  of  possible  attainment,  and  furnish  ex- 
ample for  the  imitation  of  others.  Each  girl,  well  trained  in  a  Model 
Home,  is  a  better  missionary  than  a  lady  of  another  race  and  condition 
of  life  could  be.  She  understands  and  symjaathizes  with  the  needs  of  the 
people ;  besides,  she  can  live  with  them  cheaply,  and  teach  by  example, 
as  well  as  precept. 

In  this  Bureau  we  have  the  Adeline  Smith  Model  Home,  at  Little 
Rock,  the  house  and  its  furnishings  being  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs. 
Blackstone.  It  is  conveniently  arranged  to  accommodate  nine  or  ten  girls  ; 
but  so  great  was  the  desire  of  the  people  to  profit  by  its  advantages  that 
fourteen  girls  have  been  crowded  into  it  most  of  the  year.  We  visited  the 
Home  in  June,  and  were  deeply  impressed  by  the  order  and  Christian 
spirit  of  the  familj\  The  girls  had  learned  to  cook  and  seive  food  well 
and  tastefully,  had  gained  considerable  proficiency  in  sewing  and  dress- 
making, and  had  good  ideas  of  economy  in  matters  of  housekeeping  and 
supplies.  Miss  Elizabeth  Mcintosh  has  had  charge  of  the  work  at  Little 
Rock.  The  influence  of  the  Mo.'.el  Home  has  extended  into  the  city  and 
neighboring  charges,  where  she  has  counseled'  the  people  on  temperance 
and  Christian  living,  has  labored  in  Sabbath-schools,  and  formed  prayer- 
circles,  and  Bible-classes.  The  house,  besides  being  too  small  for  the 
family,  has  no  sewing  or  work-room.     It  was  the  gift  of  a  friend,  who  is 
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now  willing  to  co-operate  with  our  Society  for  the  establishment  of  a  well 
iirningt'd  Sciiool  of  Domestic  Economy.  In  this  behalf  we  ask  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  !?2,()()U,  on  tiic  coiulition  tliut  Mrs.  Sniitli  sujiplics  tlie  bal- 
ance, §4,000,  wliich  will  l)e  required  to  complete  the  enterprise  ;  the 
Society,  on  its  i)art,  will  l)e  expected  to  turn  over  to  the  Philander  Smith 
College  the  building  now  occupied  by  us.  This  will  provide  us  with  a 
property  of  amjde  accommodations,  worth  $6,000,  in  place  of  the  present 
Home,  worth  $2,000. 

A  School  of  Domestic  Economy  is  needed  in  connection  with  the 
Little  Rock  University.  We  have  secured  a  conditional  pledge  of  money 
to  erect  a  suitable  building.  The  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  is 
asked  for  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  required,  when  it  f-hall  come 
into  the  treasury.  At  Holly  Springs,  co-operating  with  Rust  University, 
which  has  about  oOO  pujjils,  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  has  been  in- 
augurated. We  have  a  line  property  adjoining  the  Campus,  consist ing  of 
five  acres,  with  buildings.  The  Model  Home  is  a  frame  house,  of  graceful 
architecture,  erected  two  years  ago,  capable  of  accommodating  sixteen 
girls.  Jliss  Sophia  Johnson  is  the  Supermtendent,  and  her  wise  manage- 
ment and  Christian  example  have  exerted  a  strong  influence  for  good 
throughout  the  school.  She  has  taught  from  80  to  lOO  girls  in  her  sewing- 
classes.  A  specialty  is  made  of  drtss-making,  a  system  of  draiting  being 
used  which  is  reliable,  easily  understood,  is  adapted  to  all  garments  for 
the  family,  and  is  taught  to  classes,  the  teacher  using  the  blackboard  in 
illustrating  the  method.  This  system  is  furnished  us  by  the  inventor  at 
the  small  cost  of  $1.50.  Besides  the  house  above  referred  to,  there  is  a 
brick  one  of  six  rooms,  which  will  make  another  Model  Home  for  a  fam- 
ily, and  with  a  second  teaclier,  will  enlarge  the  capacitj'  of  the  work. 

Miss  Anna  Harwood  has  been  serving  the  Society  efficiently  as  field 
missionary  and  organizer  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  visiting  important 
charges,  and  addressing  the  people  in  churches  and  elsewhere  in  the  inter- 
est of  temperance,  morality,  and  education. 

MEW    ORLEANS. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  organized  efficiently  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  The  women  of  the  Church  are  deeply  interested 
in  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  in  connection  with 
the  University,  and  will  raise  considerable  money  lor  this  object,  while 
they  continue  to  sustain,  as  heretofore,  mission-schools  in  many  of  the 
Churches.  These  are  needed  for  the  education  of  young  children  until 
the  State  provides  public  school  instruction  for  them.  More  than  a  score 
of  these  have  been  kept  during  the  year,  and  are  self-supporting.  To  se- 
cure the  best  interests  of  the  work,  a  general  supervisory  influence  is 
needed  in  the  Conference  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  successful  industrial 
enterprise. 

In  accordance  with  the  constitutional  provision,  we  have  consulted 
with  the  ladies  in  the  Conferences  most  intimately  interested  in  the  work, 
with  reference  to  providing  special  committees  to  represent  them  in  su- 
pervisory charge  of  the  work,  this  being  a  part  of  the  dutj'  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Bureau,  as  provided  by  By-law.

Report    from    Btareau.    for   INTew    Nlexico    and. 
Arizona.. 

In  looking  into  the  countries  of  ]!sew  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  examine 
their  claims  for  evangelization,  we  find  there  a  true  mission-field,  an  in- 
heritance— if  we  but  go  up  and  possess  the  land — for  Christ.     I  think  we 
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become  interested  in  any  country  in  proportion  to  the  knowledge  we 
have  of  its  needs  and  prospects.  The  vastness  of  the  territory  of  Mexico 
we  can  scarcely  comprehend;  its  history  is  full  of  wonder,  and  is  delight- 
ful as  a  romance.  Pic;turosque,  indeed,  are  the  adohe  buildings  of  the 
Mexicans,  made  of  sun-dried  clay,  with  their  quaint  roofs ;  tlie  old  churches, 
with  th.'ir  gaudy  pictures  of  saints  and  angels  ;  the  dark-hncd  Spaniards, 
with  the  dress,  dialect,  tastes,  and  iiabits  of  the  past. 

Arizona  has  an  area  about  as  large  as  New  l^^ngland  and  New  York. 
In  this  rugged  South-west  we  have  huge  rivers,  mountains,  and  plains. 
The  surface  of  the  country  is  covered  with  verdure,  the  rich  grass  every- 
where inviting  the  herder  and  stock-raiser  to  its  fields;  while  gold,  silver, 
and  copper  are  found  hidden  under  the  soil  of  its  vast  surface,  attracting 
capital  and  labor  for  its  development.  John  Hall  said,  when  traveling 
over  these  great  valleys:  "The  whole  scene  shows  God's  hand  in  nature, 
suggesting  freshness,  fullness,  and  peace." 

No  doubt  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  in  the  near  future  will  occupy  an 
important  place  among  the  States  of  tlie  Union.  But  alas!  how  many  in 
this  country  so  fair  to  look  upon  are  wicked  and  sinful,  without  the 
knowledge  of  God  and  of  a  pure  Gospel !  Scattered  over  this  vast  region, 
mostly  in  small  towns,  we  find  mining-camps  and  herders'  ranches.  Many 
thousand  people  live  therein  who  know  nothing  of  sacred  things  or  of 
holy  Sabbaths.  We  find  the  Indians  practicing  heathenism  in  their 
squalor  and  dirt;  the  Mormons,  with  their  vile  polygamy;  the  Romanists, 
with  their  bigotry  and  abominations;  and  even  the  Chinese  are  there  in 
force  among  the  mines,  with  their  heathen  language,  customs,  and  preju- 
dices. There  is  probably  less  of  the  true  religious  element,  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  than  is  to  be  found  in  any  other  settled  portion  of  our 
country.  To  be  sure,  the  Jesuit  missionaries  went  into  Mexico  in  the 
days  of  the  Spanish  conquest,  with  their  missions  and  schools,  ostensibly 
for  the  conversion  of  the  Indians ;  but  their  efforts  resulted  in  little  less 
than  the  complete  subjugation  of  these  ignorant  people  to  a  thralldom  of 
degrading  rites  and  superstitions.  The  reports  which  come  to  us  of  the 
cruel  superstitions  connected  with  the  w'orship  of  the  martyrs,  and  the 
penances  imposed  upon  Romanists  in  this  free  land,  are  appalling.  The 
accounts  of  the  pollution  and  tyranny  of  Mormonism  among  this  ignorant 
people  stir  my  soul  to  its  very  depths.  The  fearful  degradation  of  Indian 
women  calls  aloud  for  schools  and  churches. 

I  find,  in  examining  into  the  work  of  our  own  and  other  denomi- 
nations, that  the  great  need  in  this  laiid  is  Bible  women  and  schools,  as 
preparatory  for  Christianizing  the  people,  the  same  plan  as  is  adopted  in 
heathen  lands.  I  can  not  understand  why  Protestantism  has  been  so  long 
neglectful  of  the  needy  multitudes  of  these  vast  territories.  Our  Church 
has  a  limited  mission-work  both  among  the  Spanish  people  and  the  En- 
glish-speaking people.  The  Presbyterians  and  Baptists  have  a  larger  work, 
and  other  denominations  a  few  schools  and  missions  ;  but  tlieir  united 
work  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  population  of  these  lands;  and  but 
few  hear  the  words  of  salvation  or  know  the  delights  of  a  Christian  home. 
Now  is  the  time  for  special  effort  in  behalf  of  these  people.  Mining- 
camps  are  growing  into  villages  and  embryo  cities.  Very  few  of  these  are 
reached  by  the  established  institutions  of  religion  in  any  form.  Truly 
the  harvest  is  great,  the  laborers  are  few.  Last  year  $1,000  was  appro- 
priated by  this  Board  to  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  conditionally,  the  con- 
dition being  that  the  amount  be  raised  by  or  through  a  Special  Fund  given 
for  that  work.  Bishops  Bowman,  Foss,  and  Fowler  have  been  consulted 
in  regard  to  this  mission-field,  and  also  Rev.  Mr.  Harwood,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  our  Spanish  Mission,  in  New  Mexico.  They  emphasize  the 
needs,  and  encourage  us  to  plant  our  work  this  year. 

Your  Committee,  in  whose  bands  yOu  placed  this  work  last  year,  did 
not  ask  the  Executive  Board  to  disburse  one  dollar  to  it,  for  the  reason 
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that  some  debts  bad  to  be  paid  elsewliero,  and  tbey  bave  patiently 
waited  until  now  for  fear  that  the  work,  if  l)egun,  rnij^lit  not  liave  jiroper 
nurture  for  want  of  means.  Now  your  Committee  ean  not  \)e  ftut  off 
longer,  and  they  beseech  you  to  remember  tiiis  people  by  an  approjfriation 
of  $2,000,  tmcoiidUional. 

We  recommend  :  1.  That  a  Bible-reader  be  supported  at  Tiptonville; 
2.  That  $400  be  allowed  for  school  work;  3.  That  the  remaining;  part  of 
the  ai)propriatiou  be  used  in  furnisiiin^  and  sustaining  a  Model  Home  in 
Tiptonville.  Tlie  building  is  alrea<ly  there,  which  can  be  used  for  that 
l)nrpose.  These  recommendations  have  the  sanction  of  the  Church  offi- 
cials who  are  specially  interested  in  this  field.

Report  from   Bvireau   for  IVIormons. 

Knowinu  how  valuable  is  every  moment  of  this  time,  we  bave  simply 
to  ask  you  for  a  patient  bearing  of  a  necessarily  long  report.  A  hearing, 
first,  of  the  "  faith  that  is  in  us  "  that  the  lines  of  work  early  ailopted  by  our 
Society,  and  now  j)ursued  in  Utah,  are  the  right  ones  ;  and  secondly,  that 
the  evident  "crisis"  now  in  affairs  there,  which  must  be  met  by  tlie 
Churches,  demands  increased  interest,  as  well  as  the  increased  appropria- 
tions we  are  going  to  ask  of  you.  You  will  be  surprised,  we  know,  at  the 
very  audacity  of  this  asking ;  but,  I  say  it  reverently,  God  is  behind  it, 
bidding  us  thus  "ask  largely,"  and  so  we  are  not  afraid. 

As  we  understand  there  are  some  questionings  as  to  the  wisdona  of 
some  of  these  lines  of  w^ork  above  referred  to,  may  we  take  time  for  a 
word  of  explanation,  that  you  may  more  intelligently  vote  on  the  appro- 
priations we  shall  ask  for.  These  lines  are  the  same  as  those  pursued  by 
us  in  the  South,  but  very  different  in  their  relative  importance  in  the  two 
sections.  As  classed  now  in  the  South,  they  stand  :  Missionary,  Industrial, 
Educational.  To  meet  present  needs  in  the  solving  of  this  Utah  problem, 
we  would  reverse  this  order,  placing  them:  Educational,  Missionary,  in- 
dustrial. Outside  the  few  larger  cities  in  which  Gentile  influence  is  more 
or  less  felt,  tiie  despotic  priestly  power  rules  supreme;  densest  ignorance 
and  the  lowest  plane  of  sensual  thought  seem  to  have  become  the  normal 
mental  condition  of  this  enslaved  people.  The  only  schools  in  these  rural 
districts  are  Mormon,  in  which  little  outside  their  infamous  doctrines 
is  taught. 

A  careful  study  of  this  problem  now  vexing  Church  and  State,  for 
more  than  a  year  in  personal  observation,  reading,  and  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence with  our  missionaries  on  the  ground,  has  led  to  the  belief, 
which  we  find  in  harmony  with  that  of  our  missionaries,  as  well  as  that 
of  other  denominations  interested  there  in  w'ork,  that  the  law  can  do  but 
little  in  the  cure  of  this  curse,  aside  from  opening  the  door,  which  it  is 
now  doing,  for  the  Church  to  come  in  and  thoroughly  regenerate  this 
people.  It  is  agreed  that  this  w"ork  must  principally  be  successful  among 
the  children  now  swarming  this  Territory,  lifting  them  up  by  Christian 
education  to  higher  planes  of  thought,  developing  their  reasoning  qualities, 
spreading  among  them  the  current  ideas  of  the  age,  and  thus  in  time  mak- 
ing Christian  Americans  out  of  Mormon  devotees. 

These  Christian  schools  we  are  starting  in  these  rural  towns,  by  ex- 
citing the  opposition  of  the  priesthood,  immediately  begin  to  agitate  these 
low,  turbid  waters,  and  become  centers  of  discussion.  Discussion  gives 
breadth  and  character  to  thought,  especially  in  the  children,  and  very 
soon  a  wise  and  consecrated  teacher,  with  genial  manner  and  fidelity  to 
duty,  will  disarm  this  prejudice  of  ignorance  and  diseased  moral  life,  and 
find  doors  of  hearts  and  homes  everywhere  open  for  the  entrance  of  the 
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true  Christ.  Verily,  a  little  child  shall  lead  them,  and,  before  we  dare 
hope,  these  children  will  take  into  their  own  hands  and  settle  this  prob- 
lem now  balliing  the  wisdom  of  Christian  and  statesman. 

If  the  need  for  these  schools  is  admitted,  then  the  necessity  arises  for 
a  school-room  in  which  to  conduct  them.  And  as  a  strong  prejudice  meets 
us  everywliere  in  these  towns,  refusing  in  most  cases  the  renting  of  the 
commonest  room,  the  wisdom  of  our  other  line  of  work — building  "Lucy 
Hayes"  school-houses,  whicli  in  time  answer  both  educational  and  mis- 
sionary purposes — also  approves  itself  more  and  more  t(j  us.  In  regard  to 
these  two  lines  of  work,  Rev.  T.  C.  Ilitf,  Superintendent  of  Missions  in 
Utah,  writes  us:  "Please  urge  upon  your  Society  the  need  of  doubling  the 
number  of  missionary  teachers,  and  building  as  many  of  your  little  mis- 
sion school-houses  as  possible.  Say  to  the  ladies,  from  me,  that  tliis 
work  of  teaching,  while  of  the  greatest  importance  now,  will  only  be  a 
draft  on  tliem  for  a  few  years;  for  just  as  soon  as  public  schools  come  into 
the  hands  of  proper  persons,  this  line  of  work  will  cease  to  be  needed. 
But  these  little  homes  you  are  building  are  not  only  an  equal  necessity 
now,  but  will  be  needed  in  all  the  future  in  the  direct  carrying  on  of  mis- 
sion work  in  this  Territory." 

With  this  plea  in  favor  of  our  present  lines  of  work,  we  make  the 
following  recommendations,  approved  first  by  each  member  of  our  Bureau, 
and  then  by  tlie  Executive  Board  at  its  last  meeting:  to  increase  our  force 
of  missionary  teachers  from  six  to  ten,  with  two  or  more  added  conditionally, 
making  the  number  twelve;  these  to  fill  the  following  places,  in  which 
provision  is  already  made  in  the  way  of  school-rooms  or  chapels :  A  Scan- 
dinavian Missionary  at  Salt  Lake  City ;  two  teachers  at  Grantsville  and 
Spanish  Fork,  where  the  Churcli  Extension  Society  has  built  chapels;  one 
teacher  for  the  Home  now  being  built  by  ladies  of  Columbus  at  Elsinore, 
which  will  be  dedicated  and  ready  for  use  the  12th  of  December;  one 
teacher  for  Richfield,  half  of  whose  salary  is  already  pledged  by  that  royal 
pati'on,  Mrs.  Palen,  of  Philadelphia;  one  teacher  for  Ephraim  ;  one  mis- 
sionary for  the  Cache  Vallej',  where  twenty  thousand  lost  sheep  wander. 
The  Parent  Missionary  Society  has  but  one  missionarj^  R'r-v.  M.  Nelson, 
for  these  thousands  of  waiting  souls.  We  ask,  also,  an  appropriation  for 
three  school-houses,  two  of  them  conditional.  One  of  these  is  alreadj'  pro- 
vided for  at  Spring  City,  a  place  of  infinite  need,  by  the  Findlay  (0.)  Dis- 
trict. The  other  points  needing  school-houses  most  are  Logan,  Provo,  and 
Manti.     AVe  ask,  further,  an  appropriation  for  a  "  Contingent  Fund." 

Salt  Lake  Boarding  Home. 

lu  view  of  the  complications  arising  out  of  the  joint  ownership  of 
this  building,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  not  accomplishing  the  work  designed 
in  its  founding,  we  would  urge  upon  this  meeting  to  settle  in  some  way 
the  status  of  this  ownership,  and  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out,  if  pos- 
sible, of  the  oi'iginal  design  in  its  erection — to  help  poor  girls  of  this  Ter- 
ritory to  a  better  education — which  will  become  more  and  more  a  neces- 
sity in  the  opening  up  of  this  work  there. 

INDUSTRIAL  CLASSES. 

These  are  now  being  formed  by  our  missionaries,  and  are  not  only 
full  of  promises  of  good  in  themselves,  but  are  proving  open  doors  into 
homes,  as  they  bring  into  acquaintance  and  sj^mpathy  both  parents  and 
children.  Other  denominations  have  been  for  some  time  carrying  on  suc- 
cessfully such  classes.  Materials  for  use  in  these  classes,  consisting  of 
calico,  muslin,  bright  j'arns,  etc.,  must  be  furnished,  and  may  be  taken  as 
special  work  by  Children's  Bands  and  Young  Ladies'  Mission  Circles. 
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BENEFICIARIES. 

Early  last  Winter  our  attf-ntion  was  called  to  the  case  of  a  brother 
and  sister  in  Provo,  Utah,  of  Mormon  antecedents,  hut  converted  and  pos- 
sessed of  deep  relifjions  experiences  and  much  promise  of  character. 
These  of  late  have  felt  themselves  called  to  missionary  work,  and  must  liave 
educational  advantages,  which  can  be  secured  cheaper  away  from  the  Ter- 
ritory. The  Education  Society  will  assist  the  young  man  in  part,  and 
he  will  enter  school  the  coming  term  at  Delaware,  O.  The  Mission  friends 
in  Utah  make  application  to  our  Society  lor  help  for  the  sister,  that  slie 
nuiy  come  with  the  brother.  We  recommend,  as  our  one  beneficiary  from 
Utah,  this  young  girl,  though  realizing,  it  may  trutl)ful]y  be  claimed,  a 
bad  i)recedent  in  tlie  great  expense  involved.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
conditions  in  Utah  are  jieculiar,  and  can  not  be  forced  into  the  straight 
lines  felt  to  be  necessary  and  hoped  for  in  the  future,  can  we  not  be  in- 
dulged in  calling  this  a  "  special  case,"  rather  than  "  bad  precedent?"  AVe 
urge  the  responding  to  this  call,  because,  instead  of  opportunities  seeking 
and  inviting  us  out  to  success  in  tliis  field,  we  have  to  watch  for  op])Ortu- 
nities,  and  catch  at  every  chance  to  reach  in  behind  these  priestly  environ- 
ments to  save  souls.  Here  is  one  of  these  exceptional  opportunities  now 
seeking  us — one  of  these  girls  reaching  out  and  asking  help  to  lift  her 
above  the  environments,  and  fit  her  to  go  back  and  help  loose  this  en- 
slaved people. 

WORK   OF  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

Our  Society  has  supported  the  last  year  the  following  teachers  and 
missionaiies  :  Miss  Martha  A.  Lock,  in  Salt  Lake  City  ;  Mrs.  M.  M.  Skewes, 
in  Ogden ;  Miss  Liza  Saugstad,  in  San  Pete  Valley;  Miss  A.  E.  Anderson, 
in  Moroni ;  Miss  C.  Larson,  in  Mt.  Pleasant;  and  Miss  Lincoln,  in  Provo, 
the  last  three  having  only  been  employed  since  February.  Only  one  of 
the  three  houses  for  which  appropriations  were  made  at  the  Philadelphia 
Annual  Meeting  has  been  built — the  one  at  Elsinore,  built  by  ladies  of 
Columbus,  O.,  which  will  be  dedicated  the  12th  of  December.

Report  froiTTL  Bij.rea.tj.  for  Indians 

The  Indian  problem  is  still  before  the  Christian  Churclies,  one 
which  it  alone  can  solve  by  its  missions.  The  Methodist  Church  has, 
during  the  last  thirty  years,  interested  itself  less  in  these  noble  home 
lieathen  than  has  any  other  Christian  people  of  our  country.  Wherever 
it  has  prosecuted  missionary  work  among  the  Indians  it  has  been  singu- 
larly successful. 

The  fact  that  a  title  to  ground  for  building  purposes  can  not  be  ob- 
tained on  Indian  lands,  and  the  constant  interference  of  the  government  in 
the  j-emoval  of  Indians,  liave  no  doubt  discouraged  our  Church  leaders, 
and  thus  they  have  come  gradually  to  leave  the  poor  Indian  to  be  de- 
voured by  the  greedy  and  cruel  white  adventurer.  It  was  a  Methodist 
preacher  whom  a  chief  described  as  "a  man  with  a  great,  loving  heart," 
who  attracted,  and  at  last  won  to  remarkable  devotion  to  Christ,  the  noble 
Ojibwa  tribes,  after  other  men  had  preached  to  them  many  years,  only  to 
be  doubted,  and  to  retire  discouraged. 

The  idea  that  advancing  civilization  will  settle  the  Indian  question  is 
a  quieting  one  to  some  consciences.  If  we  had  advanced,  as  William  Penn 
advanced,  witli  the  open  Bible  and  a  just  and  brotherly  contact,  this 
would   be   a   proper   view.      But  the   fact   is   wholly   different.      Greed, 
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treachery,  and  robbery  have  characterized  the  advance  corps  of  our  civili- 
zation. Ayi\en  on  our  Western  border  the  two  races  have  met,  it  has 
been  only  to  make  both  worse.  Neglect  of  the  Indians  has  been  a 
hindrance  to  our  own  "advancing  civilization."  Plant  an  Indian  mission, 
and  the  influence  is  as  potent  among  whites  as  Indians.  This  is  exempli- 
fied in  the  mission  of  our  Society  at  Pawnee. 

PAWNEE,   INDIAN   TERRITORY. 

We  opened  a  mission  at  this  agency  in  July,  1885.  At  that  time  there 
was  no  observance  of  the  Sabbath  by  whites  or  Indians.  Our  missionarj', 
]Mrs.  Gaddis,  addressed  herself  at  once,  wisely  and  gently,  to  establish  a 
Christian  Sabbath.  In  this  she  has  succeeded.  The  Indians,  who  enter- 
tained the  wliites  on  the  Sabbath  witli  their  bear-dances,  now  not  only 
attend  the  services  held  by  Mrs.  Gaddis  on  that  day,  but  have  given  up 
their  heathen  dances.  Within  a  radius  of  forty  miles  there  was  no  divine 
worship  and  no  Sabbath  before  our  mission  was  opened.  In  this  regard, 
as  well  as  many  others,  the  mission  has  benefited  both  whites  and  Indians, 
and  initiated  a  new  and  Christian  civilization.  One  chief  has  died  a 
beautiful  death,  addressing  God  as  "Father."  Seven  other  Indians  have 
recently  professed  conversion.  The  Superintendent,  Eev.  S.  Snyder,  will 
organize  a  Church  there  very  soon,  and  Mrs.  Gaddis  will  have  the  help  of 
a  regular  preacher.  This  will  enable  her  to  give  still  more  time  to  the 
wretched  women  and  children.  The  Government  Report  speaks  highly  of 
our  work  and  of  our  missionary,  and  of  the  great  field  of  usefulness  open- 
ing before  our  Society  there.  Mrs.  Gaddis  deserves  the  praise  and  grati- 
tude of  the  Society  for  the  patience  w'lth  which  she  has  endured  many  and 
varied  trials,  and  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  she  bus  conducted  the 
work.  The  influence  of  this  mission  for  good  on  "advancing  civilization" 
can  not  be  overestimated. 

THE   OSAGES  IN   INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

This  tribe  is  located  directly  north-east  of  the  Pawnees,  and  numbers 
1,500.  We  shall  probably  send  a  missionary  to  these  people  in  a  few 
weeks.  An  aged  lady,  upwards  of  ninety  years  of  age,  gave  to  this  mission 
$200  in  September  last,  requesting  work  "to  begin  immediately.  The  gen- 
tlemanly agent  at  Pawtusky,  Osage  Agency,  Hon.  Ja:s.  I.  David,  exj^resses 
the  utmost  cordiality  with  our  mission,  and  urges  immediate  action.  We 
hope  another  year  to  report  an  established  and  prosperous  station.  It  is 
also  probable  that  the  Ponca  and  Otoe  tribes  adjoining  will  press  their 
claims  upon  us  forthwith.  These  must  wait  another  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  next  Fall.  Here,  then,  will  be  at  least  two  thousand  as 
wretched  and  degraded  women  as  can  be  found  on  earth,  looking  to  us  for 
a  better  life.  We  trust  these  tribes,  with  the  whites,  will  form  a  circuit 
for  the  Gospel  herald,  while  our  missionaries  devote  themselves  to  the 
women  and  children.     Bishop  Bowman  has  charge  of  this  Territory. 

MONTANA  AND   OREGON. 

Appropriations  are  made  to  work  in  these  localities,  and  we  are  en- 
couraged to  hope  that  missions  may  be  established  here  before  this  time 
next  year.  The  care  of  Indians  in  Montana  was  given  to  our  Church  by 
Gen.  Grant's  Commissioners.  It  was  not  accepted,  however,  and  hence 
greater  neglect  has  fallen  to  those  tribes  than  to  others,  and,  consequently, 
great  suffering  and  heathenism.  Other  denominations  have  slowly  and 
courteously  taken  up  the  work  proffered  to  our  Church;  but  the  field  is 
still  open.     Bishop  Ninde  has  charge  of  Montana  Missions.

WASHINGTON   TERRITORY. 

Througli  Puget  Sound  Conference  a  mission  is  offered  us  at  Nootsack 
and  Qiiilhiyute.  Nootsack  is  partially  provided  for  by  the  Conference. 
Mrs.  Fiynn  teaches  the  cliiidren,  and  her  husband,  Rev.  John  Flynn,  has 
labored  successfully  among  the  Indians,  having  iiad  129  conversions  the 
past  year.  Troy  Conference  has  aided  this  mission  with  supplies.  There 
are  about  200  families  at  this  point.  The  Quillayutes,  off  the  reservation, 
number  800.  To  these  we  are  pressed  to  send  a  missionary,  as  a  very 
needy  and  remarkably  promising  field.  The  Quillayutes  are  a  very  briglit 
and  industrious  people.  This  division  of  tlie  Bureau  is  in  efficient  hands, 
and  progress,  we  hope,  will  be  reported  within  a  short  time.  To  all  the 
above-mentioned  places  appropriations  have  been  made.  How  few  are 
these,  when  we  remember  that  there  are  more  than  sixty  tribes  yet  with- 
out a  missionary !  The  outlook  is  encouraging.  The  Indians  are  asking 
for  the  white  man's  w^ays,  and  the  white  man  "  is  searching  out  the  matter 
he  knows  not" — the  secret  of  his  red  brother's  distress.

Report  fronn.  BuireaUi  for  Alaska.. 

In  reporting  the  w^ork  of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska  I  purpose  to  make  it 
largely  historical,  as  there  seems  to  be  less  known  of  this  North-land  of 
ours  than  of  foreign  countries.  Although  nearly  twenty  years  have  passed 
since  "  both  American  and  Russian  troops  were  drawn  up  into  line,  .  .  . 
and,  with  roll  of  drum  and  discharge  of  musketrj",  the  imperial  eagle  of 
Russia  descended  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  arose,"  yet  few  appear  to  real- 
ize that  Alaska  is  Teally  ours,  and  fewer  still  that  many  of  its  inhabitants 
are  as  thoroughly  heathen  to-day  as  any  to  be  found  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

The  facts  here  given  come  largely  from  Government  Reports,  beginning 
with  the 

DARKEST^  PHASE. 

The  darkest  of  all  is,  that  while  Christians  made  no  effort  to  tell  these 
new-bought  heathen  of  Jesus,  the  whisky-demon  began  his  work  at  once, 
and  has  worked  actively  ever  since.  Ten  years  he  and  his  kindred  had 
the  field  all  to  themselves.  In  1877  one  lone  woman  opened  the  first  Prot- 
estant school  in  Alaska,  among  a  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  north-east  part  of 
the  Territory,  where  now  is  a  large  and  successful  Presbyterian  mission. 
This  unprotected  woman,  Mrs.  McFarland,  soon  won  the  confidence  of  the 
natives.  All  their  disputes  were  brought  before  her  for  settlement,  they 
always  accepting  her  decision.  Through  her  influence  they  agreed  to  ex- 
clude all  spirituous  liquors  from  their  tribe.  It  thus  remained  until  the 
United  States  Government  officials  claimed  control  of  their  affairs;  then 
whisky  flowed  freely,  and  Mrs.  McFarland  lost  her  influence.  In  less  than 
a  week  after  the  United  States  flag  was  raised  at  Sitka,  among  other  vices 
that  claimed  its  protection  were  "  two  drinking  saloons  and  two  ten-pin  alleys.'^ 
The  first  record  of  present-making  to  native  chiefs  by  the  "  commander  of 
the  new  department"  was  "a  few  bottles  of  whisky!"  Some  years  ago 
nearly  a  whole  tribe  on  the  North-west  coast  perished  from  starvation  be- 
cause their  Winter  stores  had  been  exchanged  for  a  cargo  of  whisky. 

There  are  no  densely  populated  places,  as  among  foreign  heathen. 
Little  settlements  are  scattered  all  over  this  vast  Territory,  the  extreme  part 
of  which  is  "  as  far  west  of  San  Francisco  as  the  State  of  Maine  is  east." 
The  wild  tribes  have  each  their  own  special  vices  and  heathen  practices- 
In  some  the  belief  in  witchcraft  causes  immeasurable  suffering.  No  one  is 
free  from  suspicion.  Not  long  since  the  favorite  daughter  of  a  chief  was 
delivered  up  to  torture  and  death  because  suspected  of  bewitching  some 
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moiubers  of  her  t.ribo.  In  others  jiolyiriimy  in  its  most  hidcons  forms  is 
l)nictice(l,  fathers  taking  their  own  daiightiirs  as  wives  in  the  same  hovel 
with  their  mother.  The  excliange  of  wives,  as  inclination  or  convenience 
(lictates,is  not  nneommon.  Unman  sacrifice,  infanticide,  and  other  kindred 
crimes,  looked  for  only  within  the  "diocese"  of  Bishoj)  Taylor,  may  he 
found  among  the  mountains  and  ravines  of  Alaska — our  own  proud  land! 
Bnt  let  us  turn  to  a 

BRIGHTER     PHASE. 

These  people  can  be  civilised  and  Chrii^iianized.  This  is  an  acknowledged 
fact,  fully  proved  by  the  Presbyterians  in  the  North-eastern  Archipelago, 
and  the  Greek  Church  and  the  Moravians  on  the  west  coast  and  the  Aleu- 
tian Islands.  The  la,st  named  is  one  of  the  brightest  parts  of  the  bright  side. 
I  call  special  attention  to  this  for  reasons  given  hereafter.  The  following 
extracts  are  from  Government  Rei:)orts : 

"  Unalashka  is  the  most  important  settlement  in  Western  Alaska,  and 
the  commercial  center  of  all  the  trade  now  in  that  region,  or  that  shall  de- 
velop in  the  future.  It  is  the  natural  outfitting  station  for  vessels  passing 
between  the  Pacific  and  Arctic  Oceans.  ...  In  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Unalashka,  on  the  island  of  Spirkin,  is  Borka.  This  village  is  noted  for 
its  cleanliness.  With  their  white-scrubbed  and  neatly  sanded  floors,  their 
clear,  clean  windows,  neat  bedding,  tidy  rooms,  and  abundance  of  wild-flower 
bouquets  on  tables  and  window-sills,  they  may  properly  be  called  the  Hol- 
landers of  Alaska.  .  .  .  The  marriage  relation  is  respected,  and,  as  a 
rule,  each  family  have  their  own  house,  with  from  two  to  three  rooms.  They 
use  in  their  houses  a  small  cast-iron  cook-stove,  or  neat  wrought-iron  cook- 
ing-range, granite-ware  kettles,  white  crockery-ware  dishes,  pewter  or  plated 
silver-ware,  and  feather-beds  covered  with  colored  spreads.  Their  wails  are 
adorned  with  colored  pictures,  and  their  houses  lighted  with  kerosene  in 
glass  lamps.  Nearly  every  home  possesses  an  accordeon,  a  hand-organ,  or 
music-box,  some  of  the  latter  costing  as  high  as  $200.  They  dress  in  Amer- 
ican garments,  and  their  women,  with  great  interest,  study  the  fashion- 
plates,  and  try  to  imitate  the  latest  styles.  Many  among  them  are  highly 
educated  even  in  the  classics.  The  administrator  of  the  fur  company  often 
reposed  great  confidence  in  them*.  One  of  their  best  physicians  was  an 
Aleutian ;  one  of  their  best  navigators  was  an  Aleutian ;  their  best  traders 
and  accountants  were  Aleutians." 

When  the  Russians  took  possession  of  Alaska  the  inhabitants  of  these 
islands  were  as  degraded  as  the  wild  tribes  of  the  interior  now  are.  For  the 
change  which  has  been  wrought  in  them  credit  is  due  to  the  Greek  Church 
and  the  influence  of  the  Alaska  Commercial  Company.  There  are  other 
illustrations  of  what  the  Gospel,  even  when  adulterated  by  ignorant  priests 
can  do  for  these  home  heathen.  I  speak  of  these  places  particularly,  because 
it  is  here  that  Dr.  Jackson,  Government  Agent  for  Education  in  Alaska, 
desires  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  our  Church  to  estab- 
lish an 

INDUSTRIAL  AND  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

Surely  the  daughters  of  women  who  can  make  their  rude  homes  so 
bright,  and  study  the  fashion-plates  so  assiduously,  can  be  easily  fitted  to 
rescue  their  sisters  of  the  interior  from  heathenism.  Those  found  to  possess 
the  requisite  qualifications  could  be  sent  to  the  States  and  trained  for  physi- 
cians. The  lack  of  physicians  is  one  great  reason  why  the  population  in- 
creases so  slowly.  (For  ability  to  become  teachers  and  physicians  see  above 
extracts.) 

PetroflTs  "History  of  Alaska"  says:  "The  natives  have  no  medicines 
whatever,  nor  any  knowledge,  so  far  as  can  be  discovered,  of  any  medicinal 
herbs.  .  .  .  These  people  are  certainly  fatalists.  When  ill  of  any 
disease  they  make  no  effort  to  recover,  but  patiently  suffer  until  released 
by  death." 
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February  16tli,  Dr.  Jackson  wrote:  ''If  you  will  find  a  Methodist  man 
(married)  who  will  go  to  Unalashka,  I  will  have  hiiii  ai)pointe<l  l)y  the  Gov- 
ernment as  a  teaeher."  No  claim  is  made  upon  the  time  of  the  wife,  and 
very  little  upon  that  of  the  teacher  out  of  school  hours,  and  none  on  the 
Sabbath,  thus  giving  them  the  privilege  of  doing  the  same  work  that  many 
missionaries  in  foreign  lands  have  long  done,  and  are  doing  to-day,  at  the 
exj)ense  of  Missionary  Societies.  The  Government  salary  is  ample  for  the 
support  of  the  teacher  and  his  family.  Considei-ing  this  an  opening  too  im- 
portant to  lose,  an  efTort  was  made  at  once  to  find  persons  who  possesserl 
the  requisite  qualifications.  This  was  no  easy  task,  but  success  attended 
the  search.  A  barrier  was  liere  met  which  could  not  be  overcome  until  too 
late  for  our  chosen  couple  to  break  up  home  and  make  ready.  This  barrier 
lay  at  Washington.  Notwithstanding  $25,000  was  appropriated  for  Alaska 
last  year,  and  twice  that  sum  asked  for  this  year,  the  Committee  of  both 
Houses  reported,  "  No  aj>propriation  for  Alaska." 

At  last,  well  into  August,  word  came  that  the  pittance,  $15,000,  had 
been  granted,  and  that  the  teachers  must  sail  August  31st.  Dr.  Jack- 
son succeeded  in  finding  a  man  and  wife  (with  two  children)  for  Unalashka, 
and  another  couple  for  an  adjacent  island.  Rev,  Isaac  Dillon  also  went 
Avith  them.  All  these  are  from  the  Pacific  coast.  They  are  engaged  only 
for  the  Winter,  but  may  stay  longer.  With  these  and  others  from  various 
denominations  Dr.  Jackson  sailed,  September  2d,  from  Seattle,  AV.  T.  No 
oi)portunity  was  had  to  learn  if  these  ladies  will  take  up  the  desired  work 
for  our  Society ;  but  Rev.  G.  F.  Arms,  of  Vermont  Conference,  with  his 
wife,  who  is  a  woman  of  unusual  ability,  fully  consecrated  to  Christ  and  his 
cause,  stands  read}'  to  go  in  the  Spring,  if  there  is  an  opening  at  that  time. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  in  taking  up  the  work  outlined,  only  the 
passage  and  outfit  (for  the  wife)  for  mission-work  and  its  support,  when  in- 
augurated, are  required. 

Hitherto  a  feeling  has  seemed  to  prevail  that  Alaska  was  a  sort  of  A'o- 
maii's  land;  but  as  elsewhere,  and  as  it  has  been  proved  here,  ivhat  is 
not  taken  possession  of  for  Christ  is  utilized  by  liis  enemies.  Dear  sisters,  with 
these  facts  before  us,  surely  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  should  be 
appropriated  for  the  Industrial  and  Training  School  work  the  ensuing  year 
in  Alaska.     Will  you  not  appropriate  that  amount  for  this  purpose  ?

Report  from.  Bureau  for  Ctiinese. 

The  Christian  Church  of  to-day  is  called  upon  to  meet  a  responsibility 
of  which  no  type  has  been  given  in  all  her  previous  history.  During  the 
last  half-century  the  largest  heathen  nation  in  the  world  has  come  to  Chris- 
tian America,  bringing  its  idols  and  idol-worship,  and  building  its  joss- 
houses  under  the  shadow  of  the  cross  which  rises  from  the  spires  of  Chris- 
tian temples.  The  "Chinese  problem,"  with  its  many  sides,  is  no  doubt  a 
long  way  from  solution;  but  to  every  earnest  Christian  there  comes  the 
inquiry,  "  What  can  be  done  to  bring  this  people  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
blessed  Gospel  of  Christ  ?" 

From  a  correspondence  with  many  missionaries,  who  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  work  among  tliem,  some  facts  have  been  gleaned  concerning  their 
actual  condition,  their  needs,  and  the  probable  success  of  our  efforts  to 
Christianize  tliem.  Ten  years  ago  work  was  begun  among  the  Chinese  of 
Boston,  under  the  auspices  of  the  City  Missionary  Society.  A  class  of  two 
pupils  was  at  first  organized.  This  year  the  Sunday-school  numbers  140 
members,  with  an  average  attendance  of  112.  One  who  learned  the  English 
alphabet  in  this  school  has  since  graduated  at  Vanderbilt  University,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  and,  by  appointment  of  the  Church  authorities,  is  now  con- 
nected  with  the  Anglo-Chinese  University  at  Shanghai.     One  member  of 
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this  school  committed  the  whole  of  the  Gosp(,'l  of  John,  perfectly,  in  two 
weeks,  and  more  than  sixty  of  the  present  members  are  able  to  read  it. 
About  one-tliird  of  the  Chinese  of  Boston  and  vicinity  are  estimated  to  be 
under  Christian  influence. 

In  1884  the  Chinese  Sunday-school  Union  was  organized  and  incorpo- 
rated in  New  York  City.  It  is  undenominational  in  character.  Our  own 
Churcli  is  represented  in  tlie  organization  by  the  Chinese  Sunday-school  of 
the  Eighteenth  Street  iVIethodist  Episcopal  "Church,  of  which  Miss  Mary  A. 
Lathbury  is  superintendent.  There  are  estimated  to  be  more  than  4,000 
Chinese  living  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  three-fourths  of  whom  have  not 
been  brought  under  the  influence  of  Christian  instruction.  One  Chinese 
class  in  that  city  supports  a  missionary  converted  there,  and  sent  to  China 
to  carry  the  glad  tidings  to  his  perishing  countrymen.  Chicago  has  at  least 
700  Chinamen,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  been  gathered  into  the  Sabbath- 
schools  of  the  various  denominations.  A  good  work  is  also  being  done  in 
New  Orleans,  by  the  Pre.sbyterian  Church,  among  these  people. 

It  is,  however,  not  until  we  turn  our  eyes  to  the  cities  of  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  especially  to  San  Francisco,  that  we  are  able  to  form  any  idea  of 
the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  the  Christian  Church  before  the  Gospel 
shall  be  heard  by  the  Chinese  in  our  midst.  Much  has  been  done,  but 
much  more  remains  to  be  done ;  for  not  a  tithe  have  been  brought  under 
Christian  influence.  The  outrages  inflicted  upon  this  people  through  race 
prejudice  have  embarrassed  and  hindered  the  work.  Want  of  workers 
and  money  have  crippled  the  efforts  put  forth.  The  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Pacific  Coast  have,  for  a  number  of  years,  done  much 
for  the  Chinese  women,  their  Home  furnishing  an  asylum  for  all  who  wished 
to  abandon  a  wicked  life,  and  be  protected  from  persecution. 

The  united  verdict  of  workers  among  these  people  is,  that  they  are  a 
docile,  patient,  and  apt  race,  easily  accessible  to  Christian  influence.  That 
they  are  long-suffering,  and  exhibit  many  Christian  virtues  under  the  most 
bitter  and  unjustifiable  persecution,  the  reports  of  the  secular  press  have 
proven  beyond  doubt.  Rev.  A.  J.  Hanson,  who  has  been  for  many  years  a 
missionary  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  in  a  report  published  two  years  ago,  says : 
"  Owing  to  the  extremely  unsettled  character  of  these  people — for  the  most 
part  single  men,  without  homes  or  holdings  of  real  estate  in  this  country, 
moving  from  place  to  place  as  the  drift  of  employment  may  demand — there 
is  very  little  reasonable  hope  of  building  up  any  permanent  Church  organ- 
ization among  them  outside  of  San  Francisco,  and  possibly  Portland.  It 
would  seem  far  better  to  direct  our  efforts  to  their  ingathering  into  our 
American  Churches,  and  their  training  under  the  regular  pastorate  and  in 
our  ordinary  Sunday-schools,  wherever  practicable." 

In  view  of  all  the  information  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain,  it  is  thought 
best  not  to  ask  an  appropriation  for  this  work  at  present.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  suggested  that  all  the  local  organizations  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  in  whose  territory  Chinese  are  found,  be  urged  to  put 
forth  every  eff"ort  to  interest  them  in  religious  instruction  and  bring  them 
under  Gospel  influences.      «  Mrs.  J.  de  W.  Paddock,  Secretary. 


Report  from  Bureau,  for  You.ng  People's  Wortc. 

This  Bureau  was  formed  by  the  Executive  Board  in  January,  1886, 
such  action  being  deemed  wise,  as  comparatively  little  attention  had  been 
given  to  the  development  of  this  branch  of  service.  Since  the  time  men- 
tioned, seventy  Auxiliary  Circles  and  Bands  have  been  reported  in 
Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  many  more  have  been  formed  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  United  States.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  state  how  many 
Bands  have  been  put  into  operation  during  the  six  years  of  the  Society's 
existence,  but  enough  to  inspire  all  hearts  with  enthusiasm.    Several  of 
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these  are  supporting  benoficiaries  in  our  Southern  work.  The  Indian  Bu- 
reau huH  niiule  Huc'ccssful  calls  upon  the  wee  ones,  and,  as  a  result,  the 
heart  of  our  lone  missionary  amonj;  the  Pawnees  has  been  encouraged. 

Last  July  an  impetus  was  afforded  this  department  by  the  following 
letter  from  Freddie  Rawcliffe: 

"9  CiiicSTKii  Avenue,  Taunton,  Mass. 

"Dkak  Madam, — Can  you  find  time  to  read  a  letter  from  a  working- 
man's  little'boy  ?  I  want  to  help  your  cause,  and  my  father  suggests  that 
it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  aflbrd  Methodist  children  the  privilege  of 
founding  an  Industrial  Home,  and  have  the  pleasure  of  giving  the  entire 
cost  of  purchasing  a  farm  and  paying  for  the  building.  In  our  great 
Church  there  should  be  children  enough  to  raise  one  dollar  apiece  for 
such  good  work,  and  then  it  could  be  called  the  Children's  Home.  I  got 
nearly  all  tlie  inclosed  dollar  by  going  on  errands,  which  I  send,  hoping  it 
may  stir  up  all  our  children  to  do  likewise. 

"  Wishing  you  all  success,  I  remain  yours  truly,  F.  R." 

We  have  been  inclined  to  ask  each  boy  and  girl  in  the  Methodist 
Church  to  earn  one  dollar,  besides  the  membership  fee  of  25  cents,  and 
devote  the  proceeds  to  the  realization  of  this  noble  proposition. 

MOTHER'S  JEWELS. 

The  Executive  Board  at  its  last  session  previous  to  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, recommended  that  "Mother's  Jewels"  be  secured  among  babies  and 
other  children  of  six  years  old  and  under,  by  the  annual  payment  of  one 
dime,  and  that  this  money  be  invested  in  the  proposed  Children's  Indus- 
drial  Home.  Four  leaflets  have  been  added  to  those  already  published, 
the  distribution  of  which  has  gone  far  toward  making  clear  the  work  of 
the  Society  among  juveniles.  Undoubtedly  the  hope  of  the  Church  is  in 
the  girls  and  boys  of  to-day,  and  their  progress  must  be  assured,  both  as 
a  means  of  education  in  systematic  benevolence  and  as  a  financial  success 
in  our  undertaking. 

YOUNG  LADIES'  MISSION  CIRCLES. 

It  is  very  delightful  in  many  Churches  to  gather  together  young  per- 
sons of  sixteen  years  and  over,  to  work  for  a  common  cause.  \Ve  propose, 
of  course,  that  the  management  of  these  circles  be  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  young  ladies,  with  the  gentlemen  as  honorary  members,  the  member- 
ship fee  being  not  less  than  fifty  cents.  What  shall  we  call  these  Mis- 
sion Circles  ?  Why  not  Queen  Esther  Societies,  perpetuating  the  name 
and  memory  of  that  wise  and  loving  ruler,  who  wrought  for  her  own 
people?  We  shall  ask  our  Executive  Board  to  form  a  Constitution  for 
Young  Ladies'  Missionary  Circles.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Secretary. 


Report  from  Biareau  of  Stapplies. 

We  had  fully  expected  that  the  report  presented  to  you  at  our  last 
Annual  Meeting  would  have  closed  our  connection  with  this,  one  of  the 
most  important  and  interesting  of  any  of  the  departments  of  our  work. 
At  that  meeting  you  laid  upon  us  the  duties  of  another  important  Bureau, 
and  promised  relief  from  this.  But  no  successor  having  been  appointed, 
and  being  unwilling  to  see  the  work  suffer,  we  have  carried  it  along  from 
month  to  month,  still  hoping  for  relief.  Having  two  such  importiint  de- 
partments of  the  work,  it  was  not  possible  to  develop  either  to  the  extent 
we  desired.  AVe  have  done  all  we  could,  and  far  more  than  health  or 
strength  justified. 

And  now  that  another  report  must  be  made,  what, shall  we  say  ?    It  is 
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tlie  same  old  storj'  of  privations,  of  need,  of  suffering,  the  story  of  prompt 
and  generous  relief  given  "  for  love  of  Christ,  and  in  his  name."  Tliough 
the  story  has  been  so  oft  told,  we  never  weary  of  hearing  it.  Is  it  not 
somewhat  akin  to  "the  old,  old  story"  whieli  is  so  often  sung;  the  blessed 
story  of  Jesus  and  his  love  ;  the  story  of  all  stories,  of  which  we  never 
tire,  which  is  ever  fresh  and  ever  new  ? 

The  letters  containing  these  stories  of  want  and  sufferingj  these  stir- 
ring appeals  for  immediate  aid,  are  the  letters  you  most  desire.  They  never 
fail  to  awaken  new  interest  and  greater  entliusiasm  in  our  work.  They 
have  been  published  in  our  papers — have  been  sent  to  you ;  and  you  have 
read  tiiem  in  your  homes,  and  in  your  auxiliaries,  and  in  your  Churches. 
They  have  caused  the  tear  of  sympathy  to  flow,  and  your  hearts  have  been 
moved  to  generous  deeds  and  to  acts  of  loving  kindness.  Many  of  you 
can  ti^stify  to  tlie  great  blessings  which  have  come  to  your  homes,  j^our 
auxiliaries,  and  your  Churches  in  consequence  of  your  efforts  to  send 
blessings  to  others.  Yes,  the  words  of  the  IMaster  are  still  verified,  "  It  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

One  of  our  noble,  self-sacrificing  ministers  wrote  to  a  lady  from  whom 
he  had  received  help:  "How  I  wish  you  could  have  seen  dear  Nellie  when 
she  received  your  gifts!  If  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,  how 
blessed  you  must  have  been!"  Yes,  they  that  have  given  and  they  that 
have  received  have  been  together  blessed.  Your  own  hearts  and  the  letters 
wiiich  you  have  received,  overflowing  with  thankfulness  and  gratitude, 
bear  testimony  to  this  fact.  We  could  fill  a  volume  with  touching  inci- 
dents connected  with  this  department.  Many  have  sent,  not  only  such 
things  as  could  be  readily  spared,  but  have  made  personal  sacrifices  in 
doing  what  they  have  done.  One  marked  feature  of  the  year's  work  has 
been  the  large  amount  of  clothing  belonging  to  dear  departed  ones,  which 
has  been  contributed.  The  minister's  wife  has  in  several  instances  given 
the  clothing  of  her  husband,  and  asked  that  it  might  be  sent  to  some 
frontier  minister  who  was  in  need.  A  minister  has  sent  the  clothing  of 
his  departed  wife,  saying,  "  Give  them  to  some  missionary  ;  let  them  be 
doing  good."  A  childless  mother,  with  her  own  hands,  folded  the  garments 
of  her  three  children,  and,  as  the  tears  flowed  thick  and  fast,  said,  "They 
will  help  some  poor,  tired  mother  to  make  her  little  ones  comfort- 
able." Think  you  that  these  hearts  made  no  sacrifices?  Many  of  these 
packages  have  been  prepared  especially  for  the  families  to  whom  they 
were  sent ;  while  many  others,  apparently  sent  at  random,  have  seemed 
to  be  providentially  directed.  It  has  really  been  wonderful  how  the  needs 
have  been  supplied.  How  often  has  word  come  back,  "Every  thing  was 
just  what  we  needed,  and  fitted  as  if  made  for  us."  One  good  old  colored 
minister  said,  on  trying  on  his  suit,  "  I'd  just  like  to  know  how  doze  ble.ssed 
w^hite  folks  got  my  measure."  One  minister  writes:  "I  could  hardly  have 
kept  my  Church  together  if  you  had  not  sent  these  things.  The  library, 
with  singing-books,  just  built  up  the  Sunday-school,  and  the  barrel  of 
clothing  made  it  possible  for  the  children  to  come  to  Sunday-school.  We 
have  had  a  revival.  Sixty-five  were  added  to  the  Church,  and  we  owe  it 
all  to  the  help  which  you  have  sent  us."  Others  have  written,  "But  for 
the  supplies  sent,  we  must  have  left  our  charges  and  gone  to  work  at  day 
labor  in  order  to  clothe  our  families."  Almost  every  letter  ends  with — 
"God  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society!"  Who  shall  say  that 
these  prayers  are  not  answered,  and  that  our  prosperity  is  not  in  a  meas- 
ure due  to  them  ? 

This  department  of  our  work  has  not  only  grown  and  developed  with 
wonderful  rapidity,  but  it  has  been  the  means  of  stimulating  other  depart- 
ments. It  has  served  as  a  lever  which  has  moved  many  Churches  to  or- 
ganize auxiliaries,  and  has  been  the  means  of  adding  strength  and  energy 
to  our  Society  in  all  its  operations.  Much  of  its  present  strength  is  due 
to  the  interest  awakened  in  our  work  through  the  Supply  Department. 
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Tlie  supjilies  reported  by  our  Socioty  diirinf?  its  first  vear  were  valued 
at  $1,542.4]  ;  the  second  year,  $1,8H«>.50;  tliird  year,  $7,869.97;  fourth  year, 
$20,7;i7.84  ;  and  for  the  present  year  are  estimated,  $25,(372.51.* 

A  schefhde  of  the  operations  of  the  jtresent  year  is  lierewitii  pre- 
sented siiowing  tlie  number  of  jiackages  reported  825,  and  estimated  vahie 
$25,1)72.51  ;  number  of  Conferences  represented,  44.  The  supplies  were 
sent  to  more  than  200  different  i)lace8,  ])rincipally  to  the  North-west, 
South,  and  South-west.  Many  of  you  will  remendjer  the  applause  given 
when  tlie  amount  reported  for  the  third  year  was  announced  in  the  report 
for  tliat  yeiir.  The  amount  was  thought  to  be  very  large.  To-day  let  us 
thank  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we  have  been  so  privileged  to  work  for 
the  advancement  of  bis  cause.  For  the  sake  of  tlie  suffering  ones  we 
should  pray  that  the  grasshopper,  the  drought,  the  hail-storms,  the  cy- 
clones, and  the  earthquakes  might  no  more  visit  our  borders.  While  these 
are  grievous  afflictions,  and  bring  sorrow  and  suffering  to  many  homes, 
they  aflbrd  to  us  the  blessed  privilege  of  helping  to  relieve  sorrows  and 
assuage  woes. 

Let  us  not  weary  in  well-doing.  There  are  still  many  needy  ones. 
This  same  "  old  story  "  will  be  told  you  oft.  It  will  be  told  you  "  o'er 
and  o'er,"  and  we  doubt  not  but  the  love  of  Christ  will  constrain  you 
to  the  same  generous  deeds  of  love  as  hei'etofore.  If  we  prove  our- 
selves faithful  stewards  of  the  Master,  and  do  all  in  his  name,  we  may  en- 
joy the  blessedness  of  hearing  him  say  unto  us,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me."

Report  on  IVIissionary  In.telligence. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  for  the  past  year  can  be  very  briefly 
given.  Its  work,  as  we  understood  it,  was  to  gather  into  some  central 
depot  missionary  intelligence  of  a  general  character  in  regard  to  these 
various  Home  fields,  and  special  facts  relating  to  our  work  in  these,  with 
fresh  incidents  from  time  to  time,  illustrating  both  need  and  work.  This 
intelligence  was  to  be  held  in  the  form  of  circulars,  manuscript  letters, 
leaflets,  etc.,  and  kept  constantly  on  hand,  to  be  drawn  from  by  Secretaries 
and  others,  for  use  in  the  formation  of  auxiliaries,  and  in  sustaining  inter- 
est afterwards. 

This  depot  of  supplies  was  finally  established  at  the  office  of  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  Delaware,  O.,  and  the  Chairman  in  charge  is  under  great 
obligation  to  the  other  two  members  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Rust  and 
Mrs.  Willing,  for  their  active  and  intelligent  help  in  sustaining  it  through 
the  year.  We  are  under  obligation,  also,  to  our  missionaries  in  the  various 
fields,  especially  to  Mrs.  Gaddis,  for  contributions  in  the  way  of  manu- 
script letters,  with  fresh  facts  and  incidents  that  have  been  extensively 
circulated.  We  may  not  weigh  accurately  or  measure  statistically  the 
amount  of  work  accomplished  by  these  silent  yet  eloquent  voices,  as  they 
have  sounded  out,  mid  the  Churches,  notes  of  alarm,  and  again  pseans  of 
early  won  victories  on  these  fields.  We  would  close  this  brief  report,  by 
again  requesting  contributions  from  missionaries,  or  any  others,  who  have 
valuable  material  on  hand  that  can  be  thus  used.

Report  of  Journalistic  Secretary. 

One  hundred  and  five  articles  have  been  prepared  for  the  following 
Church  papers:  Zion's  Herald,  Christian  Advocate,  Northern  Christian  Advocate, 
Western  Christian  Advocate,  Northwestern  Christian  Advocate,  Southwestern 
Christian  Advocate,  Central  Christian  Advocate,  Methodist  Advocate,  Michigan 
Christian  Advocate,  Cleveland  Christian  Advocate,  Buffalo  Christian  Advocate, 
Pittsburg  Christian  Advocate,  Philadelphia  Methodist,  Baltimore  Episcopal 
Methodist. 

We  have  not  essayed  to  report  any  special  departments ;  but  to  pre- 
sent that  which  is  of  general  interest.  With  one  or  two  exceptions,  our 
efforts  have  not  been  unrewarded.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  recount 
the  adventures  of  one  child  of  the  pen,  named  "  Send  Help  to  the  Fron- 
tier." It  came  into  existence  under  the  keenest  appreciation  of  the  needs 
of  our  self-denying  ministers  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  sections  of  our 
land.  Responses  poured  in,  by  way  of  a  barrel  of  supplies  from  Providence, 
R.  I.,  one  barrel  from  Central  New  York,  an  offer  of  a  preacher's  library 
from  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  and  a  box  of  warm  clothing  from  Massachusetts. 
It  caught  the  eye  of  that  veteran,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Wilbur,  in  Walla  Walla,  W. 
T.,  and  brought  from  her  a  check  for  $20.  By  being  closely  followed,  it 
opened  general  work  for  our  Society  in  Columbia  River  Conference,  and 
resulted  in  the  selection  of  an  admirable  woman  for  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer there. 

This  journalistic  work  is  among  the  mustard-seeds  of  the  Kingdom, 
which  may  yet  grow  into  a  great  tree,  overspreading  our  beloved  country. 
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as  apparently  difficult  as  it  is  to  take  root;  but  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  must  pray  for  rain,  for  dew,  for  nourisliment ;  and  we  are 
sure  the  Lord  will  not  smite  it,  as  he  did  the  barren  fitr-tree,  with  the  mil- 
dew of  his  displeasure.

Report  on  th.e  Training-schiool. 

The  Chicago  Training-school  has  passed  the  first  year  of  active  opera 
tion,  having  been  opened  October  20,  1885.  The  year  has  been  marked 
by  what  seems  to  its  friends  a  marvelous  success.  Twenty-two  different 
pupils  have  been  under  instruction  during  the  year.  A  new  building, 
suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  a  family  of  fifty,  is  in  process  of  erection 
in  a  pleasant  locality,  and  easily  accessible  to  all  parts  of  the  city  by  street 
railways.  The  cost  of  the  land  and  expense  of  erection  have  been  largely 
met,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  entirely  canceled  before  its  dedication.  The 
pupils  in  course  of  training  are  all  employed  in  evangelistic  work  in  the 
city.  Two  afternoons  of  each  week  are  devoted  to  visitation  from  house 
to  house;  Saturday  to  Industrial,  Kintergarten,  and  Temperance  work; 
and  Sunday  to  Sunday-school  teaching.  Thus  every  pupil,  whatever  her 
purpose  for  the  future,  during  her  course  of  instruction  is  employed  as  a 
City  Missionary.  The  following  extract  from  The  Message,  the  organ  of  the 
Training-school,  April,  1886,  gives  sonae  idea  of  the  routine  work  : 
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"  We  prepare  for  three  fields,  the  Foreign,  Home,  and  City  Mission 
work;  but  our  practical  work  while  in  traininf^  is  concentrated  on  the  one 
field  of  this  city ;  and  here  lies  the  value  of  the  school  to  the  city.  The  first 
tiiree  months  of  this  year  our  pupils  will  have  received  18'J  hours  of  instruc- 
tion—three  daily — of  wluch'76  have  been  on  the  English  J3ible.  In  practi- 
cal work  they  will  have  made  over  GOO  calls,  with  ni'ai'ly  GO  opportunities 
for  prayer  in  the  Home,  distributed  hundreds  of  tracts  and  Church-cards, 
and  invited  hundreds  of  people  to  Church  and  Sunday-school.  We  have 
organized  three  Industrial  schools,  and  assisted  in  two  others,  and  have  had 
al:)out  125  in  our  Sunday-school  classes.  We  now  have  workers  in  eight 
Cluirches  and  Missions.  Our  plan  is  to  put  ladies  under  the  various  pastors, 
making  them  responsible  to  the  pastor  for  results  and  to  us  for  methods. 
The  time  seems  near  when  every  Church  and  Mission  in  the  city,  that  needs 
help  from  us,  may  have,  without  expense,  two  or  more  worlcers  under  the 
direction  of  the  pastor." 

The  school  is  open  to  any  lady  a  member  of  any  evangelical  Church, 
who  wishes  to  prepare  for  Christian  work,  city.  Home,  or  Foreign.  Lec- 
tures by  resident  clergymen  and  physicians,  each  in  the  line  of  their  pro- 
fession, as  well  as  by  laymen  and  women,  leaders  in  different  departments 
of  benevolent  Christian  work,  have  been  given  free  throughout  tiie  year, 
embracing  among  other  themes:  "Christian  Evidences,"  "Bible  Inter- 
pretation," "Medicine  and  Nursing,"  "Home  and  Foreign  Missions," 
"Principles  of  Kindergarten  Work,"  "Industrial  Schools."  In  addition  to 
these  instructions,  the  resident  teachers  have  daily  classes  in  the  English 
Bible,  Bible  History,  Methods,  Prayer-meeting  Talks,  Blackboard  Work, 
Doctrines,  and  the  Discipline. 

The  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  took  place 
September  13th.  Bishop  Foster  made  the  address.  Among  other  things 
he  said : 

"This  school  is  a  growth.  It  has  arisen  to  meet  an  absolute  neces- 
sity." "  I  do  not  imagine  any  one  of  you  can  conceive  what  it  may  become." 
"It  is  not  impossible  that  in  a  few  years'  time  you  will  be  sending  out 
scores  of  workers."  "  It  is  a  great  thing  that  these  students  can  have  tliis 
training,  and  the  best  part  of  it  is  that  they  are  indentured  to  the  very  hardest 
mission  work  in  the  hardest  part  of  Chicago.  It  will  develop  courage,  skill, 
invention,  heroism,  and  devotion." 

In  making  this  report,  Ave  wish  gratefully  to  record  the  special  provi- 
dence that  has  attended  the  work  from  the  beginning;  raising  up  friends 
for  its  financial  necessity,  and  helpers  and  instructors,  who  have  labored 
and  taught  gratuitously  in  all  its  departments.  And  so  on  this  first  mile- 
stone on  our  way  we  record  "  Ebenezer."

Miss  E.  L.  Jolls,  of  Fredonia,  N.  Y. ;  Miss  Alice  Houghton,  of  Holliston, 
Mass. ;  Miss  M.  H.  Walters,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  -Mrs.  Sarah  D.  Snow  have 
passed  their  Conference  Boards,  the  Missionary  Candidates'  Connnittee,  and 
the  General  Executive  Board,  and  most  of  them  are  under  appointment. 

Miss  E.  J.  Betts  passed  the  Committee  and  the  General  Board,  with  the 
proviso  that  she  wait  for  her  appointment  till  we  open  work  in  Charleston.

Report    of   ttie    Publislner   of    "  F-Iome    iVlissiorLS." 

As  we  again  present  briefly  in  this  report  the  history  of  our  little  paper 
for  another  year,  it  is  with  our  early  conviction  emphasized,  that  it  was 
surely  a  child  of  Providence,  and  that  its  life  has  been  eminently  one  of 
faith  on  the  part  of  our  Society.  This  history  of  the  past  year  is  only  that 
of  the  two  former  years  repeated.  Some  months,  sky  bright,  seas  calm, 
friends  everywhere  smiling,  a  full  treasury,  and  with  our  little  white  sa'ils 
spread  gayly,  laughing  at  any  possibility  of  failure.  Then  again,  turning 
from  this  fair  weather,  we  meet  life's  rainy  days,  the  sunshine  gone  out 
of  our  little  office,  and  expenses,  ever  relentless,  now  pursuing  an  empty 
treasury,  not  knowing  surely  just  where  our  next  meal  is  to  come  from  ; 
every  mail  showing  us  friends  with  averted  faces;  and  the  mistakes  of  a 
thousand  postal  clerks  all  over  the  land,  to  say  nothing  of  careless  fathers, 
husbands,  brothers,  all  thrown  right  back  on  the  publisher's  office.  All 
these  unite  to  make  one  feel  that  even  faith's  beautiful  calm  can  not  al- 
ways still  such  unquiet  seas.  And  yet,  as  each  month  would  round  up, 
somehow  cash  and  expense  books  would  finallj'  meet,  balance  up  all  difti- 
culties,  and  prove  our  proposition  true,  that  faith  was  the  good  Genii  in 
control,  walking  alike  the  troubled  waters,  and  prevailing  in  the  unequal 
strife.  We  think  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Philadelphia  must  have  recog- 
nized, with  us,  this  faith  support,  as  it  so  gracefully  handed  the  paper  over 
to  us  once  more,  after  most  liberally  voting  increase  of  salary  to  editor  and 
publisher,  with  clerk  to  the  latter,  believing,  we  suppose,  "that  the  heav- 
enly Genii  would  provide  for  these,  too,  as  a  part  still  of  the  "  all  things  to 
them  that  believe."  And  so,  dear  sisters,  it  is  with  pleasure  and  a  grate- 
ful heart  that  we  come  up  to  this  Annual  Meeting,  reporting  the  child  still 
living  and  well,  with  even  those  increased  expenses  all  met,  and  (would 
you  believe  it?)  twelve  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  in  the  bank  as  capital  in 
stock  to  begin  a  new  year  with. 

As  faith  works  by  means,  it  will  not  invalidate  our  pet  theory,  but 
will  be  just  all  round,  to  acknowledge  the  great  indebtedness  we  hold  to 
the  many  friends  who  have  stood  so  beautifully  by  us  through  the  year ; 
among  whom  may  we  mention  our  dear  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  of  New  York, 
whose  busy  life,  "kept  for  the  Master's  use,"  was  not  too  busy  to  pledge 
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herself  last  Annual  Meeting  to  keep  one  page  of  our  paper  full  of  adver- 
tisements throughout  the  year,  promising  thus  to  net  us  two  hundred  dol- 
lars. The  pledge  has  been  faithfully  kept,  and  that  page  has  been  our  in- 
spiration, as,  without  any  care  or  trouble  to  us,  it  has  come  up  each  month 
with  its  twenty  or  more  dollars,  netting  for  the  year  two  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars.  And  again  would  we  acknowledge  that  unfailing  stream 
of  subscribers  from  our  good  Anamosa  friend  in  Iowa,  full,  free,  and 
never  ceasing,  through  Summer's  heat  and  Winter's  chill  never  for- 
getting us,  or  failing  in  the  hard  work  it  meant  for  her,  while  netting, 
too,  man}'  hundred  names  from  all  over  those  wonderful  prairies  of  our 
West.  "  Let  my  right  hand  forget  its  cunning,"  but  never  these  good 
friends.  One  more  acknowledgment  indulge  us  in,  though  we  would  make 
it  modestly,  for  obvious  reasons,  without  the  many  favors  of  the  office 
where  it  is  printed  our  paper  would  hardly  have  come  out  each  year  with 
tlie  financial  success  it  has.  Its  business  has  so  widened  out  that  a  large 
office,  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  to  a  large  puVjlishing  business — 
conveniences  of  shelves  for  back  files,  and  business  desks,  three  of  which 
have  been  gradually  laid  hold  of,  and  are  now  in  use,  rent  free — has  become 
necessary.  During  mailing  days  two  of  these  rooms  are  needed  and 
brought  into  use,  provided  with  comfortable  fires  by  the  office,  though  not 
owned  by  it,  and  each  month's  rent  is  paid  for  the  same,  vnthout  cost  to  us. 
While  we  can  not  report  as  large  an  increase  of  subscribers  as  last  year, 
we  can  report  less  of  change,  as  if  we  were  holding  better  these  old 
friends.     Our  subscription  list  now  numbers  nearly  11,000. 

I  would  like,  in  closing,  to  bear  witness  to  the  pleasant  office  re- 
lations of  the  editor  and  publisher.  With  all  the  weight  of  care  there  has 
been  mutual  forbearance,  making  a  pleasure  of  this  past  year's  business 
relations.  I  have  no  financial  recommendations  to  make,  except  that 
three  more  sister  Morrows  be  found  living  in  large  cities,  who  will  take 
the  remaining  advertising  pages,  and  do  for  them  and  the  publisher,  who- 
ever she  may  be,  what  our  little  New  York  friend  has  done  for  us.

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Report  on  F'u.blication  and.  Leaflets. 

The  publications  for  the  year  include  8,000  copies  of  the  Annual  Re- 
port, 3,000  copies  of  Dr.  Haygood's  Address,  2,000  copies  of  the  Constitu- 
tion for  Juvenile  Societies,  3,000  circulars  on  Industrial  Training  .Schools, 
together  with  quite  a  large  amount  of  blanks  for  reports,  letter-heads  and 
envelopes,  circulars,  labels,  and  wrappers  for  Mite-boxes,  programs,  and  a 
variety  of  forms,  orders,  bills,  etc.  Twelve  new  Leaflets  (each  of  four 
pages)  have  been  set  in  type,  the  plates  electrotyped,  and  8,000  copies  of 
each  have  been  struck  oti';  also  from  nine  difterent  plates,  electrotyped 
previously.  8,000  co]Mes  each  have  been  struck  off;  making  a  total  of  168,- 
000  copies  and  490,000  pages.  These  Leaflets  have  been  published  since 
last  June,  at  which  time  I  was  requested  by  the  Executive  Board  to  take 
charge  of  the  matter  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  first  edition, 
consisting  of  80,000  copies,  and  a  part  of  the  second,  have  been  distributed 
among  the  Conference  Secretaries  and  others  who  have  made  individual 
application,  500  copies  of  each  variety  were  brought  to  this  Meeting  for 
distribution,  and  about  3,000  copies  of  each  kind  are  still  in  my  custody. 
But  I  now  resign  this  work,  and  will  turn  over  the  Leaflets  and  plates  to 
the  care  of  my  successor  in  office  when  she  has  been  duly  appointed.  It  may 
be  well  for  you  to  consider  here  whether  it  is  desirable  to  develop  this  work 
more  fully,  and  make  it  into  a  department,  or  whether  the  variety  now  pro- 
vided is  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Society  for  the  present  year. 

The  issue  of  the  Annual  Report,  a  stout  octavo  pamphlet  of  133  pages, 
was  delayed  somewhat  through  unavoidable  circumstances.  For  the  past 
four  years  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  our  Society  has  been  published 
yearly  in  this  form,  including  the  journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual 
Meeting.  While  thus  a  very  complete  history  of  the  work  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Society  has  been  given,  which  is  of  great  value  to  the  mem- 
bers, the  cost  of  publication  has  been  large,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
hereafter,  to  save  expense,  more  of  this  matter  should  be  published  in  the 
paper.  Home  Missions,  and  less  in  the  Annual  Report.  It  is  for  you  to  de- 
cide whether  this  shall  be  done.  I  herewith  submit  the  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Board,  together  with  a  plan  for  the  further  division  of 
the  matter  usually  published  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Having  served  for  several  years  as  editor,  I  now  decline  to  be  a  candi- 
date for  re-election.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  yon  my  thanks 
for  your  forbearance,  and  for  your  approval  of  my  work,  and  to"  ask  the 
special  privilege  of  naming  my  successor  in  office.  I  move  that  Mrs.  F.  A. 
Aiken  be  appointed  editor  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Report.

Report  on  Beneficiaries. 

To  AID  poor  girls  to  obtain  an  education  and  "industrial  training" 
through  the  Homes  of  our  Society  is  the  object  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund. 
Many  young  men  of  our  Church  have  been  aided  by  friends  to  "become 
teachers,  physicians,  and  preachers,  while  no  such  help  has  been  offered 
to  girls.  Life  in  the  cabins  of  the  South,  or  in  the  hovels  of  the  ignorant 
and  oppressed  in  other  parts  of  our  country,  is  destitute  of  the  elevating 
influences  of  the  true  home  life.  We  desire  to  give  struggling  girl  s,with 
aspirations  for  a  better  life,  but  without  the  means  to  avail  themselves  of 
a  regular  school  and  industrial  training,  a  little  help — financial  assistance — 
to  enable  them  to  become  good  servants,  good  housekeepers,  or  may  be 
teachers  and  missionaries.  It  is  our  hope  that  these  girls  may  go  out 
from  the  Homes  with  a  true  conception  of  Christian  character,  order,  and 
grace. 
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It  was  the  privilege  of  tliis  Society  to  assist  sixty  girls  last  year  b}' 
donating  amounts  of  money,  varying  from  ten  dollars  to  forty,  to  each 
girl  assisted,  according  to  her  need.  If  we  would  open  wide  our  doors, 
and  bid  the  girls  come  to  us  to  be  educated,  thousands  would  ai)i)ly  for 
entrance.  Indeed  so  tender  is  the  heart  of  womanhood  and  motherhood 
for  this  wide  benevolence  that  much  of  our  funds  would  run  in  this 
channel.  This  fs  not  the  policy  of  our  Society.  To  aid  girls  to  help  them- 
selves, and  not  to  support  them,  is  the  design  of  our  Beneficiary  Fund. 
Our  work  must  be  symmetrical  in  its  projections,  if  we  expect  it  to  be 
commended,  and  in  this  field  of  true  benevolence  must  be  restricted  and 
guarded. 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  will  appropriate  for  Beneficiaries  a  sum  equal  to  the  sup- 
port of  one-half  the  number  of  girls  sustained  in  each  of  our  Industrial 
Homes  connected  with  our  Church  schools,  provided  that  twelve  girls 
constitute  the  family.  And  at  our  Homes  not  connected  with  Church 
schools  a  sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  number  in  the  family. 

2.  That  the  amount  for  each  girl  in  Homes  connected  with  Church 
schools  shall  not  exceed  forty  dollars  per  year ;  but  in  Homes  located  in- 
dependentlj'  of  Church  schools  each  girl  shall  receive  sixty  dollars  per 
year.  (This  exception  is  made  because  the  school  year,  whicli  governs 
the  time  for  occupying  the  Home  by  girls  connected  with  the  schools,  is 
limited  to  eight  months;  and  the  girls  in  the  Homes  outside  of  this  con- 
nection remain  the  whole  year,  or  twelve  months.) 

3.  That  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year,  the  Superintendent 
of  Homes  located  in  connection  with  Church  schools,  shall  confer  with  the 
presidents  of  said  schools,  and  they  together  (in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  donors,  as  far  as  possible),  select  the  Beneficiaries  for  the  year. 

4.  That  the  names  of  the  girls  thus  chosen  be  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  for  approval,  and  be  placed  on  record  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary,  to  be  known  as  the  Beneficiaries  of  the  Society ;  and 
that  a  list  of  the  same  also  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for 
reference  in  use  of  funds.  ■ 

5.  That  in  the  selection  of  Beneficiaries  for  the  Homes  not  connected 
with  Church  schools,  the  Superintendent  shall  confer  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Bureau  which  has  supervision  of  that  particular  Home,  and  the 
names  of  the  girls  thus  chosen  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for 
action,  as  specified  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

6.  One  or  more  persons  may  support  a  girl  in  any  Church  school, 
and  have  due  credit  for  the  same,  provided  that  the  necessar}'  funds  be 
not  taken  from  the  regular  Auxiliary  Funds,  but  contributed  for  that 
special  purpose. 

7.  That  all  moneys  contributed  for  Beneficiaries  shall  be  sent,  as  other 
moneys  are  sent,  through  the  Conference  Treasurers  to  the  General  Treas- 
urer; and  in  no  case  shall  vouchers  be  accepted  instead  of  money. 

8.  That  tlie  General  Treasurer  shall  make  remittances  for  the  support 
of  Beneficiaries  to  the  Superintendents  of  the  Homes  at  such  regular 
intervals  as  the  Executive  Board  may  determine.

Wliile  we  work  for  improvement,  we 
also  realize  the  need  of  enlargement,  and  of  many  important  ciianges,  in 
order  to  make;  the  i)aj)('r  what  all  desire  to  see  it.  The  combined 
efforts  of  editor,  i)ublisher,  and  Committee  can  not  bring  about  these 
changes  without  your  hearty  co-operation.  A  little  efTort  on  the  part  of 
each  member,  and  our  subscription  list  will  \w  more  than  doubled.  Then 
shall  we  be  able  to  present  to  you  a  paper  that  will  full^  meet  the  needs 
of  our  rapidly  developing  work.

— The  ladies  of   the   Executive  Board  pay  their 
own  ex23enses  each  year  to  Annual  Meeting,  thus  saving  the  treasury  an 
amount  of  money  which  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  Board  to  draw  if  bills 
are  presented. 

I  desire  to  correct  a  statement  which  was  made  in  Third  Annual 
Report,  and  overlooked  last  year,  page  107,  Expenditures  in  General  Fund, 
to  expenses  of  Mrs.  Whetstone  and  Mrs.  Bayliss  in  visiting  the  Industrial 
Homes,  $187.70.  I  should  have  added  the  words  "  donated  to  Special 
Savannah  Fund,'"  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone.  These  ladies  not  only  donated 
their  expenses,  but  did  us  good  service  in  looking  into  our  work.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Whetstone  have  spent  time  and  money  each  season  during  their  vis- 
itations South,  in  planning  and  executing  work,  especially  in  Savannah 
and  Jacksonville,  without  cost  to  the  Society.

ARTICLE  I. -Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  n. -Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  countrj',  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  1 1 1. -Organization. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Societj',  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated  ;  to  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con- 
ference, and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand ;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 
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Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Boarfl  shall  be: 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  aflUirs  of  the  Society  betwoen  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sicc.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  doiresi>onding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  oi>portunities  of  the  mi.ssion-field,  to 
corresiiond  with  mi.ssionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  tlie  Conference  Boards  witli  all  needful  information  ;  also  to  .secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish tlie  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  Ijeing  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  aff'airs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
otliers  are  chosen. 

Sec  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Societ)* 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises ;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution ;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and"  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference  ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Seerc- 
tar}%  shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  B(jard. 

Skc.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
may,  subject  t<j  tlie  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  themselves. 

ARTICLE  V. -Auxiliary  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Societj^  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Boai'd.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. -Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

ARTICLE   VII.— Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Church  Work. 

Section  1.  This  Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in 
our  own  land,  and  it  will  work  in  harmony  with  the  connectional  societies 
of  the  Church. 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

6.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

c.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Church  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing 
members,  life  members,  hoiiorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  by  col- 
lections taken  in  audiences  convened  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  by 
other  methods  (such  as  fairs,  festivals,  lectures,  etc.)  which  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  the  amounts  so  col- 
lected shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference  through  the  preachers  in 
charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  and  General  Minutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 


Home  Missionary  Society,  wliich  dcterminos  its  work  for  the  year,  shall  be 
■so  iirranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitt(!d  to  the  authorities  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Hociety  for  approval,  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  NovemV>er. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  by  the  General  Conference.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  proi)Osed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  a  three- 
months'  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  Conference 
organization,  and  published  in  the  Church  papers. 
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I. 

ANMUA.L     IVIEETINQ. 

1.  The  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  unless  this  has  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive«Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
all  the  Church  papers. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  for  the  Society  shall  consist 
of  one  member  from  each  Conference  delegation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  re- 
spective delegations,  and  five  members  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
The  ofiicers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  together 
with  the  Conference  Secretaries  present  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five 
other  persons  chosen  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II. 

BUREAUS. 

1.  Our  mission-fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in  charge 
of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shall  have  the  entire  responsibility,  in  its  own  field,  of 
executing  all  the  plans  and  applying  all  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  supervised  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

3.  Each  mission  shall  be  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  ladies  nominated  by  the  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested*  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  These  Committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

4.  Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  Missionary  Work,  shall 
consist  of  its  Secretary  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  its 
territory. 

5.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  conformity  to 
the  rules  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  for  mission  work, 

*Tlae  Conference  or  Conferences  assuming  the  financial  responsibility. 
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and  give  a  detailed  rei^ort  quurterlj^  or  oftener  to  the  General  Executive 
Board. 

().  The  Bureaus  ^hall  be  (1)  East  Southern  States;  (2)  Middle  Southern 
States;  (3)  West  Southern  States;  (4)  Texas;  (5)  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona; (())  Mormons;  (7)  Indians;  (S)  Alaska;  (9)  Mission  Supplies;  (10) 
Local  Missionary  Work;  (11)  Ydung  People's  Work. 

7.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Soutliern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary, 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  these  States,  Georgia  and  Florida. 

S.  The  Bureau  for  the  Middle  Soutliern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secre- 
tary and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States:  North  Caro- 
lina, South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky. 

9.  The  Bureau  for  the  Wesl  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States:  Mississippi,  Louisi- 
ana, and  Arkansas. 

10.  The  Bureau  for  Texas  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or 
more  ladies. 

11.  As  fast  as  work  develops  in  other  Southern  States  they  shall  be 
placed  in  appropriate  Bureaus. 

12.  The  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  the  Mormons,  the  In- 
dians, and  Alaska  shall  each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more 
ladies. 

13.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary,  and 
three  ladies  at  head-quarters,  and  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

15.  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors,  and 
official  Boards  ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools  for  instruction  in  religion, 
morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries;  and  the  employment 
of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  Avork  among  neglected  women  and 
children. 

16.  Local  Missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is 
given,  shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  after  a  formal  api^lication  for  permission  to  undertake  such 
work  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

17.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

18.  The  funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised 
for  that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the 
amount  that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

19.  Churches  and  individuals  furnishing  supplies  to  meet  the  needs 
of  organized  Local  Missionary  Woi'k,  may  be  credited  for  the  same  through 
the  authorized  channels  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Young  People's  Work,  to 
awaken  and  sustain  interest  in  Young  Ladies'  and  in  Juvenile  Societies. 

21.  All  Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

22.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies,  of  Local  Missionary 
Work,  and  of  Young  People's  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their 
Bureaus,  who  shall  be.  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

III. 

1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  end 
the  15th  of  October. 

2.  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and   Treasurer 


shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  B^v-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  4 
and  5,  Doroinlx'f  IHtli,  March  15th,  June  loth,  and  September  loth. 

.'].  Conference  Societies. — Tlio  (Jorresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  (jiiartcrly  rcpfirts  as  prescrilxMl  in  the  (Jonstitution,  Article 
IV,  Sections  o  and  4,  .laniiary  loLh,  April  loth,  July  15th,  and  October  15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresj)onding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  si)ecitied  in  tiie  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  15th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

5.  All  moneys  raiseil  for  tiie  Society  must  be  sent  by  the  auxiliaries  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  tiience  forwarded  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
Moneys  to  be  expended  for  missionary  supplies  for  frontier  or  Southern 
work,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  such  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society  for 
any  special  ]>urpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved  ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Treasurj^  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

7.  All  missionaries,  superintendents  of  Industrial  Schools,  and  teach- 
ers in  the  employ  of  the  Society  shall  present  to  the  Board  through  the 
Secretaries  of  their  respective  Bureaus  (not  later  than  September  10th  of 
each  year)  carefully  prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  Each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  is  requested  to  come  to 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  prepared  to  say  what  work 
her  Conference  will  support  for  the  coming  year. 

9.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments  that 
might  po.ssibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in  respect 
to  the  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered: 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society,  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  than  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly 
certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
said  Boai-d. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  the  same  shall  not  be  begun  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  monej-  that  will  be  required  for  the  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  building  or  buildings,  and  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
foregoing  paragrapli. 

IV. 

BUILDINGS  AND  CARE  OF   HOVtES  AND   SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  work  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Bureau  having 
charge  of  the  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection,  and  accept  the  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible. The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property-  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventory  of  property,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  condition,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Home. 

11 
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3.  Each  Industrial  linuie  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
who,  to<i;ether  with  the  teachers  of  the  school,  shall  be  elected,  emploj'ed, 
and  paid  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

4.  All  the  eniploj-es  of  the  Board  shall  make,  directly,  or  through  their 
superintendents,  as  they  shall  be  instructed,  monthly  reports  of  their  work, 
as  ])er  blank  j)rovided,  sendinix  one  copy  to  the  Corresponding  Secretar}' 
and  another  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  in  charge  of  the  field. 

5-  Since  the  conversion  and  spiritual  growth  of  those  for  whom  we 
labor  is  the  object  of  all  effort,  our  instructors  are  required  to  work  dili- 
gently and  methodically  to  that  end,  through  family  worship,  school 
instruction,  personal  appeal,  and  social  means  of  grace,  endeavoring  at  all 
times  to  develop  sound  and  strong  character. 

6.  Pupils  of  all  ages  may  be  admitted  to  our  Industrial  Schools.  It  shall 
be  the  aim  in  these  schools  to  provide:  (1.)  Such  social  and  moral  training 
as  shall  tend  to  make  good  neighbors  and  good  citizens;  (2.)  When  neces- 
sary, the  rudiments  of  education — reading,  writing,  and  keeping  simple 
accounts  ;  (3.)  Such  domestic  instruction  as  shall  fit  giils  to  care  for  a  house, 
and  prepare  plain  meals  properly  and  economically;  (4.)  Instruction  in 
dress-making  and  cutting,  making  and  mending  the  plain  garments  of  ordi- 
nary wearing  apparel;  (5.)  Tuition  in  nursing — the  care  of  the  sick;  (6.) 
Kindergarten  and  kitchen-garden  training;  (7.)  In.struction  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  vegetables,  fruits,  and  flowers. 

7.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  provide  a  library  for  each  Industrial  Home  and 
school,  to  which  pupils  may  have  daily  access. 

V. 

iviissionXry  intelligence. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  to  publish  letters  from  missionaries,  circulars  relating  to  the 
various  Bureaus,  and  kindred  matter  that  will  help  auxiliaries  sustain  their 
interest  in  our  work ;  and  to  send  such  information  out  upon  application, 
for  use  in  Conference,  District,  and  Auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  to  the  public,  through  the  Church 
papers,  a  condensed  report  of  such  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  as  will  be  of  interest  to  our  workers  or  to  the  general 
public. 

VI. 

NIISSIONARY  CANDIDATES. 

1.  Persons  who  offer  themselves  for  employment  by  the  Society  must 
furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  to  the  following  facts:  (1.)  Membership  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  (2.)  Christian  zeal  for  the  salvation  of 
souls;  (3.)  Good  health;  ^4.)  Educational  fitness;  (5.)  Ability  to  give  in- 
struction in  the  common  domestic  industries  ;  (6.)  Aptness  to  teach. 

They  shall  give  satisfactory  answers  to  the  following  questions: 

1.  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  moved  by  the  love  of  souls  and  the  provi- 
dence of  God  to  take  upon  you  the  work  of  a  Home  Missionary  ? 

2.  Have  you  an  experimental  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord? 

3.  Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcoj^al  Church 
as  set  forth  in  Part  I,  Chapter  I,  of  the  Discipline? 

4.  When  and  where  were  you  born  ? 

5.  What  are  yoixr  domestic  relations  ? 

6.  Have  3'ou  a  thorough  English  education? 

7.  In  what  schools  have  you  taught,  and  with  what  success? 

8.  Have  vou  knowledge  of  music,  either  vocal  or  instrumental  ? 
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9.  The  tdstiirioniiils  of  a  rnissionary  ran'liddtc!  sluill  bo  considered  and 
])ass(Ml  l)y  hor  Conference  Bourd  before  they  are  brought  Uj  the  Coranriittee 
on  Missionary  Candidates. 

10.  A  missionary  shall  receive  her  traveling  expenses  from  lier  home 
to  her  field  of  labor;  also,  her  return  expenses  when  she  is  recalled  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  her  salary  from  the  time  of  arrival  in  her 
field.  This  salary  shall  be  paid  monthly,  at  the  rate  of  $40  fier  month. 
She  shall  also  be  allowed  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  postage. 

VM. 

YOUNQ  PKOl^LE'S   WORK. 

1.  Young  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  he  organized  into 
Mission  Circles  under  the  general  rules  governing  Toadies'  Auxiliaries,  with 
a  mend)ership  fee  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents  per  annum.  They  may  be 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  some  adult  lady,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  choose  some  special  name. 

2.  Young  persons  under  sixteen  may  be  organized  into  Juvenile  Bands 
under  the  Constitution  already  provided. 

.3.  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  Mother's  Jewels 
on  the  payment  of  ten  cents. 

VMI. 

ANIENDIVIENTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  or  suspended  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Society,  due  notice  of  the  changes  proposed  having  been  published 
in  the  Tubman's  Home  Missions. 
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[NoTK.— Under  the  laws  of  incorporation  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  body  incorporated  constitutes  a  qiioiuni.  Therefore  eleven  is 
tlie  legal  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionarj-  Society.] 

1.  The  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  held  the  last  Saturday 
of  each  month.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  and  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  due  notice  being  given. 

2.  A  quarterly  meeting  shall  be  held  the  last  Saturday  in  Januaiy, 
April,  and  September,  at  such  places  as  the  Board  shall  designate.  Writ- 
ten reports  shall  be  presented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treas- 
urer, the  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member  of  the  time  and 
place  of  all  meetings,  regular  and  special. 

4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman 
and  the  requisite  Standing  Committees  at  its  first  meeting  next  succeeding 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  The  Executive  Board  shall  appoint  a  Business  Committee  of  seven, 
to  consist  of  the  Chairman,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  four 
other  members  of  the  Board,  with  power  to  transact  "business  for  the  Beard 
in  the  intervals  of  the  monthly  meetings.  This  committee  shall  report  all 
its  action  at  the  regular  meeting  next  succeeding  such  action. 

6.  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  Conference  Societies,  in  attendance 
upon  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
a  vote. 
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7.  The  Ordor  of  Business  and  Rules  of  Debate  shall  he  as  follows:  (1.) 
Singini;,  reading  of  ScTii)tures,  prayer;  (2.)  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meet- 
ing; (;i)  Reports  of  Con-esponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of  the 
Bureaus,  Standing  Committees;  (4.)  Repoi'ts  of  Special  Committees;  (5.) 
Unfinished  business;  ((>.)  ResulutiDUS  for  discussion  shall  be  presented  in 
writing;  (7.)  Ladies  speaking  siiall  rise  and  address  the  chair. 

8.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1.)  Business; 
(2.)  Beneficiaries;  (3.)  Missionary  Candidates;  (4.)  Annual  Meeting;  (5.) 
Publication;  (6.)  Stationery ;  (7.)  Leaflets;  (8.)  "  Home  Missions;"  (9.) 
Missionary  Intelligence;  (10.)  Training-school;  (IL)  Transportation;  (12.) 
Mite-boxes. 

9.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  notice  of  the  desired  change  hav- 
ing been  given  at  the  preceding  meeting.  They  may  be  suspended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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1.  The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Soci- 
eties shall  call  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  when  the  exigencies  of  the 
work  demand  it,  and  shall  also  determine  the  date  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  arrange  for  anniversary  exercises,  unless  these  items  have  been 
provided  for  by  previous  action  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  The  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
include  reports  from  the  Recording  and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  District  Secretaries ;  the  election  of  oilicers,  of  standing 
committees,  and  of  a  delegate  and  alternate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

3.  Order  of  Business:  (1.)  Devotional  exercises;  (2.)  Introduction  of 
delegates;  (3.)  Appointment  of  committees;  (4.)  Reading  of  minutes  of 
last  meeting;  (5.)  Report  of  Treasurer;  (6.)  Report  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; (7.)  Report  of  District  officers;  (8.)  Reports  of  committees;  (9.) 
Unfinished  and  miscellaneous  business;  (10.)  Election  of  officers. 

4.  Each  District  Secretary  shall  present  a  list  of  the  full  names  of  her 
delegation  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

5.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  (1.)  Annual 
Meeting;  (2.)  By-laws;  (3.)  AVoman's  Home  Missions. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Anniversary  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  District  in  which  tlie 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  consist  of  one  lady  from  each 
District,  chosen  by  the  delegates  from  her  District.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
the  Conference  Board  ad  interim  may  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Every  Auxiliary  Society  in  the  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
delegate;  these  delegates,  with  the  Executive  Board,  shall  constitute  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

9.  The  duty  of  each  District  President  shall  be  to  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  in  her  District.  She  shall  confer  and  co-operate  with 
the  Secretary  in  organizing  and  visiting  the  work ;  pre.side  at  the  District 
meetings,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  favor  and  aid  of  the  presiding  elder 
and  pastors.     She  shall  report  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District. 

10.  The  duty  of  the  District  Secretary  shall  be  to  confer  and  co-operate 
with  the  President  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries,  Young  Ladies'  Circles, 
and  Juvenile  Bands ;  to  correspond   with  and  visit  them,  to  arrange  for 
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public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when  filled,  and 
forwurd  a  report  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

11.  There  sliall  he  a  Mite-box  Secretary,  a  Sp(;retary  of  Local  Mission- 
ary Work,  and  a  Secretary  (or  a  Coninuttee)  of  Young  People's  Work,  each 
to  report  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Executive  l>oard. 

12.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  in on  tl)e of  each 

month,  if  practicable. 

13.  No  membership  dues  or  moneys  obtained  for  missionary  purposes 
may  be  used  for  local  needs. 

14.  Auxiliaries  shall  have  credit  in  the  General  Reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  contingent  fund  for  local  expenses,  to  which  each 
Auxiliary  shall  contribute  to  the  amount  of  at  least  five  cents  a  member  for 
each  year,  one-half  to  be  used  in  Conference  expenses  and  the  other  half 
in  those  of  the  District  and  Auxiliary. 

16.  As  soon  as  practicable  each  District  shall  be  organized  into  an  As- 
sociation under  the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

17.  The  District  Association  or  the  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Dis- 
trict shall  be  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  a  presentation  of  our  work  at 
camp-meetings  held  on  the  District.  In  case  of  their  failure  to  do  so,  that 
duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

18.  Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  ^leetings,  and 
has  its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliaries,  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its 
organizers,  provided  that  all  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Consti- 
tution. 

19.  Organizers  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasury  for  their  traveling 
expenses,  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  when  the  Confer- 
ence Contingent  Fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expense. 

20.  Their  accounts  shall  be  audited  each  month  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  except  when  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  pays  the  expense. 
In  that  case  the  Conference  Society  shall  audit  those  bills. 

21.  Organizers  shall  be  recommended  by  their  Conference  Boards  to 
the  General  Executive  Board  for  appointment. 

22.  The  Conference  Societies  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  dii'ection 
and  control  of  their  respective  organizers. 

23.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  close  her  account  with  the  auxil- 
iaries the of ,  after  which  all  the  moneys  received  shall  be  placed 

in  the  next  year's  account. 

24.  These  By-laws  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Confer- 
ence Executive  Board  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  an  Annual  ]Meeting,  notice  of  the  desired  amendment  having 
been  given  a  month  previous,  and  the  change  being  in  harmony  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  DISTRICT  ASSOCIATIONS. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  District  As- 
sociation of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  secure  an  Auxiliary 
in  each  charge  on  the  District  if  possible,  and  to  sustain  interest  in  those 
already  organized. 

Art.  3.  Everj'  person  who  is  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  on  the  District  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 
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Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  sliall  be  a  President  (a  Vice- 
president  of  tlie  Conference  Society),  a  Vice-president  from  every  Anxiliary 
on  the  District,  a  liecording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  (a  Man- 
ager in  the  Conference  Society),  and  a  Treasurer.  They  sliall  be  elected  by 
ballot  upon  nomination  by  a  Connnittee. 

Art.  5.  The  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers, 
with  the  addition  to  those  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  that  she  shall 
secure  a  report  from  each  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretar)'  on  the  loth 
of  December,  of  March,  of  June,  and  of  September,  and  send  a  report  to 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  only  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
District,  which  she  shall  disburse  upon  the  order  of  the  President  and 
Corresponding  Secretarj'. 

Art.  6.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers 
and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
Association,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  found  practicable. 

Art.  7.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  upon  Mite-boxes,  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  and  Program. 

Art.  8.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  only  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  IMissionary  Societ}'. 


GONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  ,  Auxiliary  to  the   Conference  Society   of 

the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  in  the  elevation  and  evangelization  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twentj^ 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer, who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  Meetings  of   the  Society  for  business  and    communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.     The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the  day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-president  to  perform  the  duty  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means  for 
the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 
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.'?.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  j)roceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.  Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
corresi)ondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  rei)orts  quarterly  of  tlie  condition 
and  work  of  the  Auxiliary  to  tlie  District  Secretary  when  the  District 
Association  is  organized;  otherwise  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  and  in  the 
absence  of  such  an  officer  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Society  in  Cincinnati. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of 
such  an  ollieer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Society  in  Cincinnati. 

G.  Okdije  of  Exercises  foi:  Monthly  Meeting: 


(1.)  Devotional  Exercises.

9.  Each  lady  connected  with  this  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general  interest, 
remembering  in  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  schools,  orphans, 
and  missionaries. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


Article  1.  This    Society    shall    be   called    the   Mission    Band 

of Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help 
in  carrying  it  forward. 

Art.  3.  This  Societj',  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render 
material  help  in  various  departments  of  the  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a 
lawful  adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President, 
four  or  more  Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  offices. 

Art.  5. — Sec.  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  entertainments  or  use  any  methods  for 
securing  funds  that  are  in  harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of 
our  Church. 

Sec.  3.  This  Society  may  choose  either  to  support  a  beneficiary,  furnish 
Sunday-school  supplies,  or  to  assist  in  any  department  it  may  desire;  but 
the  location  of  the  work  chosen  must  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference  Society  or  of  the  General  Society. 
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Sue.  4.  This  Society  can  only  have  connection  with  the  Woman's  Tlonie 
Missionary  So(;iety  l)y  contributing  directly  to  its  work  in  tlie  iield,  and  may 
only  have  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Society  for  money  paid  into 
tlie  General  Treasury. 

Sec.  '5.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on . 

Six.  6.  This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  General  Society  which  framed  it.  Petitions  for  change 
may  Ije  made  in  writing,  stating  reasons  for  such  request,  and  bearing  tlie 


signature  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Society, 


BY-LAWS  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  TriE  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on

2.  A  Committee  on  Music,  consisting  of  tliree  or  five  members  (at  least 
one  adult),  shall  be  appointed  for  one  month  or  more,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  suitable  music  for  the  meetings.

COLORADO  COHFERENCE. 

AVE  have  made  a  beginning  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  in  the  Colorado  Conference.  Mrs.  Willing  paid  Denver  aliasty  visit  nearly 
two  years  ago,  and  organized  two  auxiliaries  in  that  city,  one  in  Evans  Church,  the 
other  in  California  Street  Church.  She  also  organized  the  Conference  Society  ; 
but  the  health  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  such  that  she  was  obliged  to 
resign  her  office.  Therefore,  there  being  no  official  head  to  our  work,  very  little 
has  been  accomplished.  At  the  session  of  our  last  Annual  Conference,  in  July, 
the  Conference  Society  was  reorganized. 

At  the  present  tinie  I  can  only  report  three  auxiliaries;  one  in  California 
Street  Church,  Denver,  and  two  in  Greeley.  But  the  Conference  gleanings  will 
show  an  interest  in  the  cause.  We  hope,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  to  have  a  much 
better  report  to  make  another  year.

NEWARK  COHFERENCE. 

Nine  auxiliaries  and  one  band  have  been  organized  the  past  year,  making  an 
addition  to  our  membership  of  246.  We  have  now  22  auxiliaries  and  4  Young 
People's  Bands,  with  a  total  membersliip  of  771,  and  352  subscribers  to  our  paper. 
Three  girls  have  been  kept  in  Haven  Home  :  two  through  the  generous  aid  of 
ladies  in  Trinity  Auxiliary,  Newark,  ;ind  one  by  the  special  and  untiring  efforts 
of  the  Young  Ladies'  Mission  Circle,  of  Elizabeth.  Two  girls  in  Haven  Home 
liave  been  provided  with  clothing  by  the  young  ladies  and  their  friends  of  West 
Side  Avenue,  Jersey  City. 

One  thousand  dollars  have  been  given  by  our  Conference  Treasurer  towards 
the  founding  of  the  Boylan  Industrial  Home,  at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  which  sum, 
added  to  iier  previous  gift,  enables  the  Home  to  begin  its  career  without  debt. 

The  last  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  indebtedness  on  Haven  Home  have  been 
recently  pnid  by  Mr.  B.  F.  Hnm  and  his  brother,  in  memory  of  their  sister,  Miss 
Emily  Ham.     The  total  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  $2,949.26.
